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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. 


The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured in several parts. Beginning with an overview of total government 
spending in Part I, the documents become increasingly more specific. Part II outlines spending according to departments, agencies 
and programs and contains the proposed wording of the conditions governing spending which Parliament will be asked to approve. 


The Report on Plans and Priorities provides additional detail on each department and its programs primarily in terms of more 
strategically oriented planning and results information with a focus on outcomes. 


The Departmental Performance Report provides a focus on results-based accountability by reporting on accomplishments achieved 
against the performance expectations and results commitments as set out in the spring Report on Plans and Priorities. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of funds.

(benefits to Canadians and Canadian society) and describes the contribution the organisation has 
made toward those outcomes. It sets performance in context, associates performance with earlier 
commitments, explains any changes, and discusses risks and challenges faced by the organisation 
in delivering on these commitments. Achievements realised in partnership with other 
governmental and non-governmental organisations are also discussed. Supporting the need for 
responsible spending, it links resources to results. Finally, the report is credible because it 
substantiates the performance information with appropriate methodologies and relevant data.

Throughout the year, the Agency provided support and expertise to federal departments 
and agencies on a variety of comprehensive studies and review panels.

With this in mind over the coming year, the Agency will continue 
to work in Canada’s interests through delivery of its core programs and services. 


But we must always seek ways to bring about improvement. To that effect, in the 
October 2004 Speech from the Throne, the Government of Canada indicated that it 
would consolidate the federal environmental assessment process. This initiative has 
been a major focus for the Agency over the past few months and it will strengthen the 
accountability and integrity of federal environmental assessment. 


This coming improvement of federal environmental assessment will also have positive 
effects on the cooperation between the provinces and the territories. A better coordination 
of the environmental assessment process and practices across Canada is the best way to

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Executive Summary 


The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency (the Agency) administers the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Act (the Act), federal legislation designed to encourage the 
use of environmental assessment nationally as a planning tool to ensure that economic 
development occurs in a manner that maintains a healthy environment. The Agency 
employs 145 people at headquarters in Ottawa and in six regional offices across Canada 
and manages an annual budget of approximately $19 million. 


In 2004-2005, the Agency’s federal clients initiated approximately 6,300 screening 
assessments. The Agency played an important role in more than 25 comprehensive studies 
and in 11 review panels. 


In the October 2004 Speech from the Throne, the government made a commitment to 
consolidate federal environmental assessment. The Agency developed a detailed proposal 
with a number of options on how consolidation could be achieved. The objective is to 
further refine and improve the environmental assessment process while building on the 
positive elements of the current federal system. This will be a significant focus of 
the Agency in the coming year. 


The Agency provided support to federal negotiators at 71 tables where environmental 
assessment issues in Aboriginal land claims and self-government agreements were 
being addressed. The Agency also negotiated or continued implementation of bilateral 
environmental assessment agreements with provinces and territories, bringing the total 
number of agreements in place to seven. In addition, the Agency implemented its new 
role of Federal Environmental Assessment Coordinator in over 150 environmental 
assessments. 


The Agency has taken an active role in reviewing Cabinet submissions for environmental 
assessment and strategic environmental assessment implications to ensure that the 
policies, plans, programs and/or projects in which the federal government participates 
do not have adverse environmental impacts. The Agency also coordinated the federal 
government response to the Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable 
Development’s audit of federal departments’ implementation of the Cabinet Directive 
on the Environmental Assessment of Policies, Plan and Program Proposals. The Agency 
delivered approximately 110 training sessions to more than 3,000 participants across Canada. 
Ninety-five percent of participants who completed evaluations would recommend the 
Agency’s training to others. 
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SECTION II 
Strategic Context 


Who We Are 


The Agency provides leadership and serves as a centre of expertise in its role as 
the administrator of the federal environmental assessment process. The Agency has 
one program objective, which serves as its mission: 


To provide Canadians with high-quality environmental assessments 
that contribute to informed decision making in support of sustainable 
development. 


Headed by the President, who reports directly to the Minister of the Environment’, 
the Agency is mandated by the following instruments: 


¢ the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and its accompanying regulations; 


¢ the Canada-Wide Accord on Environmental Harmonization and bilateral agreements 
with provincial governments that establish arrangements for cooperative environmental 
assessments; and 


¢ international agreements containing environmental assessment provisions to which 
Canada is a party, principally the United Nations Economic Commission for Europe 
Convention on Environmental Impact Assessment in a Transboundary Context (ratified 
in May 1998). 


The Agency also assists the Minister of the Environment in implementing the Cabinet 
Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan and Program Proposals by 
providing guidance to federal authorities on environmental assessment considerations 
and requirements in respect to proposed policies, plans and programs. 


The President of the Agency has been designated by Order-in-Council as the federal 
administrator of the environmental and social protection regimes set out in chapters 22 
and 23 of the 1975 James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement.

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Partners in Environmental Assessment 


Federal environmental assessment is based on the principle of self assessment. Under 
subsection 5(1) of the Act, a federal environmental assessment may be required when 
a federal authority: is the proponent of a project, provides financial assistance to the 
proponent, makes federal lands available for the project, and/or issues a permit, licence 
or any other form of approval pursuant to a statutory or regulatory provision referred 

to in the Law List Regulations. The Agency provides these departments and agencies 
(known as responsible authorities) with training, advice, guidance and support in 
fulfilling their environmental assessment responsibilities under the Act. 


The Agency has a greater role in projects that have the potential to cause significant 
environmental effects. It manages the public comment period and advises the Minister 
of the Environment in relation to the comprehensive study review process. It supports 
the establishment and conduct of independent review panels. It also provides advice and 
support to decision makers and manages a financial assistance program to encourage 
public participation in comprehensive studies and review panels. 


Involvement of multiple jurisdictions in environmental assessment 


Depending on the project, representatives of federal, provincial, territorial and municipal 
governments, as well as Aboriginal groups, may have legislative environmental assessment 
requirements. The Agency works cooperatively with other parties to promote consistent 
approaches and an effective and efficient environmental assessment process that addresses 
the requirements of each jurisdiction. 


Non-governmental organizations, businesses, and citizen and industry groups 


Environmental non-governmental organizations, citizen groups and representatives 
from industry are important consultative partners during the development of policies, 
programs and regulations aimed at improving the environmental assessment process. 


The Agency maintains channels for stakeholder communication through its support 


of several consultative committees. In 2004-2005, the Agency chaired the committees 
listed in Table 1.

Planning Context — Factors Influencing and Driving Performance 


Projects subject to environmental assessment often raise important issues associated with 
socio-economic development, environmental protection, Aboriginal interests and 
federal-provincial-territorial relations. Environmental assessment must continually adapt 
to emerging trends and new challenges. 


Shared Environmental Management Responsibility 


Under the Constitution of Canada, responsibility for environmental management is an area 
of shared jurisdiction among various levels of government. To minimize duplication 
and delays, the Agency works with its provincial and territorial counterparts to bring about 
greater cooperation in environmental assessment and to promote the consistent and 
predictable application of environmental assessment processes across Canada. 
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Addressing Competing Interests 


Large-scale projects subject to environmental assessment frequently involve sensitive 
issues related to development, environmental protection, Aboriginal interests and 
federal-provincial-territorial relations. Projects being assessed can often be complex, 
with competing stakeholder interests. The Agency endeavors to address these interests 
while maintaining productive relationships and delivering high-quality environmental 
assessments that meet the expectations of Canadians. 


Aboriginal Peoples 


Aboriginal peoples have strong interests in environmental assessment issues and they 
have indicated to the Agency that these interests include: 


° participating in environmental assessments where Aboriginal peoples/groups may 
be affected by development; 


¢ ensuring that their traditional knowledge is considered in the process of environmental 
assessments; 


¢ developing the capacity of Aboriginal peoples to participate in and conduct 
environmental assessments on their lands; 


* ensuring minimal disruption of traditional lifestyles and the natural environment; and 


¢ developing environmental assessment processes for projects on Aboriginal lands in 
the context of band council governance, self-government and comprehensive claim 
negotiations. 


Improved Federal Policy Development 


The Agency is a strong advocate for the application of strategic environmental assessment 
as a tool to support improved decision making. Since the implementation of the Cabinet 
Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan and Program Proposals, federal 
departments have increasingly recognized the role of this valuable tool in helping to 
promote sustainable development. The Agency will continue to develop its advocacy 
and advisory role, track national and international development in the field, and provide 
leadership in this evolving field of policy research. 


Canadian Competitiveness 


In a global economy, countries must compete for foreign investment. Environmental 
sustainability is emerging as a basis for competitiveness and consumers, producers 
and investors are responding to this change. The efficiency and effectiveness of an 
environmental assessment process can contribute to a positive view of the country. 
A more certain, timely and predictable environmental assessment process will also support 
Canada’s international competitiveness. 
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Environmental Assessment and Climate Change 


The Government of Canada is committed to the Kyoto Protocol and to reaching its 
greenhouse gas emissions target of six percent below 1990 levels by 2012. At the same 
time, increased demand for energy is likely to result in more energy-related development 
projects. Environmental assessment is a useful tool for ensuring that the government’s 
climate change policies are considered in project development and that projects take 
into consideration the potential effects of changes in the climate. 


Smart Regulation 


A knowledgeable society has to be smart about the regulations that guide activities 
and protect its quality of life. 


The federal government is renewing its national regulatory system to enhance 
performance and spur innovation. Part of this renewal will include improvements 
to the federal environmental approval process to make it more transparent and 
effective. In the October 2004 Speech from the Throne, the government reinforced 
this initiative by committing to the consolidation of federal environmental assessment. 
This consolidation exercise will be the Agency’s focus in the upcoming fiscal year. 
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SECTION II 
Agency Performance 


Strategic Planning Framework 


This Departmental Performance Report presents the results of the Agency’s commitments 
in its Report on Plans and Priorities of 2004-2005, which was prepared according to our 
Performance Reporting and Accountability Structure (PRAS). The PRAS has since been 
replaced with a Program Activity Architecture (PAA) that will now be the framework 
for Agency planning and reporting. 


The new PAA identifies the Agency’s strategic outcome as: “Environmental assessment 
is an integral part of program and policy decision making.” The Agency will achieve this 
outcome through one program activity — effective and efficient environmental assessment — 
and three sub-activities: coordination and cooperation, guidance and operations, and 
continuous improvement. 


Future plans will be developed based on the Agency’s Program Activity Architecture. 


Strategic Outcomes 


This Departmental Performance Report is organized by strategic outcomes — the long-term, 
enduring benefits to Canadians derived from the Agency’s mission. The planning 
framework presented in this report is consistent with that presented in the Report on Plans 
and Priorities 2004-2005.

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Strategic Outcome 1: Effective and Efficient Environmental Assessment 


The Agency is committed to providing Canadians with environmental 
assessments that are effective, efficient, involve public participation and 
support the principles of sustainable development. 


Context 


The Agency plays an important role in providing advice, guidance, training and 
recommendations to federal departments and agencies. This helps to ensure that 
environmental assessment decisions: comply with the Act, reflect effective and efficient 
environmental assessment practices, consider public values, and support the principles 

of sustainable development. The Agency plays a greater role in the assessment of projects 
with the potential to cause significant environmental effects by managing elements 
of the assessment process, providing opportunities for public participation, as well as 
providing advice and support to decision makers. 


Effective and efficient environmental assessment involves incorporating environmental 
factors early in a project’s planning stage so that adverse environmental effects and 
financial costs are reduced or avoided. Environmental assessment must be broad enough 
to consider all potential environmental effects arising from a project and must provide 
appropriate opportunities during the process for Canadians to express their views and be 
involved in decisions that affect them.

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Established, Maintained and Improved Processes and Developed Tools 
and Mechanisms that Support Environmental Assessment 


Process improvements will contribute to better environmental assessments and therefore 
address the needs of Canadians in a more effective and consistent manner. Better tools and 
mechanisms will increase the consistency and predictability of environmental assessments. 
This can also lead to the consistent application of mitigation measures to deal with 
potentially adverse environmental effects of projects. 


Mechanisms that are well documented and easily accessed lead to a broader understanding 
of issues such as impacts of trade on the environment and involvement of Aboriginal peoples 
in the environmental assessment process. The Agency also uses research and development 
to improve the practice of environmental assessment. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Managed 11 review panels and provided advice and guidance to responsible authorities, 
project proponents and the public in the comprehensive study process. During the 
planning period, 12 comprehensive studies were completed and 27 are at various stages 
of development. See Table 3 and Table 4 for summaries of major projects. 


¢ Developed effective guidance materials in partnership with stakeholders in order to 
address clients’ needs and improve knowledge and understanding of the application 
of the Act. For a listing of guidance documents, visit: www.ceaa.gc.ca/012/ 
newguidance_e.htm. 


¢ Provided support to over 20 researchers who have been conducting research in the area 
of environmental assessment. In addition, six new research reports were completed 
during the review period and posted on the Agency’s Web site. For additional information 
about the Research and Development Program, or to view the completed research 
reports, visit: www.ceaa.gc.ca/015/index_e.htm. 


¢ Supported the development of class screenings by providing advice, technical 
assistance and funding to federal departments. The Agency also conducted a workshop 
with federal departments that had past experience with the class screening process, 
and federal departments that received funding through the Class Screening Funding 
Program 2004-2005. The Agency declared five model class screenings and two 
replacement class screenings and a further 20 reports are in various stages of 
development. Use of these model and replacement class screening reports will enable 
responsible authorities to use resources more efficiently while ensuring that environmental 
considerations are taken into account during project planning and implementation. 
The Agency has also renewed the Class Screening Funding Program for 2005-2006. 


* Coordinated the federal government response to the Commissioner of the Environment 
and Sustainable Development’s audit of federal implementation of the Cabinet Directive 
on the Environmental Assessment of Policies, Plan and Program Proposals. The Agency 
continues to work closely with the federal community through the strategic environmental 
assessment subcommittee of the Senior Management Committee on Environmental 
Assessment to ensure that the commitments made in the government response are met. 
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Consolidation of Environmental Assessment 


The federal government is considering options for improving the federal environmental 
assessment process. In the October 2004 Speech from the Throne, the government 
made a commitment to get the House in order by consolidating federal environmental 
assessments. The government’s March 2005 Smart Regulation: Report on Actions 
and Plans also identified consolidation of environmental assessment as a priority. 


The current federal environmental assessment system is based on the principle of 
self-assessment. Consequently, departments and agencies have their own discrete 
environmental assessment responsibilities to discharge, though often in relation to the 
same project. The resulting decentralized system has many advantages, but it also 
presents challenges. Since October, the Agency has been developing options for 
consolidating federal environmental assessment. From these options, a detailed 
proposal for consolidation will emerge that builds on the positive elements of the current 
federal system while introducing a more prominent role for the Agency for major 
projects. This approach would address many of the concerns identified by stakeholders. 


Strategic Environmental Assessment 


Strategic environmental assessment is the systematic and comprehensive process of 
evaluating the environmental effects of a policy, plan or program and its alternatives. 


According to the federal government’s Cabinet Directive, an assessment of a policy, 
plan or program proposal must be conducted when two conditions are met: 


¢ the proposal is submitted to an individual minister or Cabinet for approval; and 


* the implementation of the proposal may result in important environmental effects, 
either positive or negative. 


When circumstances warrant, departments and agencies are also encouraged to conduct 
strategic environmental assessments for other policy, plan and program proposals, 
particularly when strong public concern is apparent. In January 2004, the Directive 
was updated to address two issues. The amendments provide clearer guidance on the 
assessment of both positive and negative environmental impacts, and require federal 
departments and agencies to prepare public statements of environmental effects when 
detailed assessments have been conducted. These changes support more effective and 
transparent analysis.

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Environmental Assessment Review Panels 


Distinguished by extensive public participation, review panels, and joint review panels 
with other jurisdictions, are the most visible and public type of environmental assessment. 
They are independent from government, with members appointed by the Minister of 
the Environment. 


The review panel conducts its assessment in an open and public manner, with individuals 
and groups presenting information and views through public comment periods and 
public hearings. Public participation is facilitated by the Participant Funding Program, 
which provides financial assistance to eligible individuals and public organizations 
with legitimate interests in the project. 


At the completion of the review process, the review panel’s report, including 
conclusions and recommendations, is submitted to the Minister of the Environment. 
The recommendations are advisory, and the federal Cabinet considers and responds 
publicly to all recommendations. 


The Agency’s primary roles in a review panel process are to: provide advice and 
coordination to federal expert authorities and responsible authorities, maintain the 
public registry, manage the review process and provide technical and administrative 
support to the review panel, administer the Participant Funding Program, and design 
and implement a public information program with the review panel. 


Table 3: Summary of Review Panel Activity 


Review Panel of the Eastmain-1-A and Rupert Diversion Project in Quebec 


¢ Hydro-Québec and its subsidiary, the Société d’énergie de la Baie-James, propose to build the $2 billion 
Eastmain-1-A generating station (770 MW) and to divert the Rupert River in the James Bay territory. 


¢ The proposal requires the application of the Act and the provincial environmental assessment process 
of chapter 22 of the James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement. In April 2003, the Agency, the 
Ministére de I’environnement du Québec and the Cree Regional Authority signed an agreement for 
the coordination of the environmental assessment processes applicable to the project. The goal is to 
produce a single report at the completion of the review. 


¢ The review of the project is at the conformity stage of the impact study. The review bodies have 
targeted July 30 for the submission of any request for additional information. 


Review Panel of the Development of the Vanadium Mine in Quebec | 


¢ McKenzie Bay International Ltd. (Lac Doré Mining Inc.) proposes the development of a vanadium 
mine at Lac Doré, near Chibougamau. The proposal requires the application of the Act and the 
provincial environmental assessment process of chapter 22 of the James Bay and Northern Quebec 


Agreement (JBNQA). 


¢ In February 2004, the Minister of Fisheries and Oceans recommended the referral of the project toa 
review panel. 


* On May 21, 2004, the Cree registered a motion in the Quebec Superior Court seeking a declaration 
that the JBNQA federal process is applicable to the project and that the Canadian Environmental 
Assessment Act (the Act) is not. The time of the hearing of the motion has yet to be determined.

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Joint Review Panel of the Kénogami Watershed Flood Control Project in Quebec 


* An agreement was signed by the governments of Canada and Quebec to establish a joint review 
panel for the Kénogami Watershed Flood Control project. 


¢ Hearings were held August 5 to 7, 2003. The joint panel submitted its report to the federal and provincial 
environment ministers on October 24, 2003. 


° The Quebec government (the proponent) has since reconsidered various portions of the project. 
As a result, the federal government has postponed finalizing its response until the province establishes 
if the project, or certain portions of the project, would be maintained. 


Joint Review Panel of the Whites Point Quarry Project in Nova Scotia 


¢ Global Quarry Products proposes to construct and operate a basalt quarry, processing facility and marine 
terminal located in Digby County, Nova Scotia. 


In June 2003, the Minister of Fisheries and Oceans recommended the referral of the project to a 
review panel. 


¢ On November 3, 2004, the Minister of the Environment and the provincial Minister of Environment and 
Labour signed an agreement establishing a joint review panel for the project and appointed the members 
of the panel. 


¢ On November 10, 2004, the Agency and Nova Scotia Environment and Labour released for public 
comment the draft Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) Guidelines. After reviewing the public 
submissions, the joint review panel finalized the EIS Guidelines on March 31, 2005. The Panel is now 
waiting for the proponent to submit the EIS. 


Joint Review Panel of the Mackenzie Gas Project inthe Northwest Territories 


e The Agency has been actively involved in the development of environmental review processes to 
minimize duplication and meet legislative requirements for major natural gas development in the 
Northwest Territories (N.W.T.). 


° The proposed Mackenzie Gas Project consists of the development of three natural gas fields on the 
Mackenzie Delta, N.W.T., with associated gathering systems and processing facilities. Pipelines would 
carry the gas 1,400 kilometres south through the Mackenzie Valley to market. The proponent consortium 
consists of Shell Canada Limited, ConocoPhillips Canada (North) Limited, ExxonMobil, Imperial Oil 
Resources Ventures Limited and the Aboriginal Pipeline Group. 


The project is subject to three environmental assessment regimes and three additional regulatory public 
hearing processes. In preparation for the filing of an application for a major northern gas pipeline project, 
the June 2002 Cooperation Plan was developed. 


* On August 21, 2003, the Minister of the Environment referred the project to a review panel. On 
August 18, 2004, the Minister of the Environment, the Chair of the Mackenzie Valley Environmental 
Impacts Review Board and the Chair of the Inuvialuit Game Council announced the establishment of 


the joint review panel for the Mackenzie Gas Project and released the Environmental Impact Statement 
terms of reference. 


In February 2005, the Executive Committee (the Chairs of the joint review panel, the National Energy 
Board, the N.W.T. Water Board and the Mackenzie Valley Land and Water Board) announced that the 
coordinated public hearings would not start until late summer 2005.

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Joint Review Panel of the Kemess North Gold-Copper Mine Project in British Columbia 


* Northgate Minerals Corporation proposes to develop the Kemess North copper and gold deposit, located 
six kilometres north of its existing Kemess South Mine, and 250 kilometres northeast of Smithers in north 
central British Columbia. 


¢ On November 19, 2004, the Minister of the Environment referred the Kemess North project to a review 
panel, following a request by the Minister of Fisheries and Oceans. 


¢ On May 19, 2005, the Minister of the Environment and the B.C. Minister of Sustainable Resource 
Management signed an agreement to establish a joint review panel and appointed a three-member 
panel. Panel members were selected by consensus by following a process that involved federal, 
provincial and First Nations representatives. 


¢ Draft Guidelines for the preparation of the proponent’s Environmental Impact Statement were 
issued July 2005. 


Review Panel of the Rabaska Liquefied Natural Gas Project in Quebec 


¢ The Rabaska liquefied natural gas (LNG) facility is being proposed by a group of companies led by 
Gaz Metropolitain, Enbridge Gas and Gaz de France. The proposal is to build the LNG terminal 
and related facilities at Beaumont, Quebec, on the St. Lawrence River near Québec City. The province 
of Quebec will also exercise environmental assessment decision-making authority. As a result, the 
Canada-Quebec Agreement on Environmental Assessment Cooperation will apply. 


¢ On January 20, 2005, the Agency issued a news release announcing the decision of the Minister of 
the Environment to refer the Rabaska project to a review panel. 


¢ The proponents plan to submit the Environmental Impact Statement in summer 2005. In accordance 
with this timeframe, the review panel could be appointed in winter 2005 or when both governments are 
satisfied that the impact study is consistent with the Guideline requirements. 


Review Panel of the La Romaine Hydroelectric Complex Project in Quebec 


¢ The La Romaine project is a 1,500 MW hydro project on the Romaine River in the Lower North Shore 
region of Quebec. The project is subject to the Quebec environmental assessment process and will 
require authorizations from Fisheries and Oceans Canada and Transport Canada. It is subject to the 
Canada-Quebec Agreement on Environmental Assessment Cooperation. 


On February 10, 2005, the Agency announced the Minister’s decision to refer the project to a review 
panel. Public consultation was held from April 29 to May 30, 2005, on draft Guidelines for the 
Environmental Impact Statement. 


It is not expected that a review panel would be appointed until 2007. The panel will be appointed 
only once both governments are satisfied that the information provided by the proponent meets the 
requirements set out in the Guidelines. 


Review Panel of the Brooks Power Generation Project in Alberta 


e In March 2003, the Minister of the Environment referred the Brooks Power Generation project to a 
review panel under section 28 of the Acct. 


¢ In August 2004, Fisheries and Oceans Canada confirmed that Luscar Limited had withdrawn this project. 
Fisheries and Oceans Canada recommended that the environmental assessment process be stopped 
as it would no longer exercise any federal power or perform any federal duty or function identified in 
section 5 of the Act. 


* On December 10, 2004, the Minister of the Environment determined that a federal environmental 
assessment of the proposed Brooks Power project was no longer necessary and stopped the review 
panel process.

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Review Panel of the Bennett Environmental Thermal Oxidizer Project in New Brunswick 


¢ Bennett Environmental Inc. proposes to build a thermal oxidizer capable of treating 100,000-tonne-per-year 
of oil- and creosote-contaminated soils at Belledune, New Brunswick. 


¢ Representatives of groups opposing the Bennett project submitted a petition, in the fall of 2003, 
requesting that the project be referred to a review panel pursuant to the transboundary provisions of 
the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act. 


¢ On June 14, 2004, the Minister of the Environment announced the referral of the project to a review 
panel in order to examine the project’s potential transboundary environmental effects. 


° The following month, Bennett filed an application for judicial review before the Federal Court, 
challenging the Minister’s decision to refer the project to a review panel. In August, the Federal Court 
quashed the referral to a review panel, thereby precluding the Minister from continuing with the 

review panel process. 


¢ On September 28, 2004, the Minister announced the federal government’s appeal of the ruling of the 
Federal Court. 


e On March 31, 2005, the review panel was on hold pending the hearing of the matter before the 
Federal Court of Appeal and its subsequent decision. 


Joint Review Panel of the Highwood Storage and Diversion Project in Alberta . 


e Alberta Transportation proposes the construction of a water management project to convey and store 
water diverted from the Highwood River in the lower Little Bow River basin in south-western Alberta. 


* In 1997, Fisheries and Oceans Canada referred the project to the Minister of Environment for a review 
by a panel. At the completion of the joint review panel in June 1998, the panel concluded that it 
required further evidence to reach a final conclusion on one of the project components. Another joint 
review panel was established in March 2000 to address the outstanding issues. 


* In March 2005, the joint review panel was waiting for Alberta Transportation to develop its project and 
submit an application to the Alberta Natural Resources Conservation Board. When that information is 
received, the panel will need to be re-activated.

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Comprehensive Studies 


Certain projects, by their very nature, may have the potential to cause significant 
adverse environmental effects. These types of projects have been identified and listed 
in the Comprehensive Study List Regulations. 


As a result of revisions to the Act, proclaimed through Bill C-9 on October 30, 2003, the 
responsible authority must consult the public on its proposed approach and recommend 
to the Minister of the Environment whether the project continue by means of a 
comprehensive study environmental assessment or be referred to a mediator or a review 
panel. At the end of the comprehensive study process, the Minister is required to 
issue a decision statement as to whether the project is likely to cause significant adverse 
environmental effects. 


The Agency’s role in the comprehensive study process is to provide advice to responsible 
authorities, project proponents and the public; ensure that the comprehensive study 
report complies with the requirements of the Act; manage the public comment period; 
and provide advice to the Minister of the Environment in support of the Minister’s 
track decision on the environmental assessment and the determination of potential 
adverse environmental effects. Public participation is facilitated by the Participant 
Funding Program, which provides financial assistance to eligible individuals and public 
organizations with legitimate interests in the project. 


The Minister concluded that the comprehensive studies described in Table 4 were not 
likely to cause significant adverse environmental effects and referred them back to the 
responsible authority.

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Provided Opportunities for Public Participation in the Environmental 
Assessment Process 


Opportunities for more meaningful public participation will lead to higher quality 
environmental assessments. Improvements to the public registry system will facilitate 
more meaningful public participation through the availability of timely information. 
Facilitating public participation will ensure that the environmental assessment process 
addresses the needs of Canadians. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Administered the Canadian Environmental Assessment Registry Internet site and 
provided training and guidance to users to assist them in fulfilling their legal obligations 
in providing quality and timely information to the public. Responsible authorities 
and Port Authorities are now required to post specific records on the Registry for 
environmental assessments conducted under the Act. This will help ensure that all 
interested parties, including the general public, are aware of an assessment from the 
outset. With over 9,000 environmental assessments registered on the site since 
October 2003, the Agency is in the process of developing a tool whereby interested 
parties can subscribe to receive e-mail notification regarding environmental assessment 
developments. A communications strategy to promote the Registry was developed 
to facilitate greater public participation and awareness. 


¢ Initiated the implementation of some of the recommendations provided in two usability 
studies that evaluated the user-friendliness of the Registry for the public. The studies 
show a high level of satisfaction with the system and have also measured increased 
performance of the system in meeting citizen expectations. 


¢ Held a public consultation on the Ministerial Guideline on Assessing the Need for 
and Level of Public Participation in Screening-level Environmental Assessments and 
received comments from eight stakeholders/stakeholder groups. The Guideline has 
been revised to reflect these comments and has since undergone two legal reviews 
and a final review by two stakeholder advisory committees. The final document is 
ready to go forward for Ministerial approval. 
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Promoted Continuous Learning in the Environmental Assessment Process 


Continuous learning involves regularly reviewing activities and accomplishments, assessing 
successes and modifying processes to improve outcomes. Tackling new environmental 
assessment practices, such as incorporating climate change considerations, and developing 
resource material on strategic environmental assessment and coordinated training 
approaches will improve the overall environmental assessment process within Canada. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Put in full operation the Quality Assurance Program. The Agency established a database 
utilizing information from the Registry Internet site to facilitate analysis of data from 
large numbers of assessments. The database proved to be a useful tool for analyses 
related to consolidation of federal environmental assessment. Four priority work areas 
have been identified: (1) Focus of environmental assessment resources on appropriate 
projects; (2) effectiveness and efficiency of federal coordination; (3) quality of 
information on the Registry; and (4) participation of the public in screenings. Work 
on the first two of the priority areas has been initiated. 


¢ Put in operation the Follow-up Program. The status of Follow-up Programs referred 
to in the Registry (for projects assessed since October 30, 2003) has been actively 
and systematically tracked. Limited data were available because many projects with 
follow-up programs had not yet been implemented. 


Quality Assurance Program 


The renewed Act sets out a legislative duty for the Agency to “establish and lead a quality 
assurance program for assessments conducted under the Act.” This duty is accompanied 
by powers to request information on environmental assessments conducted by federal 
authorities and by other entities (e.g., Canada Ports Authorities) regulated under the 
Act, now or in the future. Those federal authorities and regulated entities are, in turn, 
required by the renewed Act to provide any such requested information. 


Paes 
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Strategic Outcome 2: Coordinated and Harmonized Environmental 
Assessments 


The Agency is committed to providing Canadians with environmental 
assessment approaches that are coordinated across government and 
delivered cooperatively with other jurisdictions. 


Context 


All federal, provincial and territorial jurisdictions in Canada administer some form of 
environmental assessment regime. The application of multiple regimes to a single project 
requires cooperation to avoid duplication, increase certainty and reduce costs, and avoid 
potential delays. 


The Agency promotes consistent approaches to environmental assessments across Canada 
and with its international partners. The Agency works with provincial, territorial and 
local partners to develop cooperative approaches wherever possible. It also fosters ongoing 
relations with Aboriginal communities. The emerging environmental assessment 
processes under self-government and land claims agreements play an increasing role 

in the evolution of sustainable development practices in Canada.

¢ The Agency implemented the role of Federal Environmental Assessment Coordinator in over 
150 environmental assessments. 
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Improved Coordination within the Federal Environmental Assessment Process 


Clear and coordinated environmental assessment processes across jurisdictions maximize 
predictability, increase efficiency, minimize conflicts and contribute to a better overall 
assessment process. The Agency has undertaken several activities toward this end and 
has achieved the following results: 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Implemented the role of Federal Environmental Assessment Coordinator (FEAC) 
in over 150 environmental assessments. 


¢ Developed the evaluation framework for the Agency as a FEAC, which will be 
implemented in fiscal year 2005-2006. The Framework will provide the Agency with 
data to determine if the FEAC role is improving the coordination of environmental 
assessments. 


¢ Acted as an independent facilitator to assist in the resolution of disputes regarding 
environmental assessment matters. 


Established Cooperative Environmental Assessment Processes Across Jurisdictions 


Coordinated and cooperative environmental assessment provides a clear and understandable 
process that facilitates public participation and minimizes conflicts. Cooperation also 
contributes to efficiency and improved overall effectiveness by ensuring that environmental 
effects of proposed projects are jointly considered before governments make decisions. 
Coordination with international jurisdictions ensures that the Canadian perspective is taken 
into account to protect the interests of citizens and industry. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Handled eight transboundary petition requests, of which the following four were 
resolved in the reporting period: Greenwhich, Prince Edward Island; Belledune, 
New Brunswick; road 770 and the network of secondary and tertiary roads in Ontario; 
and Pukaskwa, Ontario. 


¢ Provided support to federal negotiators in addressing environmental assessment issues 
in Aboriginal land claims and self-government agreements. The Agency continued 
to provide support to federal negotiators at 71 tables where environmental assessment 
issues in Aboriginal land claims and self-government agreements were being addressed. 
These negotiations, which are underway across Canada, are at all phases of development 
ranging from initial framework agreements, agreements-in-principle and final 
agreements to implementation. These include the Labrador Inuit Agreement, Meadow 
Lake Tribal Council, Sioux Valley, Manitoba Framework Agreement, Akwesasne, 
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Nishnawbe-Aski Nation, Union of Ontario Indians, Innu of Labrador, Miapukek, 
Beaufort Delta (Inuivialuit Gwich’in), Deline, and Northwest Territory Metis. In 
British Columbia, specifically, the Agency provided support at 18 tripartite negotiation 
tables in the B.C. treaty process. Five of these negotiations culminated in Agreements- 
in-Principle (AIP) with the Tsawwassen, Snuneymuxw, Lheidli T’enneh, Sliammon 
and Maa-nulth First Nations of B.C. Four of these tables are now actively engaged 

in Final Agreement Negotiations. 


¢ Participated in tripartite negotiations with three other B.C. First Nations: Yale, 
Yekooche and In-shuck-ch, all of whom are anticipated to reach AIPs in 2005-2006. 


¢ Involved in Quebec negotiations with the Atikamekw, Mamuitun, Nutashkuan 
Mamu Pakatatau Mamit, and Nunavik (includes self-government, implementation 
of sections 22 and 23 of the James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement, and 
“Paix des Braves” negotiations). 


¢ Provided environmental assessment policy advice to Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada relating to the development of sector-type agreements such as the First 
Nations Oil and Gas Management Act, the First Nations Commercial and Industrial 
Development Act, the First Nations Land Management Act and implementation 
of the James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement. 


¢ Represented Canada at the Third Meeting of the Parties to the Convention on 
Environmental Impact Assessment held in Cavtat, Croatia, in June 2004. The Agency 
participated in working group meetings leading up to the Meeting of the Parties. 
Work focused on expanding the list of projects for which a notification is required 
when a project is likely to cause significant transboundary effects. 


e Entered into a cooperative partnership with the Government of Costa Rica and the 
Government of Quebec to assist Costa Rica in building institutional capacity for 
environmental assessment. This partnership fulfills Canada’s commitments under the 
Canada-Costa Rica Agreement on Environmental Cooperation. 


¢ Participated in a workshop in Santiago, Chile under its commitment to the Canada- 
Chile Agreement on Environmental Cooperation. This workshop, entitled “Public 
Participation in the Environmental Impact Assessment System: Comparative Analysis’ 
was attended by over 50 Chilean participants.

¢ Finalized the Canada-Ontario and Canada-Québec Agreement on Environmental 
Assessment Cooperation. The Canada-British Columbia, Canada- Yukon, Canada- 
Alberta, Canada-Saskatchewan and Canada-Manitoba Agreements continue to be 
implemented, leading to coordinated environmental assessments of projects subject 
to both federal and provincial/territorial environmental assessment processes. 
The Agency is working towards finalizing the Canada-Newfoundland and Labrador 
Agreement, and has commenced its scheduled review of the Canada-Saskatchewan 
and Canada-Manitoba Agreements. 
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The James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement 


The James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement (JBNQA) is the first comprehensive 
land claim treaty between Canada and Aboriginal people. Signed in 1975, the Agreement 
includes self-governance components and lays the foundations for a relationship 
between the Cree, the Inuit and the Government of Canada. The President of the Agency 
has been designated by Order-in-Council as the federal administrator of the environ- 
mental and social protection regimes set out in chapters 22 and 23 of the JBNQA. 


Strengthened Relationships with Partners and Stakeholders 


Building stronger relationships enables the Agency to conduct its business with 
stakeholders in a more effective manner, supporting the development and advancement 
of sound environmental assessment practices across the country. This helps to improve the 
certainty, predictability and timeliness of environmental assessments, thereby supporting 
the government’s focus on developing a strong economy in partnership with healthy 
communities. 


The Agency’s regional offices are increasingly recognized by various audiences as a source 
of informed, relevant advice and guidance on the Act and the federal environmental 
assessment process. The regional offices provided a total of 110 learning sessions (core 
courses, learning events and workshops) to a total of 3,091 individuals. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Held two Regulatory Advisory Committee (RAC) meetings and six Senior Management 
Committee on Environmental Assessment (SMCEA) meetings. The Agency provided 
Secretariat services to both RAC and SMCEA, and updated both committees regularly 
on Agency activities. The groups discussed and provided advice to the Agency on 
issues such as offshore oil and gas regulatory development, public participation in 
screenings, the Quality Assurance Program, cumulative effects and the development 
and amendment of regulations. 


* Held 14 Regional Environmental Assessment Committee meetings. The meetings 
provide an opportunity to various federal and provincial government departments 
to share information and discuss coordinated approaches to environmental assessment 
among jurisdictions within a geographic region. 


* Developed, with the Métis National Council and the Assembly of First Nations, 
a draft Terms of Reference for the Aboriginal Advisory Committee, which has been 
submitted to the executives of the organizations involved for review. 


Facilitated several discussion groups, workshops and meetings in order to resolve 
disputes relating to the environmental assessment process. For example, with respect 
to the Red River Floodway project, the Agency intervened in situations where conflict 


arose between participants and the environmental assessment team in an attempt to 
seek resolution of the issues. 
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Strategic Outcome 3: Consistent and Predictable Application 
of Environmental Assessment in Federal Decision Making 


The Agency is committed to providing Canadians with consistent and 
predictable application of environmental considerations in federal 
decision making. 


Context 


The Agency takes a leadership role in assisting federal departments and agencies to 
comply with the Act. Although the Act does not contain enforcement provisions, a priority 
of the Agency is to work with other government departments to promote its consistent 
and predictable application. The Agency does so by working on expanding the coverage 
of the Act so that more activities with potential significant environmental effects involving 
the federal government are assessed. It also encourages compliance by ensuring that those 
responsible for applying the Act have the appropriate training and tools at their disposal 
to adequately fulfil their responsibilities. An additional priority is addressing areas where 
discrepancies within the federal environmental assessment process may exist. The 
Agency also reviews Cabinet submissions for compliance with the Cabinet Directive 
on the Environmental Assessment of Policy, Plan and Program Proposals and provides 
advice and guidance to departments.

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Enhanced Monitoring and Promoted Compliance 


Responsibility for compliance is shared under the federal environmental assessment 
process. Responsible authorities assess the environmental consequences of their actions 
and take these consequences into account in their decisions. The Agency works to 
ensure the consistency and quality of environmental assessments involving the federal 
government. 


In addition to the plans detailed below, many other plans listed under other priorities, such 
as the Quality Assurance Program, the Agency’s Registry Internet site, as well as the 
training and advice provided to stakeholders, play a key role in promoting compliance 
and enhancing monitoring. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Revised and updated Training and Guidance course materials for the Agency’s two 
key courses (Orientation to the Act and Screenings under CEAA) in order to improve 
quality, as well as incorporate the new amendments to the Act. 


¢ Continued to implement the strategic plan for training and guidance and identified 
new priority projects in consultation with other federal departments. Through a client 
survey and a federal working group, the Training and Guidance team evaluated the 
effectiveness of the training and guidance initiatives. Responses indicated an overall 
high satisfaction with the Agency’s recent training and guidance materials. 


¢ Launched an extensive consultative process in June 2003 to analyze the activities of 
Crown corporations, their concerns and the implications for coming under the Act. 
This achieved a consensus recommendation that 37 of 41 parent Crown corporations 
come directly under the Act without the requirement for regulation development. 
The Agency completed a public consultation on the progress of this initiative and 
developed a regulatory framework document explaining the rationale of the proposed 
regulation for two Crown corporations in the provision of commercial loans. The 
Agency continued consultations with two remaining Crown corporations. 


Crown Corporations and Environmental Assessment 


By June 2006, the renewed Act will require 41 federal parent Crown corporations 
to conduct environmental assessments of projects either by direct compliance with 
the Act or via a modified environmental assessment process set in regulations. 


Bringing the Crown corporations under the Act, while allowing for their varying 
circumstances, will result in greater equity and ensure that projects undertaken 
or approved by Crown corporations receive environmental scrutiny. 
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Provided Quality Advice 


To deliver on its mandate, the Agency must be highly regarded within the environmental 
assessment community. Providing quality advice to stakeholders will increase the likelihood 
that appropriate and effective practices are employed during environmental assessments 
and that the public’s issues are considered during the decision-making process. 


2004-2005 Results 


¢ Delivered training across the country, providing 38 sessions of core courses to 
685 participants representing governments, non-government organizations, the public, 
industry and consultants. Satisfaction with the training was very high, with 96 percent 
of course participants stating that they would recommend the course to others. 


e Provided informal training and presentations to clients through 110 learning events 
to 3,091 participants. 


Maintained a High Level of Internal Expertise 


Staff expertise and competencies improve the effectiveness and efficiency of environmental 
assessments. Recognized expertise and competencies promote the credibility of the Agency 
within the environmental assessment community.

¢ Delivered three sessions of the course Interest-based Negotiations in Environmental 
Assessments to 46 participants across Canada, including federal, provincial and territorial 
governments.

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ANNEX 1 
Consolidated Reporting 


A1.1 Human Resources Management 


Management of human resources is key to ensuring that the Agency continues to provide 
Canadians with high-quality programs and policies that support environmental assessment. 
In 2004-2005, the Agency began implementing the new Public Service Modernization 
Act. The Union-Management Consultation Committee’s mandate was strengthened to 
meet new requirements, the development of an Informal Conflict Management System 
was undertaken and planning for the implementation of the Public Service Employment 
Act was initiated. Human Resources planning has been strengthened to support 

the integration of Human Resources and business planning. The Agency’s action plan, 
developed from the 2002 Public Service Employee survey, was updated and activities 
completed, thereby preparing the Agency for the upcoming 2005 survey. Employee 
performance commitments were linked to organizational priorities through their 
performance agreements. The Agency also encouraged individual and organizational 
learning through various means such as attendance at training sessions, internal learning 
series and participation in training and developmental assignments. 


A1.2 Management Accountability and Modern Comptrollership 


The Agency completed its three-year Modern Comptrollership action plan and 
continued with implementation of the Management Accountability Framework (MAF). 
MAF commitments and indicators are now included in all Executive performance 
management agreements. 


The Agency conducted a Gap analysis on its implementation of the MAF. During 
the upcoming fiscal year, the Agency will develop an action plan to address areas of the 
framework that need to be expanded throughout the agency.

Financial Performance 


A2.1 Financial Performance Overview 


The Agency’s total authorities, consisting of Main Estimates and Supplementary Estimates 
approved by Parliament, were $19,271K. This consisted of $19,201K of operating 
resources, $1,983K for the Employee Benefit Plan and $1,588K of contribution resources 
reduced by $3,501K related to the authority to collect and re-spend revenues. 


Actual expenditures were $18,273K and resulted in a reported lapse of $998K. This 
constitutes a total lapse of approximately 5.2% of total authorities. However, it is important 
to note a significant portion of that lapse — more than $650K — is the result of lapses in 
the Participant Funding Program, which is accessed only when there are review panels 
and their status requires it. This leaves the Agency with an adjusted lapse of less 
than 2% for the remaining resources. 


It should also be noted that the Agency has the authority to recover costs of various 
services related to environmental assessment up to an amount of $3,501K. However, 

the use of this authority is dependent on the level of review panel activity that is eligible 
for cost recovery; as such, the level of revenue tends to fluctuate from year to year. 

In 2004-2005, $1,091K of revenues was collected.

The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of funds.

Achievements realised in partnership with other 
governmental and non-governmental organisations are also discussed. Supporting the need for 
responsible spending, it links resources to results. Finally, the report is credible because it 
substantiates the performance information with appropriate methodologies and relevant data.

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Part 1: Overview 


1.1 Minister’s Message 


I am pleased to submit to Parliament the Performance 
Report for the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA), 
covering the period from April 1, 2004 to March 31, 2005. 


In May 2005, the CFIA received approval from the 
Treasury Board Secretariat (TBS) to consolidate the CFIA 
Annual Report with the Performance Report (Order in 
Council 05-929). Since information contained in the 
Annual Report will now be included in the Performance 


Report, there will be no loss of disclosure to Parliament. 


This was a period of both challenges and achievements 
for the Agency as it carried out its mandate to safeguard 
Canada’s food supply, protect the health of Canada’s 


livestock, and protect Canada’s crop and forest resources. 


Among these challenges was the discovery of two new 
cases of bovine spongiform encephalopathy in Canada. 
However, due to widespread confidence in the CFIA’s 
advanced control measures, Canada has regained full or 
partial access to 17 international markets for live 
animals and meat since the first domestic case was 
discovered in 2003. In July of 2005, the U.S. market 
opened to live cattle. Other challenges included 
attempts to control the Emerald Ash Borer and 
significant measures to arrest the spread of other 
invasive insects such as the Asian Long-horned Beetle. 


Throughout this period, Canadians have remained 
confident in the food safety system and the animal 
health and plant protection measures that support it. 
This is due, in large part, to the thoroughness and 


effectiveness of the CFIA’s response to these issues, 
and the openness and transparency with which it 


explained its processes and procedures. 


At the same time, the Agency has also maintained an 
effective regulatory system, based upon partnerships 
with other federal departments and agencies, provincial 
and territorial governments, producers, processors and 
distributors of food, health professionals, and consumers. 
These partnerships create a strong system of regulatory 
governance — a system supported by the CFIA’s capacity 


for inspection and enforcement. 


Canada has a global reputation for safe and high-quality 
food and agricultural products. To a large degree, that 
reputation has been founded upon sound science and 
effective regulatory oversight. The CFIA endeavours to 
protect the health of Canadians and to safeguard our 
agricultural and forestry resources. The Agency’s 
capacity to meet challenges in this context has been 


tested and proven. 


All Canadians benefit from the services the Agency 
provides. As the Minister responsible for the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency, I am committed to building 
upon the CFIA’s solid reputation as Canada’s science- 


based regulator of food, animals and plants.

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1.2 President’s Message 


As the incoming President, I am pleased to present 

the Canadian Food Inspection Agency’s Departmental 
Performance Report covering the period of April 1, 2004 
to March 31, 2005. 


This past year has been one of significant challenges 
and successes for the CFIA. With an increase in demand 
for the Agency’s services, the CFIA remains steadfast 

in fulfilling its mandate of safeguarding Canada’s food 
supply, as well as that of the plants and animals on 
which safe and high-quality food depends. 


Food safety is and continues to be the Agency’s top priority. 
Based on this principle, the CFIA has been successful in 
its work with the food industry to improve and maintain 


compliance in areas regulated by the Agency. 


The CFIA continued its efforts to limit the spread of 
bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE) by increasing 
surveillance and testing of high-risk cattle. Subsequently, 
the CFIA surpassed its targets for surveillance testing. 
As well, anumber of countries have reviewed Canada’s 
BSE status and determined it to be equivalent to the 
minimum risk standard established by the World 


Organisation for Animal Health. 


The Agency has also taken measures to update a number 
of regulations to improve its effectiveness and efficiency in 
line with the Government of Canada’s Smart Regulation 
Strategy. The CFIA continues to work co-operatively 


with other federal and provincial departments and 


agencies, producers, processors and distributors of food, 
health professionals, consumers and international 
partners. Through these partnerships, the Agency resolved 
a number of bilateral and multilateral issues. 


Based on its surveillance and control programs for 
preventing the entry and spread of plant and animal 
diseases, the CFIA found no evidence of any new 
diseases entering into Canada. The Agency was also 
effective in controlling the spread of most established 
diseases and pests. 


With respect to emergency preparedness, the CFIA 
continued its work on a number of special initiatives 
and ongoing activities in order to maintain and improve 
its capacity to respond quickly and effectively should an 
emergency arise. During the year, the CFIA examined 
how it managed the avian influenza emergency of 
2003-04, learning valuable lessons that will help the 


Agency prepare for emergencies in the future. 


The CFIA can be proud of the work it has accomplished 
in this period of time, and I look forward to leading the 
Agency’s dedicated, competent and professional team 
in serving the people of Canada.

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1.3 Agency Overview 


The CFIA’s mandate 


The Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA) is 
mandated to safeguard Canada’s food supply and the 
plants and animals upon which safe, high-quality 
food depends. 


In carrying out this mandate, the CFIA is committed 
to serving Canadians by providing protection from 
preventable health risks, delivering a fair and effective 
regulatory regime, sustaining the plant and animal 
resource base, promoting the security of Canada’s food 
supply and agricultural and forestry resource base, 


and managing the Agency effectively. 


The CFIA is Canada’s largest science-based regulatory 
agency. The Agency regularly relies on input and advice 
from its own and other scientific experts when developing, 
reviewing and improving regulations, international 
standards, and policies and programs for inspecting, 


testing and responding to emergencies. 


The CFIA is responsible for administering or enforcing 
13 federal Acts and their regulations. Through 
inspections and other related services — including product 
and processing plant inspections, export certification 
and import controls — the Agency develops policies for 
agricultural inputs, and animal and plant health; and it 
verifies and enforces compliance with all 13 pieces of 
legislation. The CFIA’s regulatory powers extend to 
agriculture, agri-food, fish, seafood, horticulture and 
forestry. The Agency either inspects or certifies products 
ranging from agricultural inputs (such as seeds, feeds and 
fertilizers) to animals, plants and foods. Foods include 
meat, fish, eggs, dairy products, fruit and vegetables, 


along with processed and packaged foods. 


The CFIA works in close partnership with other 
organizations. All share responsibility for setting or 
enforcing standards that support the integrity of 


Canada’s systems for protecting food safety, animal 
y p & 


health and plants. More specifically, its partners include 
provincial, territorial, and municipal authorities, and 
other federal government departments. For example, 

in the area of food safety, Health Canada and the 

CFIA share unique and complementary roles and 
responsibilities. The Minister of Health is responsible 
for establishing policies and standards relating to the 
safety and nutritional quality of food sold in Canada and 
for assessing the effectiveness of the Agency’s activities 
related to food safety. The CFIA is responsible for all 
food inspection, compliance and enforcement activities. 
It is also responsible for developing regulations and 


policies related to food labelling and standards for foods.

The CFIA’s workforce 


Approximately 5900 dedicated, highly-trained 
professionals work for the Agency across Canada in 

a wide range of scientific, technical, operational and 
administrative positions. The Agency’s staff are 
involved in risk assessment, risk management, policy 
development, analytical testing and international 
discussions and negotiations. They are also involved in 
certification, inspecting establishments and products, 
sampling, monitoring and verification, surveillance, 


warnings, detentions, seizures, recalls, and other related 


compliance activities. The CFIA’s staff are its front line 
when responding to emergencies that fall within the 
mandate of the Agency — for example, outbreaks of 
avian influenza (AI) and bovine spongiform 


encephalopathy (BSE). 


With its headquarters in the National Capital Region 
(NCR), the CFIA is organized into the four operational 
areas (Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario and Western) and 

18 regional offices shown on the map below. It also 
operates 151 field offices and manages 14 laboratories 
and research facilities. The Agency also has staff 
doing this work in seven facilities managed by other 
government departments in which staff provide 
scientific advice and testing services, develop new 


technologies and conduct research.

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Part 2: Analysis of Performance 


by Strategic Outcome 


2.1 How the Agency Plans 
and Reports 


The Canadian Food Inspection Agency’s planning 
requirements are set out in the CFIA Act and Treasury 
Board Policies and Guidelines. The CFIA Act requires 
the Agency to produce a five-year Corporate Business 
Plan and an Annual Report. Both of these documents 
are tabled in Parliament. Treasury Board policies require 
departments and agencies to prepare an annual Report 
on Plans and Priorities (RPP) and a performance report, 
which are also tabled in Parliament. 


In the past, the CFIA produced an Annual Report, as 
required by the CFIA Act, to indicate what it achieved 


in relation to what it had planned to achieve. 


This year, for the first time, the Agency will report on its 
performance exclusively in the performance report that is 
part of the Treasury Board’s requirements. In eliminating 
the Annual Report through an Order-in-Council,* the 
Minister of Agriculture confirmed that no information 
originally available through the Annual Report would 

be lost. Therefore, this report includes all required 
performance and financial information; an Office of the 
Auditor General (OAG) assessment of the fairness and 
reliability of the performance information, and financial 
statements and related auditor’s opinion, as per the 

CFIA legislation. 


Order in Council 05-929. 


This report was prepared in accordance with the 
principles outlined in the Treasury Board Secretariat’s 
Guide for the Preparation of 2004-05 Departmental 
Performance Reports. 


To respond to the new TBS requirement on the 
Management of Resources and Results Structure 
(MRRS), the CFIA is moving from a planning framework 
based on three business lines (food safety, animal health, 
and plant protection), to one based on the Strategic 
Outcomes outlined in the Agency’s Corporate Business 
Plan 2003-08. The RPP and the performance report 

for 2004-05 reflect the Agency’s new planning framework 
and strategic outcomes; however, the financial 
information is still presented according to a business 
line structure. Reporting financial information by 
business line continues because the requirements for 
reporting financial information in the MRRS structure 
only came into effect on April 1, 2005. 


For each strategic outcome in the RPP, there are ongoing 
strategies and special initiatives that the Agency plans 
to undertake to support the strategic outcome. While 
the ongoing strategies refer to the core business of the 
Agency and represent the largest portion of the Agency’s 
activities and expenditures, the special initiatives are 
activities that are ad hoc in nature and may take place 
over a number of years. This performance report focuses 


mainly on the ongoing strategies and, where relevant, on 
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those special initiatives where significant achievement 
has been made. This is consistent with the Treasury 
Board requirements outlined in the Guide for the 
Preparation of 2004-2005 Departmental Performance 
Reports (April 2005). 


As in past years, the emphasis for reported performance 
is on key performance indicators such as compliance 
rates, food recall information, disease surveillance 
activities for Canada’s crops, forests and livestock, and 


export certification and rejection information. 


Logic models based on the Agency’s Strategic Outcomes 
are included in Part 4. They explain how the Agency’s 
activities are aligned with key results and the Strategic 
Outcomes, and result in benefits to Canadians. The logic 
models provide the foundation upon which performance 


measurement and evaluation strategies are developed. 
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2.2 Promoting Compliance 


As a regulatory agency, one of the principal means 

by which the CFIA can assess its performance is by 
measuring rates of compliance* with Canadian food, 
animal and plant regulatory requirements. The Agency 
assesses the compliance of regulated industries with 
regulatory requirements through inspections and 
other activities. Where significant non-compliance is 
identified, the CFIA takes appropriate enforcement 
actions by issuing warnings, detaining or seizing 
products, or suspending licences, among other actions. 
Inspectors may also rely on education, publication of 
information and consultation with the affected parties 
to encourage compliance. These approaches are 
detailed below.

The Agency expects the relevant industries to comply 
with regulatory requirements. It also establishes risk- 
based strategies for assessing regulatory compliance by 
sector and program. The CFIA recognizes that although 
public health and safety are of the highest priority, 

full compliance with all requirements is likely not 


attainable. However, by focussing on areas of high risk

and low compliance, the Agency expects to see year- 
over-year improvements in compliance rates. Resources 
are prioritized to monitor and enforce regulations that 
have the most direct or significant impact on the health 


and safety of Canadians, and on animal and plant health. 


Compliance is assessed in relation to the regulations 


specific to each commodity group (e.g., meat, animal 
feed, fish and seafood). 


To facilitate the industries’ compliance, the Agency 
carries out education and awareness activities to 
increase their understanding of statutory requirements 
and standards. Compliance activities verify that 
establishments and products are complying with 
applicable Acts and regulations. Verifying compliance 
includes testing products, and inspecting and auditing 
facilities such as meat processing plants and feed mills. 


As with any regulated activity, the underlying cause 

of infractions ranges from ignorance of the law to 
deliberate disregard. Therefore, the Agency uses a range 
of approaches, as noted below, to achieve an appropriate 


degree of compliance. 


¢ Establishment compliance is assessed at specified 
times to determine compliance with legislative 
provisions. Areas assessed vary by commodity group 
but include elements such as sanitation, equipment 


and manufacturing processes. 


e Sampling and product testing demonstrates the degree 
to which products meet legislative requirements. 
Product testing is carried out according to established 
sampling plans at various points in the food continuum 


for domestic, imported and exported products. 


Generally, the rate of compliance is calculated by dividing the number of compliant establishments/products by the number of establishments/ 
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These plans and the type of testing required vary 

by individual program and commodity, and are based 
on international standards, federal protocols and risk. 
Testing covers items such as formulation, pesticide 
residues, microbial contamination, food packaging, 


labelling and net content. 


Enforcement activities include actions by CFIA staff 
such as warnings, detentions, seizures, recalls of 
unsafe products, withdrawing inspection services, 
suspending or cancelling licences, refusing to allow 
imports to enter or exports to leave Canada, product 
destruction or treatment, injunctions, prosecutions 
and levying penalties where applicable. Under the 
13 federal inspection Acts and regulations that the 


CFIA administers and enforces, the Agency may carry 


out regulatory inspections and investigations, 
administer monetary penalties and, in serious 
situations, refer cases to the Department of Justice 


for consideration of prosecution. 


Reporting performance 


In the next section of this report, performance by 13 
priority for each Strategic Outcome is described and 

measured, where possible, using compliance and other 

relevant performance indicators. Where a need for 

improvement has been identified, the report outlines 
implications for future programming. The results 

of the improvements will be reported in next year’s 


RPP and performance report.

2.3 Performance by Strategic 
Outcome 


2.3.1 Strategic Outcome: Protecting 
Canadians from preventable health risks 
related to food safety or the transmission 
of animal diseases to humans 


The CFIA, along with many federal, provincial, territorial 
and municipal organizations, is working to improve the 
health of Canadians. The CFIA’s primary contribution 

is in helping to ensure that food is safe; that consumers 
have appropriate information on which to base healthy 
food choices; and that the risk of transmitting animal 


diseases to humans is low. 


The Strategic Outcome for this segment of CFIA 
programming is: To protect Canadians from preventable 
health risks related to food safety or from the transmission 
of animal diseases to humans. The Agency has designated 
two priorities relating to this Strategic Outcome. 


They are: 
e Managing food safety risks 


e Controlling the transmission of animal diseases to 


humans 


The mandate to achieve this Strategic Outcome is drawn 
from the following legislation: 


e the Fish Inspection Act 

e the Food and Drugs Act 

e the Health of Animals Act 

e the Meat Inspection Act 

e the Canada Agricultural Products Act 


¢ the Consumer Packaging and Labelling Act 


The activities associated with this Strategic Outcome 
are intended to mitigate the risks related to foodborne 
illnesses and the emergence or spread of animal diseases 
that could affect humans. The Agency spent approximately 


$255 million on achieving this Strategic Outcome.

2.3.1a Managing food safety risks 


The four key planned results associated with this 
priority are: 


¢ Industry complies with federal acts and regulations 


e Industry adopts science-based risk management 


practices 


e Food safety emergencies and incidents are contained 


in a timely and appropriate manner 
¢ The public is aware of food safety risks 


The key activities related to achieving these results are 
discussed below. 


Industry compliance 

The key activities relating to this result include 
registering and inspecting slaughter houses and food 
processing plants that handle meat, fish, eggs, dairy, fruit 
and vegetables, and other products; testing samples of 
products; and enforcing food safety regulations when 
necessary. 


The variance of approximately $30M between the planned and actual spending represents funds spent on enhanced BSE programming. 
At the start of the fiscal year, funds for the BSE programming were allocated to planned spending for the Strategic Outcome covered 


in Section 2.3.3 of this report. 


Performance Report 


Inspection activities 

Inspection is a critical element in ensuring that 
domestic and imported food products do not pose 
a significant risk to the health of Canadians. 


In order to ship some products to other provinces and 
countries, food processing plants must be federally 
registered. Through registration they must commit to 
complying with federal regulations. The CFIA inspects 
them regularly to ensure that they do comply. These 
federally registered plants account for roughly 40% of 


the food processing facilities in Canada. 


In addition to following the traditional inspection 
approach, which involves inspectors checking basic 
sanitation and processing steps, the CFIA has adopted 
systems approaches for certain commodities® based on 
the “Hazard Analysis Critical Control Point” (HACCP) 
system to verify food safety requirements. (see Table 2.7 
in Section 2.3.1a). 


Where non-compliance is detected, the processing plant 
is required to correct any deficiencies. Non-compliant 
plants are subject to re-inspection to verify that they 


have taken appropriate corrective actions. 


The CFIA works toward having industry achieve full 
compliance with legislative requirements. It would be 
very difficult for the Agency, through its inspections, to 
get every facility in the entire food processing industry 


to consistently meet every legislated requirement 


relating to food safety — i.e. to achieve total compliance. 


What the Agency can do, however, is to concentrate its 
inspection work on areas and facilities considered to be 
high-risk, and to monitor and enforce those regulations 
that most directly affect the health and safety of 


® The Food Safety Enhancement Program (FSEP) 


Canadians. The Agency’s working assumption is that 
as industry improves its compliance, food safety risks 
will diminish. 


Compliance is largely an indicator of the extent to 
which industry has adhered to regulations. It is the 
result of what industry does in terms of instituting 
controls that lead to reduced food safety risks. 
Regulatory controls apply along the food-production 
continuum, from the farm to the consumer. For 
example, some programs relate to the health of farm 
animals, processing and distribution procedures; 


and others relate to the retailer. 


Taken together, these controls contribute to the key 
CFIA objective of protecting Canadians from food- 
related risks. The ultimate measure of food safety is the 
occurrence of foodborne illness. The CFIA is working 
with the Public Health Agency of Canada (PHAC) and 
other partners to collect and analyze data on foodborne 
illness statistics. Once collected, these data will provide 
the Agency with a better means of assessing the 


effectiveness of its programs. 


The CFIA is also exploring a National Food Safety 
Strategy (NFSS) with its partners, Fisheries and Oceans 
Canada (DFO), AAFC and Health Canada, as well as the 
provinces. The plan is to collaborate in order to 


strengthen food safety in Canada. 


The Agency plans its inspections according to risks; 
higher-risk areas receive more attention. Table 2.2 
summarizes the CFIA’s inspection activities for 
registered food processing plants, along with the 


associated compliance rates.

The table shows that the meat, fish and seafood and egg 


sectors have maintained their high levels of compliance. 


For the processed product and honey sectors, the 
inspection programs were changed in 2003-04, with 
revised inspection requirements and a new inspection 
program being implemented respectively. Initial 
inspection based on the revised programs in 2003-04 
resulted in lower compliance rates than in 2002-03. 
However, the industries in both sectors have now had 
time to adjust to the new requirements and have made 
appropriate changes. As a result, compliance in 2004—05 
has returned to 2002-03 levels. 


In the case of the dairy program, the compliance rates 
have varied over the last three years. Closer examination 
of the data did not allow for the identification of clear 
reasons for these variations and raised some questions 
about the reliability of the information available for this 
sector. As part of its effort to develop better performance 
information for its programs in general, the Agency is in 
the process of developing improved ways of capturing 
information for this sector, as well as others; and the 
validity of the data will be confirmed as part of this 
process. As a result, the Agency will be able to provide 
better explanations for variances in performance 


indicators in future years. 
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Product testing 

In addition to inspecting registered food processing 
plants, the Agency oversees the safety of food products 
by testing regulated commodities to verify that they 
comply with applicable laws and regulations. This 
testing is an element in ensuring that domestic and 
imported food products do not pose a significant risk 
to the health of Canadians. 


Testing usually targets new products or products that 
may pose health risks. In 2004-05, the Agency, through 
both CFIA and private laboratories, as well as in-plant 
testing, conducted 264,257 tests on various products for 
chemical residues and microbiological contamination. 


Table 2.3 also indicates the food products on which the 


Agency focussed in 2004-05, and their compliance rates.

Many factors and variables contribute to the regulatory 
performance of the food industry — for example, the 
type of processing involved, changes in technology and 
changes in market conditions. The focus of the Agency’s 
regulatory programs is to assess and manage food safety 
risks. Higher compliance rates with regulations that are 
in place to manage those risks support the objectives 


of public health and food safety. 


For the Honey program, only one non-satisfactory result was obtained. However due to the small sample number taken (11), this one result greatly affected the 


Compliance rates are only one indicator of the extent to 
which CFIA’s activities, per se, have directly contributed 
to improving industry’s compliance with Acts and 
regulations. Work is underway to refine the CFIA’s 
ability to collect additional information for measuring 
performance in this critical area. The Agency will use 
this information in future performance reports, as 
appropriate, to better report on the effectiveness of 


inspections and enforcement activities. 
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Food safety investigations 

The CFIA’s mandate for this program draws from the 
Food and Drugs Act. This Act covers all food sold in 
Canada. The program monitors facilities, such as food 
processing plants, which are not federally registered 
to verify that they are adhering to federal regulations. 
It also monitors other commodities and sectors 

(both domestic and imported) not covered by specific 
commodity regulations (e.g., bottled water and 
unpasteurized juice). The non-registered facilities 
account for roughly 60% of the food-processing facilities 
in Canada. Jurisdiction over this sector is shared 


between the federal and provincial governments. 


Table 2.5: Food Safety Investigations 


In order to establish a basis for monitoring these facilities, 
the Agency’s science committees, along with provincial 
and municipal medical officers of health and government 
departments such as Health Canada, identify and 
prioritize potential hazards in the food supply. When 
they identify a potential risk, the CFIA investigates. 


In 2004-05, the CFIA followed up on several food safety 19 
investigation projects from previous years. The table 

below summarizes a few of the projects. (See the CFIA’s 

Web site for further details and for other projects.’)

Compliance with the Food and Drugs Act has been satisfactory over past several 


years. This project will be discontinued for 2005-06 due to improved compliance.

Unpasteurized Apple and other Fruit Juice/Cider is improving; however, the 
project will continue in 2005-06. Efforts will continue to focus on domestic and 
imported unpasteurized juice and cider.

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Enforcement activities® 

In 2004-05, under the authorities of the Canada 
Agricultural Products Act, the Fish Inspection Act, the 
Food and Drugs Act, and the Meat Inspection Act, the 
CFIA carried out 333 investigations. Investigations from 


2004-05, as well as from previous reporting periods, 


resulted in 168 charges against companies or individuals. 


In the past year, the courts registered 215 convictions.

Industry adopts science-based risk management practices 
The Canadian food industry and the federal government 
(the CFIA since 1997) have worked jointly over the years 
to develop industry-based process controls aimed at 
reducing any food safety risks — bacteriological, physical 
or chemical — associated with food processing. These 
efforts are not unique to Canada. Process control is a 
leading trend in all industrial production worldwide. 
Within the food industry, this process is known as the 
“Hazard Analysis Critical Control Point” (HACCP) 
approach. The HACCP approach begins with an analysis 
of the methods and approaches to production. This 


analysis identifies all the critical stages that may affect 
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Because the judicial process may extend beyond the fiscal year, some of the convictions occurring in 2004-05 may be based on investigations and other 


the safety and quality of the food product throughout 
the process. This is followed by the development and 
implementation of a plan by industry to control the 
safety and quality of the food product. 


Once an industry adopts a HACCP approach, the CFIA 
implements different measures in the inspection process 
to assess the effectiveness of the system. For the fish and 
seafood processing sector, this program is called the 
Quality Management Program (QMP). For the remaining 
agriculture sectors, it is called the Food Safety 
Enhancement Program (FSEP). For the poultry sector, 
another approach, the Modernized Poultry Inspection 
Program (MPIP), exists above and beyond FSEP as well. 


The term “enforcement activity” refers to the action taken by the Agency through a prosecution or an administrative penalty, where applicable, to 


obtain compliance. Those actions include investigations of violations and offences, injunctions, and even prosecutions. (Source: CFIA Enforcement 


and Compliance Policy, Section 7.) 
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The HACCP system is aimed at enabling industry to 
identify and control hazards that exist at “critical 
control points” in the food production process. For 
example, for some foods a critical control point occurs 
during cooking. At that point, cooking temperatures 
must be high enough to kill all harmful bacteria. 
Processing plants minimize risks fo consumers by 
closely monitoring these critical points.? 


Considerable progress on adopting this approach has been 
achieved in two critical sectors. Since 1993, HACCP-based 


programs have been mandatory for the approximately 


900 federally registered Canadian facilities that produce 
fish and seafood products. By December 2005, all 
federally registered meat slaughter and processing 
facilities will be required to have HACCP-based systems 
in place. For the remainder of the federally-registered 
food processing sectors — fish and seafood imports, 
processed products, eggs, dairy and honey — this system 
remains voluntary. The adoption of this approach has 
also been a cornerstone of Canada’s Agricultural 

Policy Framework, with considerable effort being 
directed at supporting industry take-up of this 


science-based approach.

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As Table 2.7 shows, all the fish and seafood processors 
registered with the CFIA have HACCP systems in place, 
as do most of the large-scale fish and seafood importers. 
More than half of the meat slaughter and processing 
sector have also adopted this approach in preparation 
for new regulations making HACCP mandatory for this 
sector by December 2005. This number is expected to 
increase significantly in the current year to meet new 
federal regulatory requirements. Currently, all meat 
(pork, poultry and beef) slaughter and processing 
facilities that export to the U.S. market are using this 
system, as HACCP is compulsory for all U.S. domestic 


and imported meat and meat products. 


For four of the sectors for which the adoption of HACCP- 
based programs remains voluntary, the data indicate 
both low levels of participation and generally, minor 
year-over-year increases in take-up. The CFIA, in 
consultation with these industries, is continuing to 
promote the adoption of the HACCP-type controls 


on a voluntary basis. 


A major impediment to adopting this approach is the 
cost to industry, and a concern in some sectors regarding 
the overall benefits of this approach. Canada and 

other countries have conducted studies to assess the 
effectiveness of their HACCP-based programming. In 
the U.S., the General Accounting Office undertook a 
review of the United States Department of Agriculture’s 
(USDA) implementation of a HACCP-based pilot project 
in meat and poultry inspection. The study concluded 
that while the program was fully implemented, some 
start-up problems have affected the effectiveness of 


this approach. 


Health Canada, as part of its responsibility for assessing 


the effectiveness of the CFIA’s activities related to food 


safety, conducted a study in 2004-05 to help prepare for 
a future assessment of the MPIP. The study, planned for 
2006, will focus on the effectiveness of this approach to 


achieving food safety objectives. 


Health Canada has reviewed the CFIA’s QMP inspection 
system for the fish and seafood sectors. The study 
concluded that this HACCP-based program is generally 
effective in enhancing the safety of the fish and seafood 


products of Canadian industries. 


With success in the fish and seafood sector, and 
considerable progress in the meat sector, the CFIA will 
continue to study and promote the adoption of the 
HACCP approach — as it controls the risks associated 
with food production and continuously improves the 
management of food safety risks. Consideration will 
also be given to the costs and benefits of this science- 
based risk management approach, and the merits of a 


voluntary versus mandatory approach for other sectors. 


The CFIA is undertaking an import redesign project 
with the intention of strengthening its risk-based 
approach to imported fish products — in keeping 
with the overall Agency's Import Policy. Key elements 
of the redesign project will include enhancing 
industry's responsibility and accountability through 
implementation of a mandatory quality management 
system, HACCP-type controls for fish products, and 
tighter controls at the border to deal with illegal 
imports. It is expected that the overall benefits to the 
industry and to Canadian consumers will be better 
assurance of compliance with food safety and 
regulatory requirements. 
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Food safety emergencies and incidents are contained 

in a timely and appropriate manner 

Canadians have access to an abundance of safe and high- 
quality food. However, problems sometimes occur in the 
production, manufacturing and distribution chain that 
result in unsafe food in the marketplace. The CFIA, in 
partnership with Health Canada, provincial agencies 

and the food industry, operates an emergency response 


system to deal with such events. 


Managing food safety incidents 
Health risks associated with unsafe food can occur if 
food contains microbiological pathogens, inappropriate 


materials, non-permitted additives, chemical

contaminants, or allergens not listed on food labels. 
Food recalls and procedures for responding to emergencies 
are critical to managing food safety emergencies and 


incidents effectively, as discussed below. 


The food emergency system can be triggered by a 

consumer complaint, industry information, or the 

inspection and monitoring activities of the CFIA or 23 
provincial food inspection agencies. Potential hazards, 

in the form of undeclared allergens, microbiological 
contamination, extraneous material (such as glass or 

other inappropriate material), or chemical contamination 


of food, are investigated. If appropriate, emergency 


actions are taken to protect consumers.

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The information shows that the proportion of 


investigations triggered by consumer complaints 

has decreased over the past two years. However, 
investigations triggered by other sources are increasing 
or remain fairly constant. The number of consumer 
complaints may have decreased, in part, because 
consumers are dealing directly with the food industry 
regarding their concerns. The CFIA identifies and targets 
high-risk sectors or commodities as part of its proactive 
risk-management approach. CFIA triggers have resulted 
in an increasing percentage of the number of recalls: 
from 12% in 2000-01 to 38.5% in 2004—05.!° 


The food industry carries out most recalls voluntarily. 
Recalls may focus on removing products from store 
shelves or warning consumers about unsafe foods that 
they may have purchased. All recalls are, ultimately, 
aimed at removing from sale, distribution and 
consumption any foods that may pose an unacceptable 


risk to consumers. 


The Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada can, 
pursuant to the Canadian Food Inspection Agency Act, 


order a firm to recall a product where the Minister

believes that the product poses a risk to public, animal 
or plant health. Of the 2499 recalls that the CFIA has 
coordinated since 1997, only seven required mandatory 
recall orders. This figure also indicates a high level of 
cooperation between the CFIA and the food industry, 
when a risk to human health is identified. Only one 
mandatory recall was issued in 2004-05, involving 
nitrofurans in honey. (Nitrofurans are antimicrobial 
drugs that are banned for use in food producing animals 


in Canada.) 


One of the key measures that the CFIA uses to assess 
its performance in managing food safety risks is the 
timeliness of the Agency’s response to situations 
requiring a Class I recall. A Class I recall is carried out 
when there is a reasonable probability that the use of, 
or exposure to, a food product in violation of standards 
will cause adverse health consequences or death. The 
CFIA’s standard for timeliness is to issue Class I recall 
public warnings within 24 hours of a recall decision. 
In 2004-05, the Agency met this target 100% of the 
time, with 95% of Class I recall public warnings being 


issued in less than eight hours.

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These values are based on the recalls for which a specific trigger was clearly identified in the system. 
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As Table 2.9 shows, only a small portion of 
investigations results in recalls. The average over the 
years is less than 10%. Most investigations determine 
that the situation has not put the public at risk. The 
CFIA works closely with Health Canada to determine 
the potential risk to the public. Health Canada is 
responsible for the risk assessment which is a 
scientifically-based process leading to an estimation 

of the probability of occurrence and severity of health 
effects on a given population. The CFIA manages the risk 


based on the assessment provided by Health Canada. 


During 2004-05, the CFIA coordinated 4453 food safety 
investigations, which resulted in 276 recalls. As is the 


case for investigations, the recalls have also been on a 


downward trend in recent years Preliminary analysis 
shows that a number of factors could be contributing to 
the downward trend in recalls. These factors include an 
improvement in industry compliance, a reduction in 
consumer complaints, or changes in the Agency’s 
sampling activities. The CFIA is conducting further 
analysis aimed at determining more precisely the 

25 
reasons for the downward trend. 

Trends in the type of hazards (microbiological, chemical, 

etc.) which are subject to recall are also tracked by the 

CFIA. In 2004-05, compared to 2002-03 and 2003-04, 

the distribution of recalls by hazard type is outlined in 

the following table.

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The data show that over the past three years, recalls 
related to the chemical contamination and “other” 
categories have fluctuated, but both were down in the 
past year; whereas the number of microbiological-related 
recalls increased compared to 2003-04. The most 
significant decrease in the number of recalls over the past 
few years has been in the area of undeclared allergens. 
These changes are taken into account when the CFIA 
identifies commodities and market segments for further 


investigation and inspection. 


After a recall is issued, the CFIA carries out recall- 
effectiveness checks. These checks provide an added 
level of consumer protection by verifying that retailers 
and distributors have been notified of the recall and have 


removed the recalled products from the marketplace. 


During 2004-05, the CFIA conducted 6302 recall 
effectiveness checks. If the recall was found to be 
ineffective in removing unsafe products from the 
marketplace, the CFIA inspectors would address this 


situation on a priority basis with the industry. 


The Agency’s Corporate Internal Audit Directorate 
carried out a review in 2004-05 of the food emergency 
response system. The objective of the review was to 
assess the effectiveness of this system and identify areas 
that needed improvement. Overall, the system was 
found to operate well. The review identified three main 
areas for improvement. These related to responsibility 
for decision making, for the risk and technical 
assessment process, and for follow-up activities. A 
management action plan was prepared, and corrective 


actions are currently being implemented.

Responding to large-scale emergencies 

Large-scale food safety emergencies are accidental or 
deliberate events that affect the food supply. These 
require the Agency to carry out extensive emergency 
response activities with other departments for an 
extended period of time. No large-scale emergencies 
occurred in 2004-05. 


The public is informed about food safety issues 
Consumers have a key role to play in keeping food safe. 
To do so, they need information on, among other things, 
risk factors and appropriate food-handling practices. To 
this end, the Agency carries out a number of activities 
to inform Canadians about safe food-handling practices 


and various food-safety risks. 


Currently, one of the ways the CFIA measures its 
success at keeping Canadians informed is by looking 
at the number of consumer visits to its Web site for 
information on safe food-handling practices and 


on food safety risks. 


We also measure public confidence in the food system 
by analyzing the results of public opinion research. For 
example, in February 2005, 73%'!2 of those surveyed said 
they were confident in Canada’s food safety system. 
This is up 14 percentage points from June 2004!3 (59%) 
and 9 percentage points from January 2004 (64%).'4 
Furthermore, public opinion research conducted in 

June 2005, found that 82% of those polled believe that 
the Canadian food safety system is among the best in the 
world.!> This is up 12 percentage points from February 2005 
(70%) and 20 percentage points from June 2004 (62%). 


The CFIA will continue to survey Canadians to identify 
trends in consumer confidence and areas of concern to 


guide its efforts.

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2.3.1b Controlling the transmission of animal 
diseases to humans 


The key planned result associated with this priority is: 


e Animal diseases that are transmissible to humans are 


controlled in animal populations 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving this result 


are discussed below. 


The CFIA carries out several programs and activities 
to ensure that animal diseases that are transmissible 
to humans — either through contact or via the food 

chain — are controlled in animal populations. These 


diseases are called “zoonoses.” 


To protect the health of Canadians, it is critical that 

the CFIA carry out timely and effective surveillance, 
testing and control activities for these diseases. Through 
surveillance activities, the CFIA keeps track of key 
diseases such as bovine tuberculosis, rabies, brucellosis 
and BSE. The objective is to control their spread among 
domestic animals, which in turn reduces the risk that 
they will be transmitted to humans. Examples of the 


current status of five zoonotic diseases are given below. 


Avian influenza (AI) — In early 2004, the Agency faced 
an outbreak of AI in British Columbia. In 2004—05, the 
Agency conducted a lessons-learned exercise on CFIA’s 
management of the outbreak. (For further details, refer 


to Section 2.3.4a, Preparing for emergencies.) 


Bovine tuberculosis — Surveillance for bovine 
tuberculosis in farmed cervids (elk and deer) and 

farmed bovines (cattle and bison) is based on the routine 
post-mortem inspection of animals at slaughter and is 


complemented by on-farm testing. 


Through CFIA’s surveillance and eradication efforts, 

and with the cooperation of industry, Ontario and 
Quebec attained tuberculosis-free status for their farmed 
deer and elk in 2004-05. Farmed elk and deer are now 
considered to be officially free of the disease in 


all provinces.

Farmed bovines (cattle and bison) in all areas of Canada, 
except the Riding Mountain Eradication Area in Manitoba, 
are considered to be free of bovine tuberculosis. The last 
case in farmed bovines occurred in 2004 in a Manitoba 
cattle herd. As eradication of this disease in Canadian 
livestock nears completion, surveillance for bovine 
tuberculosis will continue to ensure this disease is 

not reintroduced. an 
Brucellosis — Brucellosis is a serious bacterial infection 
that can be transmitted from animals to people through 
the consumption of unpasteurized dairy products, or 
through contact with infected tissues. Canadian livestock 
have remained free of brucellosis since the last case 

was detected in 1989. 


To maintain Canada’s brucellosis-free status, accorded 
by the World Organisation for Animal Health (formerly 
known as the Office International des Epizooties (OIE), 
the world reference organization for animal health 
standards), statistically-based national serum surveys are 
conducted periodically on cattle and swine. Canada’s 
national swine and cattle herds are considered free of 
bovine brucellosis, on the basis of the negative findings 
of one of these studies aimed at detecting the disease 
with 95% confidence in either species at as low a level 
as one in 5000 animals (i.e. a prevalence of 0.02%).'° 
Ongoing surveillance for brucellosis was reduced 

in 1999, and is limited to tests at auction markets 


in northern Alberta and British Columbia. 


Rabies — Provincial governments are responsible for 
controlling rabies in wild animals. As the disease can be 
transmitted to humans or domestic livestock, the CFIA 
also carries out activities to control the spread of rabies 
in Canada. These activities include diagnosing suspected 
cases of rabies; requiring proof of vaccination against 
rabies for all cats and dogs over three months of age 
entering Canada; ongoing research, and licensing of 


rabies vaccines. 
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In 2004, the Agency tested 11,165 specimens for rabies. 
Of the specimens tested, 254 were positive for rabies. 
An additional seven cases, which were based on clinical 
diagnoses, were reported to the OIE, for a total of 

261 cases in domestic and wild animals. The disease 
incidence is similar to 2003, when 265 positive results 
were found. The CFIA maintains a rabies Web site that 
contains quarterly and annual reports on rabies cases, 
listed by species and province. The site also provides 
comprehensive information on the disease and on 

the CFIA rabies control program.!” Finally, the CFIA 
publishes a rabies information pamphlet which is made 


available to pet owners and livestock producers. 


Bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE) — Controlling 
this disease is critical — both for human health and 

for the economy. Active surveillance for this disease 

was implemented in 1992. The provinces, industry, 

the universities and private-sector veterinarians have 
collaborated with the CFIA in surveillance and 


testing work. 


Enhanced BSE Programs 

In 2004-05, the Agency carried out a number of programs 
and activities under the Enhanced BSE Programs 
umbrella. Their common purpose was to strengthen 


the Government of Canada’s response to BSE. 


Two events signalled the need for Canada to strengthen 
its BSE program. The first was the detection of BSE in 

an animal born and raised in Canada in May 2003. The 
second was a December 2.003 case of BSE in the U.S. that 


was traced to this country. 


In 2004-05, the CFIA devoted much effort to developing 
appropriate indicators to track performance, and to 
building the systems needed both to collect performance 
information and to report on the results of its 

BSE activities. 
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Surveillance and testing 

The CFIA focuses on testing cattle with the highest 

risk of being infected with BSE and on testing specific 
tissues from these animals for the disease. This approach 
provides an accurate estimate of the prevalence of BSE 
in Canadian cattle. It also increases the likelihood of 


detecting any future cases. 


In January 2004, the government announced that it 
would enhance its BSE surveillance testing to at least 
8000 cattle during the first year and to 30,000 per year in 
subsequent years to calculate the prevalence of BSE 

in Canadian adult cattle. The level and design of this 
enhanced program continues to be in full accordance 
with the guidelines recommended by the OIE. In 2004, 
23,550 samples were collected and tested. In 2005, the 
minimum target of 30,000 samples was surpassed in 
early June. From April 1, 2004 to March 31, 2005, 
37,674 samples were evaluated by a network which 
includes provincial and university laboratories. This 
illustrates the effectiveness of the national BSE 
surveillance program and the high level of commitment 
— from government at all levels, and from producers, 
private veterinarians and industry stakeholders — to 
fighting the disease. 


Results of the 2004-05 sampling demonstrate that only 
two cases of BSE were confirmed during the fourth 
quarter. Both cases were identified in the context of 
samples submitted to the BSE surveillance program. In 
both instances, the CFIA conducted a comprehensive 
animal and feed investigation. Based on these results, 
the OIE has determined that the annual BSE incidence in 
Canada is less than one case in a million. This places 
Canada in the “minimal risk” category.

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In support of the enhanced BSE programming, 

the CFIA, along with its federal, provincial and 
industry partners, provided stakeholder education 
and awareness of BSE through the distribution of 
surveillance posters and brochures across Canada; 
the implementation of a 1-800 hotline; and — 
surveillance/reimbursement information on the — 
CFIA Web site. 


The Enhanced Tracking and Tracing Program 

Tracking the movement of all cattle in Canada is an 
essential step in controlling the transmission of animal 
diseases to humans. Compulsory tagging of cattle enables 
the Agency to trace any given animal, and to determine 
which other animals it has come in contact with. In 
2004-05, the CFIA continued to carry out inspections at 
sites such as feedlots, slaughterhouses and auctions to 
verify compliance with the tagging regulations. The key 
performance indicator for this activity is the rate of 


compliance with tagging requirements. 


Compliance has generally remained high. The estimated 
compliance for individual animals at all site types!® 

was 97.7% for 2004-05. In November 2004, the CFIA 
introduced new regulations covering the re-tagging 

of animals. Early in 2005, the Canadian Cattle 
Identification industry introduced new technology to 
improve tracking. Taken together, these measures will 
result in better identification, which will make it easier 
to trace the origin of any diseased animal. For 2004-05, 
the Agency focussed on collecting more data to measure 
the results of the program. This information will be 


reported starting in 2005-06. 


Removing “Specified Risk Material” from the food chain 
Specified Risk Material (SRM) is material from 
particular tissues (e.g., the brain, spinal cord and small 
intestine) that can harbour the BSE agent. SRMs are 
removed from all animals when they are slaughtered. 
Removing SRMs from the human food supply reduces 
the risk of exposure to BSE. The indicator for this 
activity is the compliance rate in federally registered 
plants for removing SRMs. 


The overall compliance rate was 97.7% based on three 
key tasks related to SRM removal. Of the 2375 ratings 
of the tasks, 55 incidents of non-compliance were 

identified — 48 of which were considered to be minor 


infractions. 


In 2004-05, the Agency did more work to improve its 
ability to report in future on the overall effectiveness of 
this activity. Specifically, the CFIA is establishing better 
processes to collect information on the compliance of 
provincial plants. It will also collect information on the 
results of enforcement and follow-up work to correct 
problems of non-compliance with the regulations 


requiring the removal of SRMs from the food chain. 


Enhanced export certification 

As discussed below in Section 2.3.2d, Certifying 
Exports, the CFIA is responsible for certifying that food 
products, plants, animals and animal products meet 
the requirements of the countries that import them. 

In 2004-05, Canada exported bovine meat worth 

$1.8 billion.!? 


Since May 2003, the U.S. and other countries have imposed 
import conditions on all Canadian beef commodities and 
products. Accordingly, CFIA inspectors have had to 
increase their inspections of meat and food-processing 
plants, and must certify that all shipments of certain 
products meet the BSE-related import conditions that 


the U.S. and other countries have imposed.

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The key indicator for the effectiveness of this activity is 
the number of rejections of Canadian beef exports at 
borders. Data on rejections are available only for meat. 
Rejection rates for semen and embryos are not tracked 
at this time. The data for meat demonstrate that in 
2004-05, of the 1.5 billion kg certified for export, some 
1.4 million kg was rejected, of which 830,831 kg was 
beef. However, only approximately 136,000 kg of beef 
was rejected for BSE-related reasons. 


This year, the CFIA continued working to establish a 
process for collecting data on semen and embryos to 


provide a more complete performance story. 


Re-opening international markets 
An important objective of the Enhanced BSE Programs 
is to convince trading partners to open markets to 


Canadian animals and animal products. 


Regarding the foreign markets for cattle, meat, bovine 
semen, bovine embryos and animal products, 51 trading 
partners opened to one or more of these market sectors 
since May 2003. This includes regaining full or partial 
access to 17 international markets for live animals 

and meat. Considering the discovery of the two new 
BSE cases in Canada (in December 2004 and early 
January 2005) bovine semen and bovine embryo 


markets are back to the level they were prior to 2003. 


Public confidence in how the Agency and the 
government handle such crises is important. Public 
opinion research conducted in February 2005 showed 
that with respect to BSE, 69% of respondents expressed 
confidence that the Canadian government was 
responding appropriately to the crisis.2° This level 

of confidence has risen from 61% in the January 2004 
survey.”! However, based on public opinion research 
conducted in June 2005, confidence in the government’s 


handling of BSE is up three percentage points to 72%.” 
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In addition, 85% of respondents stated that they 
had trust and confidence in the CFIA’s handling of 
the situation. 


2.3.2 Strategic Outcome: A fair and 
effective regulatory regime 


A fair and effective regulatory regime for food safety, 
animal health and plant protection is critical to consumer 
confidence and the well-being of Canada’s economy. It 
contributes to a competitive marketplace and protects 
consumers from unfair practices. It also helps to 
facilitate the access of Canadian products to foreign 
markets, thereby stimulating growth in international 
trade. As the key federal regulator of food, animals, 
plants and related products, the CFIA is committed to 
ensuring that the regulatory regime is fair and effective. 


The strategic outcome for this segment of CFIA 
programming is: A fair and effective regulatory regime. 
The Agency has designated four priorities relating to 
this Strategic Outcome. They are: 


e Promoting science-based regulation 
e Maintaining an effective regulatory framework 


e Protecting consumers and the marketplace from 


unfair practices 
¢ Certifying exports 


The activities related to achieving this strategic 
outcome support all the legislation for which CFIA 
has responsibility. They are also designed to mitigate 
the risks associated with maintaining and updating a 
domestic legislative framework and to contribute to 


strong international science-based regulations. 


The Agency spent approximately $139 million in 
2004-05 on achieving this strategic outcome.

2.3.2a Promoting science-based regulation 


The two key planned results associated with this 


priority are: 


¢ The Agency contributes to the development of 
international rules and standards through 


negotiations at the scientific and technical level 


e The Agency applies sound and current science to 
the development of standards, operational methods 


and procedures. 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving these 


results are discussed below. 


Developing international rules and standards 
Canadian food and agricultural products are in high 
demand worldwide. At home, consumers’ desire for a 
broader range of products results in Canada importing 


from an ever-increasing number of countries. 


The CFIA responds to these trends by investing 
considerable effort in multilateral work to influence 
standard-setting organizations responsible for developing 
international standards related to food safety, animal 
health and plant health. The CFIA also manages a 
number of product-specific bilateral (country-to-country) 
arrangements and protocols in the areas of food 

safety, animal health and plant health. Together, the 
multilateral and bilateral arrangements constitute the 
international regulatory framework in which the CFIA 
operates. The main objective is to ensure that this 
framework, as it relates to the CFIA mandate, is 


strong, coherent, and science-based. 


Ultimately, the CFIA’s involvement in international 
arrangements and institutions supports its efforts both 
in protecting Canadians from preventable health risks, 
and in sustaining the plant and animal resource base. 

It also facilitates fair and competitive international 
markets. To this end, the CFIA — along with Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada, Health Canada, Foreign Affairs 
and International Trade Canada, and other government 4. 
departments, both foreign and domestic — participates 

in a number of international organizations. These 

include the World Health Organization (WHO), the Food 

and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations 

(FAO), the World Organisation for Animal Health (OIE), 

and the World Trade Organization (WTO). 


To achieve these goals, in 2004—05 the CFIA placed 
significant emphasis on the development of international 
rules and standards at the multilateral scientific and 
regulatory organizations mentioned above. As well, the 


CFIA continued to make progress on bilateral trade issues. 


These efforts have contributed to the development of 
international rules and standards which, in turn, have 
facilitated international market access. Below are 
a few examples of the CFIA’s contributions to the 
development of international rules and standards, and 
of its efforts in working directly with countries to 


resolve issues. 


Multilateral efforts 

Over the past year, the CFIA has worked with 
international standard-setting bodies to resolve a 
number of multilateral issues. Some selected examples 


of the Agency’s efforts are outlined below: 


e In October 2004, along with other federal 
departments, the WTO Sanitary and Phytosanitary 
Committee agreed to a procedure to enhance the 
transparency of special and differential treatment in 
favour of developing countries. This procedure was 
based on a proposal submitted by the CFIA. It will 
enable trading partners to analyze new or amended 


regulations before they are adopted, and to assess 
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potential market issues before they arise. Ultimately, 
this increased transparency will lead to more stable 


trading relationships. 


e In 2004-05, the Agency (with Health Canada) 
contributed to the development and adoption of 
a number of Codex Alimentarius Commission”’ 
standards and related texts, designed to protect the 
health of consumers and to ensure fair practices 
in food trade. In particular, it made significant 
contributions to the finalization and adoption of the 
Revised International Code of Hygienic Practice for 
Meat, which better reflects modern meat inspection 


systems. 


e Canada hosted an International Plant Protection 
Convention workshop in Vancouver to assist other 
countries in developing treatments and certification 
programs that will ultimately improve compliance 
with international standards. These standards are 
aimed at preventing the spread of injurious plant 
pests, and serve to protect Canadian forests. The 
workshop focussed on pests associated with wood- 
packaging material, which is deemed to be one of 
the highest-risk pathways for spreading foreign 
pests. Canada recently negotiated a tripartite 
agreement on harmonization of adoption of the 
International Standards for Phytosanitary Measures 
(ISPM) with the United States and Mexico, which 
will see North America fully implement ISPM 15 
on September 15, 2005. 


Bilateral efforts 

Over the past year, the CFIA has worked with its 
trading partners to resolve a number of bilateral issues. 
Some selected examples of the Agency’s efforts are 


outlined below: 


e¢ In June 2004, CFIA delegates met with their Brazilian 


counterparts to establish a mechanism for cooperation

on sanitary and phytosanitary (SPS) measures.** The 
mechanism has been used to discuss issues around 
Canadian wood-packaging materials. It has also been 
used to resolve issues involving Canadian exports of 
lentils and bovine embryos. The Brazilian market is 


now open to these commodities. 


e In January 2005, the CFIA met with Chinese officials 
to discuss the resumption of importing Ya pears from 
China. Ya pears have been banned from Canada since 
2003. due to a quarantined fungal disease. To resume 
imports of Ya pears, CFIA and Chinese officials 
agreed on a process that includes specific farming and 
post-harvest quality requirements, as well as on-site 
audits conducted by the CFIA on the Chinese Quality 
Management System for pears. These activities are 
expected to begin in the fall of 2005. 


e The CFIA continued to work with the provinces 
and stakeholders to influence the implementation of 
the regulations pursuant to the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) Bio-terrorism Act (BTA). Over 
the past year, the FDA agreed to work with the U.S. 
Customs and Border Protection Agency (CBP) to assess 
the integration of the FDA prior-notice timeframes 
with those of the CBP, and to harmonize where 
possible. In addition, the CFIA established an informal 
bilateral mechanism with the FDA to facilitate 
discussions between Canadian and American officials 
to resolve border issues arising from the implementation 
of the BTA regulations. 


Developing science-based standards, operational 
methods and procedures 

CFIA research directly contributes to achieving the 
Strategic Outcomes of the Agency and is directly linked 
to the government’s priorities of public health, economic 
growth, environmental protection, public security and 


good governance. 


The Codex Alimentarius Commission is the WHO's food standard-setting body. 


Performance Report 


Research and technology-development initiatives 
provide the sound science foundation that underpins 
the Agency’s policy and program decisions. A major 
emphasis in the CFIA’s research and technology- 
development programs is to develop, validate and 
implement new or improved diagnostic tests. These 
will quickly detect animal and plant pathogens, as well 
as harmful agents in food, such as allergens, toxins, 


contaminants, pesticides and veterinary drug residues. 


EXAMPLE OF ONGOING RESEARCH 
TAKING PLACE IN THE CFIA’S 
LABORATORIES 


The CFIA allergen laboratories were successful in 
initiating a study involving six laboratories to 
validate a commercially available test to detect 
almond protein in food products. As a result, this test 
has contributed to broadening the series of tests 
available to test allergens. 


Scientific research is complex and requires collaboration 
with partners to maximize outputs. Accordingly, the 
CFIA conducts collaborative research with industry, 
universities other federal and provincial departments. 
The Agency funds in-house and collaborative research 
and technology-development projects”* through 


three key initiatives: 


¢ Technology Development (TD) Program: This 
program funds research conducted solely by 


CFIA employees.

¢ Research Partnership Strategy (RPS): The RPS focuses 
on regulatory research initiatives and requires the 
CFIA to collaborate with other federal and provincial 
government departments, universities and industry. 
The project proposals must relate to the CFIA’s 
Strategic Outcomes. The RPS projects usually span 
three to four years, and each is peer-reviewed and 
evaluated when completed. The results are published 


in an annual performance report.*® 


¢ Quick Start (QS) Program: Funded from lapsing RPS 
funds, the QS program was created to provide CFIA 
laboratories with a vehicle to improve existing 
diagnostic capability; to address method improvements; 
and to allow exploration of new methods, technologies 
or knowledge acquisition through “proof of concept” 
studies which might evolve into full RPS or TD 
studies at a later date. All QS program projects are 
designed to be completed within three months. In 
2004-05, 28 completed projects either generated 
promising results in terms of new methodologies, 
or were validated and implemented for use in 


diagnostic laboratories. 


QUICK START PROJECT HIGHLIGHT: 


Using a commercially available test kit, the CFIA 
developed a screening method to detect a potential 
bio-terrorism agent in a variety of foods. This 
screening tool will now form part of the Agency's 


emergency preparedness options. 


Quick Start Program projects are currently not listed

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The CFIA recognizes the need, as science and 
technology policy issues become more complex, to 
work collaboratively and in an integrated fashion with 
other science-based departments and agencies (SBDAs) 
on key horizontal policy issues. The CFIA works 
actively with the National Science Advisor and other 
SBDAs to advance integration on initiatives that 


touch multiple government mandates. 


In 2004-05, for example, the CFIA actively participated 
with provincial governments and other federal SBDAs 
in a key integration initiative: the development of a 
national Invasive Alien Species (IAS) Strategy. In 
September 2004, the Strategy was approved by the 
federal, provincial and territorial Ministers responsible 
for wildlife, forests, fisheries and aquaculture, and 
endangered species; support for minimizing the risk 
from invasive alien species was announced in the federal 
budget of February 2005. Under the Strategy, science 
and technology activities will be integrated federally, 
inter-jurisdictionally and with non-government partners, 
to bring resources and expertise to bear on the prevention 
and early detection of invasive alien species, and on 


other activities. 


The CFIA played a key role in an important element 

of the Strategy: the drafting of the Proposed Action 

Plan for Invasive Alien Terrestrial Plants and Plant 

Pests (September 2004), and a corresponding 
Implementation Plan (March 2005). It is anticipated that 
the Implementation Plan will be finalized and submitted 
for approval by all affected ministers during 2005-06, 


and implementation of key action items will then begin. 


2.3.2b Maintaining an effective regulatory 
framework 


The key planned result associated with this priority is: 


e A transparent, rules-based and science-based 


domestic regulatory framework is maintained. 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving this result 


are discussed below. 


Legislative initiatives 

On November 26, 2004, the proposed Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency Enforcement Act, Bill C-27, was 
introduced in the House of Commons. The proposed 
Act will consolidate, modernize and enhance the CFIA’s 
legislative framework as it relates to food, seeds, feeds 
and fertilizers, fish and seafood, agricultural products, 
and animals and plants. This will establish a more 
consistent and uniform approach to inspection, 
enforcement and compliance activities. The Act will 
also contain new provisions to effectively respond 

to emerging global issues related to the safety and 
security of the food, animal and plant supply. 


The proposed Act will also strengthen existing 
enforcement tools at the border, providing the Canada 
Border Services Agency (CBSA) with better controls 
when enforcing CFIA legislation at airports and other 
border points. It will include border control measures 
similar to those contained in recent United States 
legislation, allowing Canada to better manage its 
relationship with its global trading partners. The 
new regulation-making powers in the proposed Act 
will provide the framework for a future regulatory 
review initiative, resulting in a modernized, 


consolidated, and enhanced regulatory base. 


Regulatory initiatives 

In developing and updating its regulations, the CFIA 
uses an internal regulatory development guide, which 
was developed to help ensure compliance with the 
Government of Canada Federal Regulatory Policy and 
with other federal policy requirements, such as the 
Government Directive on Sustainable Development.?’ 
As well, the CFIA applies a Framework for the 
Application of Precaution in Science-Based Decision 
Making About Risk.?* The Framework outlines these

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guiding principles for the areas of federal regulatory 
activity, for the protection of health, safety, the 
environment and natural resources. Using these 
principles, the CFIA brought 13 sets of regulations 


to final publication.” 


The CFIA planned to develop a regulatory framework 
for toxic substances in animals that could subsequently 
affect human health. However, because of other 
operational priorities, work on this framework did 

not progress in 2004—05. 


In keeping with the 2004 Speech from the Throne, and 
in the Budget of February 2005, with respect to the 
Smart Regulation Strategy, the CFIA has increased 

its efforts to strengthen its regulatory framework to 
contribute to health, sustainability, innovation and 
economic growth, while reducing the regulatory 


burden on businesses. 


As one of Canada’s largest regulatory agencies, the CFIA 
has a significant role to play in the Smart Regulation 
Strategy. To this end, it began developing a regulatory 
strategy, due to be completed in the fall of 2005. It 

will outline the decision-making processes within the 
Agency, the priorities to be addressed, and areas where it 
can streamline its regulations. Other topics will be how 
to adapt the Regulatory Development Guide and how 


to measure its performance in this area. 


In 2004-05, in partnership with the Privy Council 
Office, the CFIA began two pilot projects for regulatory 
review. One involves streamlining the regulations 
related to seed variety registration. In 2004-05, the Seed 
program consulted with stakeholders regarding the 
future direction of regulatory proposals to make the 
Variety Registration System more flexible, more timely, 


and more responsive to changes in the seed sector. 


The second pilot relates to fair and ethical trading in 
fresh fruit and vegetables. A project team, comprising 
industry and federal government representatives, 

began to review this area in 2004-05, and it will make 
recommendations to modernize the Licensing and 
Arbitration Regulations, and the supporting institutional 
mechanisms. The objective is to minimize economic 
risks for producers and dealers trading in highly 
perishable fruits and vegetables. 


2.3.2¢ Protecting consumers and the marketplace 
from unfair practices 


The key planned result associated with this priority is: 
e Deceptive and unfair market practices are deterred. 


To meet this priority, the CFIA carries out various 
activities that are intended to deter deceptive and unfair 
market practices. These activities include enforcing 
standards for food labelling, verifying compliance with 
the Seeds Act, granting plant breeders’ rights, and 
administering licensing and arbitration for fresh fruit 


and vegetables. 


Fair Labelling Practices Program 

This regulatory program complements similar programs 
in the régistered sectors (i.e., the meat, fish and seafood, 
and dairy sectors) by protecting Canadians from unfair 
market practices (such as improper weight, unlabelled 
ingredients, inaccurate label information and misleading 
advertising] in the non-registered sector. It does so by 
enforcing the fraud and labelling provisions of the Food 
and Drug Regulations and the Consumer Packaging 
and Labelling Regulations. These regulations apply to 
domestically produced and imported food products® at 
the manufacturing, import and retail levels of trade. The 
CFIA targets high-risk products and establishments; 
inspects and analyzes food products; and checks the 


accuracy of labels.

coffee and tea; spices, dressings, salt and seasonings; fats and oils; packaged 
fant foods; nut and nut products; desserts; frozen prepared meals; snack foods; 
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During 2004-05, the CFIA’s inspections of deceptive and 
unfair market practices identified 10,533 violations. 
These occurred in areas such as net quantity, 
composition, adulteration, label information, nutrition 
labelling, bilingual labelling and misleading claims. 
Enforcement actions, such as product seizure or 


prosecution, were undertaken, as appropriate. 


Table 2.12 indicates that compliance rates for net 
quantity, composition, and labelling have all improved 
over the past three years. Nevertheless, compliance rates 
for labelling remain low, and the CFIA will continue 

its efforts to encourage industry to meet legislative 
requirements. The compliance rate for advertising, 
which relates to information and claims made on retail 
signage and promotional materials, is down slightly 


from a year ago. 


The compliance rates in Table 2.12 are not representative 
of the entire marketplace; they apply only to sectors 

with a high risk of non-compliance. As well, the products 
that are targeted vary from year to year, depending on risk. 


The CFIA carried out a number of targeted projects 
designed to bring about improvements in specific areas 
of low compliance. For example, as one project relating 
to date labelling shows the compliance rates for this 
activity have improved from 72% to 89.9% in the 


past year. 


On May 19, 2004, a retailer in Victoria pleaded 
guilty to two counts of violating the Food and Drugs 
Act. The company was fined $2500 for mislabelling 
pork chops by placing a new “Best Before” sticker 
over the old “Best Before” label. The company was 
also fined $5000 for selling pork spareribs which 
were thawed and had been previously frozen, 
without displaying a “Previously Frozen” sticker 

on the package.

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Another priority project focussed on the composition of 
ground meat. Inspections showed that 16.8% contained 


meat from other animals (e.g., pork appeared in ground 


beef) or contained more fat than permitted by standards. 


On November 5, 2004, a retailer in Toronto 
entered a guilty plea to three counts of violating 
subsection 5(1) of the Food and Drugs Act. A 

product labelled as ground beef was found to also 
contain pork and lamb. A product labelled as 

_ground lamb also contained beef, pork and poultry, 
and a product labelled as ground pork also 
contained beef, poultry and lamb. The company 
was fined a total of $6,000. 


Targeted inspections will continue during 2005-06, and 
retailers will be encouraged to establish processing and 


labelling protocols to ensure ongoing compliance. 


Another inspection project covered “sports nutrition” 
products, promoted as a means to improve athletic 
performance. Results indicated that significant non- 
compliance continues for these products. Many labels 
were inaccurate with respect to vitamin, mineral or 
protein levels in the product. Other products made 
non-permitted claims on their labels. While these 
products do not pose an immediate health hazard, their 
misrepresentation or failure to meet regulated labelling 
or compositional requirements results in consumer 
deception and unfair competitive practices. The 
Agency will continue to work to improve compliance 
in this area by developing policy, communicating with 
industry, and inspecting and taking appropriate 


enforcement action.

Compliance with the Seeds Act 

Under the Seeds Act, the CFIA regulates imported and 
domestic seed, certifies seed exports, and registers seed 
varieties and seed establishments. As well, the CFIA 
operates two seed laboratories that provide scientific 
advice and test for seed germination, varietal purity, 
seedborne diseases, etc. The CFIA also works with the 
Canadian Seed Institute (CSI) and the Canadian Seed 
Growers Association (CSGA) to maintain systems for 
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managing seed quality in Canada. 


Registrations: The CFIA’s Variety Registration 
Office (VRO) registers varieties of most agricultural 
crops in Canada. Variety registration is an essential 
component of the seed-certification system. The VRO 
maintains a Web Site that provides the seed industry 
and the agri-food sector with up-to-date information 
on the registration status of plant varieties. During 
the past year, the VRO registered new 159 varieties 
and undertook a review of the List of Registered 
Varieties in Canada to remove any obsolete varieties. 
This led to the cancellation of 200 varieties which 


are no longer available for sale. 


Together, the CSI and the CFIA oversee a seed laboratory 
accreditation program that includes 46 private labs, and 
87 analysts who provide seed-testing services to the 
industry. The CSI provides third-party assessment and 
accreditation services on behalf of the CFIA for both 
seed establishments and private laboratories. As well, on 
behalf of the CFIA, the CSI assesses new seed companies 
that want to become registered processors of pedigreed 
seed.3! The CSI reports annually to the Agency on 


the extent to which these companies meet federal 
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regulatory requirements. In 2004-05, the CSI reported 
on 306 establishments” that had failed to meet these 
requirements. If the requirements are not met within 

a specified timeframe, CFIA inspectors take follow-up 
action. Fifteen establishments did not meet the deadline 
for corrective action; and they were targeted for further 
inspections to verify their compliance with the Seeds 
Act and Regulations. 


CFIA inspectors also conducted marketplace surveillance 
(for both pedigreed and non-pedigreed seed), and targeted 
establishments with poor compliance records (as 
identified by CSI) and those that had been the subject 

of complaints. For 2004, results indicated that 97% of 
pedigreed seed, 86% of non-pedigreed seed and 96% 

of imported seed met standards for quality. These 
compliance rates are consistent with those of previous 
years and indicate that Canadian seeds continue to 


meet high standards. 


Seed Testing: In 2004-05, CFIA seed 
laboratories conducted 11,214 tests on 

11,573 samples — testing primarily for mechanical 
and varietal purity, germination ability and disease. 
This analytical service is central to the Agency's 
seed inspection and enforcement program, which 
supports seed exports through issuing international 
seed-lot certificates. Sample and test numbers for 
2004-05 are similar in total to the previous year 
but reflect an increase of 13% in testing for export 
certification to meet surging industry demand. 


The CSGA monitors and certifies pedigreed seed for 

all agricultural crops except seed potatoes.*° CFIA staff 
(or CFIA-accredited inspectors) inspect seed crops for 
the CSGA. Based on inspection reports, the CSGA issues 
crop certificates that indicate compliance with varietal 
purity standards and pedigreed seed-crop inspection 
procedures. Last year, about 4482 pedigreed seed growers 
produced more than 2204 varieties of pedigreed seed. 
CFIA inspections indicated that 98.5% of these met 
CSGA standards, thus confirming and maintaining the 
high quality of Canadian pedigreed seed. 


Compliance Interventions 

In addition to carrying out CSI audit and verification 
activities, CFIA staff took 222 actions in response to 
incidents of non-compliance or complaints. Actions 
included issuing 139 education/warning letters, 

29 detentions, and one refusal of entry into Canada. The 
Agency’s staff also conducted 36 complaint inspections 
and 27 investigations with no referrals of cases for 
prosecution. Further review of follow-up responses to 
non-compliance issues for seed products in 2004-05 


indicates that 98% of such responses were appropriately 
addressed. 


Plant Breeders Rights 

Pursuant to Section 78 of the Plant Breeders’ Rights Act, 
the CFIA reports on the administration of the Act. 

Table 2.13 is a summary of applications received, approved 


and renewed. 


The total number of establishments assessed is unclear from the CSI reports.

Administering Licensing and Arbitration for Fresh Fruit 
and Vegetables 

The CFIA licenses dealers of fresh fruit and vegetables 
who market their produce inter-provincially and 
internationally. The Licensing and Arbitration Program 
was established to promote fair trading practices for 
such buyers and sellers. A dealer’s licence is subject 

to suspension or cancellation if the holder does not 
comply with the trading standards of the Licensing 


and Arbitration Regulations. 


In order to facilitate fair trade, the CFIA responds to 
requests from the industry to inspect, at destination, 
loads of imported or domestic fresh fruit and vegetables 
that are received in damaged or deteriorated condition. 
These inspections are a requirement of the Licensing 
and Arbitration Regulations or a membership of the 
Dispute Resolution Corporation (DRC).** The produce 
is also checked to ensure that it meets import or inter- 
provincial requirements set out in the Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Regulations (specifically with respect to 
quality, labelling or packaging).

Upon completion of inspection, the CFIA provides a 
document verifying the condition of the produce. This 
document allows industry to resolve any dispute it may 
have with a distributor, without having to seek recourse 
through arbitration — through either the DRC or through 
the Government of Canada Board of Arbitration, 
pursuant to the Canada Agricultural Products Act. 


In 2004-05, CFIA conducted 14,000 destination 
inspections. Also, in 2004 the DRC handled 94 disputes 
related to the condition of product, while the Board of 


Arbitration handled only one formal complaint. 


In addition, 178 inspections resulted in detention of 
products not conforming to the grade standard for 
quality, or packaging and labelling requirements

2.3.2d Certifying exports 
The key planned result associated with this priority is: 
e Other governments’ import requirements are met 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving this result 


are discussed below. 


To meet this priority, the CFIA undertakes a series of 
activities, which include maintaining good relations 
with bodies such as foreign governments, associations, 
and domestic industry. These are discussed in other 
sections of this report. In addition, the CFIA certifies 
that certain Canadian exports of food and food products, 
along with plants and animals and their related products, 
meet the requirements of importing countries. The 


certification process plays an important role in Canada’s 


World Trade Atlas, April 2005. 


international trade. The CFIA inspects and certifies 
products destined for international markets. It protects 
the excellent international reputation of Canada’s 
exports of food, plants, animals, and associated products, 
which was valued at $40.2 billion in 2004—05.°° 


One performance indicator for certification activities 

is the rate at which foreign importers reject Canadian 
products because they fail to meet their standards. These 
rejections can be for a variety of reasons, such as goods 
deteriorating after inspection, failure of the exporter 

to provide proper documents, or changes in import 
requirements on the part of the importing country. 


Table 2.15 shows export certification information for 
foods, plants, animals and related products, and the 


proportion that importing countries rejected in 2004-05.

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2.3.3 Strategic Outcome: A sustainable 
plant and animal resource base 


Canada’s social and economic well-being is closely 
linked to the health of our natural environment. The 
CFIA contributes to protecting the environment by 
promoting a sustainable plant and animal resource 

base. This aspect of environmental protection entails 
protecting Canada’s livestock, crops and forests from 
regulated pests*° and diseases. It also includes preventing 
the introduction of toxic substances into animal and 
plant production systems that could affect human 
health or the environment. 


The Agency has designated three priorities relating to 


this strategic outcome. These are: 

e Protecting Canada’s crops and forests 
e Protecting Canada’s livestock 

e Assessing agricultural products 


The mandate for achieving this Strategic Outcome flows 
from the following legislation: 


e the Plant Protection Act 

e the Fertilizers Act 

e the Health of Animals Act 

e the Feeds Act 

The CFIA spent approximately $137 million in 2004-05 


on achieving this Strategic Outcome.

2.3.3a Protecting Canada’s crops and forests 


Protecting Canada’s crops and forests contributes to our 
environment and economy. The CFIA works with other 
federal and provincial government agencies, industry 
and other stakeholders to protect this resource. 


In support of this priority, under the Invasive Alien 
Species Strategy, the CFIA is working with its federal 
and provincial partners to protect Canada’s crop 
and forest resource base. New funding for this 
initiative is expected in 2005-06. 


The CFIA plays a central role in keeping plant diseases 
and pests from entering Canada at our international 
border points. Within Canada, the Agency works to 
control or eradicate pests. Keeping Canadian plants and 
plant products disease — and pest-free is also critical 

to ensuring the safety and quality of Canadian plant 
resources, and to protecting our export markets.

The two key planned results associated with this

The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving these 
results are discussed below. 


Controlling the entry and domestic spread of regulated 
plant diseases and pests 

The purpose of the Plant Protection Act is to prevent 
pests injurious to plants from being imported or 
exported into Canada and from spreading within the 
country and from being exported out of it. The Act also 
provides for controlling and eradicating pests, and for 
certifying the pest-free status of plants and other things. 
To encourage reporting of plant pests, regulations may 
be made under the Plant Protection Act to compensate 
producers for destroying plants and plant products that 
have been found infested with a specified regulated 
pest. In 2004-05, under regulations, the CFIA paid out 


$4.03 million in compensation. 


Pest Risk Assessments 

The objective in carrying out Pest Risk Assessments 
(PRAs) is to determine which pests would pose the most 
risk if they were to enter Canada. These risks include 
financial losses for farmers or foresters, and damage to 


the environment. 


The PRAs and related outputs that the CFIA has done 
this year, along with knowledge gained from other 
organizations have increased its scientific understanding 
of the risks that pests pose to this country’s crops and 
forests. The CFIA has used this information to refine 


and strengthen Canada’s import controls. The Agency 
has also used it to keep pests from spreading within 
Canada and, to eradicate them, where possible. 


In 2004-05, the CFIA conducted 27 PRAs and other 
similar reviews (compared with 37 in 2003-04) using 
scientific and diagnostic expertise from AAFC, the 
Canadian Forest Service (CFS), Environment Canada 43 
(EC) and various provincial departments. As the demand 
for PRAs and like reviews is expected to increase 
because of increased trade in plant products, the CFIA 
will continue to develop and evaluate processes to 
improve efficiency. For example, the Agency is using 
PRA data from sources such as the North American 
Plant Protection Organization (NAPPO), as well as 

the International Plant Protection Convention (IPPC) 


member countries. 


Import permits and import at ports of entry 

Importers who wish to bring plants and plant products 
into Canada must first obtain an import permit from the 
CFIA for items regulated under the Plant Protection Act. 
Import permits and inspections by CFIA inspectors 

are key elements in reducing the risk of diseases and 
pests being imported into Canada. Permits set strict 
conditions that importers must meet before their 
products can enter Canada. In 2004-05, more than 


3900 new permits were granted. 


After importers have received their permits, and when 
products arrive at the Canadian border, government 
inspectors examine them to confirm that they comply 
with federal Acts and regulations. Starting in January 2005, 
the responsibility for this activity was transferred 

to the Canadian Border Services Agency (CBSA). 

Where the CFIA’s expertise in inspection work is 
required, the Agency will provide it. As the numbers 

in Table 2.17 show, import inspections have increased 

in the past two years as a result of increased trade in 


plants and plant products.

CFIA inspectors spent approximately 3000 hours*® on 
“control actions”*’ related to imported products that 
did not meet import requirements. No information is 
available on the number of violations detected by the 
Agency’s inspection activities that may have resulted in 
the introduction of any regulated plant pests or diseases 
in Canada in 2004-05. 


Keeping regulated plant pests from spreading 

within Canada 

Despite the Agency’s best efforts at the border, some 
foreign pests and diseases have found their way into 
Canada in previous years. When a regulated pest is 
discovered, the CFIA initiates pest control measures for 


the purpose of eradicating or preventing its spread, and 


may establish quarantine zones as a prevention measure. 


Surveillance and eradication of plant pests 

Various regions of Canada are surveyed routinely to 
detect foreign pests that may have entered this country, 
and to define the boundaries of any infestations. 

CFIA operational staff are responsible for the survey 
program. However, some pest surveys are conducted in 
cooperation with other agencies, such as the Canadian 
Forest Service and provincial departments of agriculture 
and natural resources. Occasionally, these agencies 
lead in regional coordination and delivery. The CFIA, 
however, acts as a central repository of all regulated 
pest survey data, regardless of the agencies involved 


in delivering the survey program.

Pest surveys allow Canada to validate its claims of 
“nest-free status” for certain areas, to detect any new 
pests, and to establish quarantine zones to limit their 
spread. These pest surveys are also central to control 
and eradication programs. The information from surveys 
helps to measure the success of eradication programs 
and allows the CFIA to certify that plants are pest-free 
at the point of export. 


In 2004-05, the CFIA surveyed thousands of sites across 
Canada for the presence of specific insects, fungi, viruses 
or nematodes. Of the 23 pests for which surveys were 
done, the largest efforts focussed on Plum Pox Virus and 
Potato Wart. Surveys for Emerald Ash Borer, the Brown 
Spruce Longhorn Beetle and the Asian Long-horned 
Beetle were limited to the quarantine zones or regulated 
areas, and to container inspections at the ports of 
Halifax, Montreal and Vancouver. 


Despite the best efforts of the Agency and its partners, 
there has been mixed success in containing and 
eradicating these and other pests and diseases, as 


outlined below. 


e Surveys indicate that Potato Wart (PW) has not spread 
outside of the quarantined area of central Prince 
Edward Island.

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e An extensive public-awareness campaign and tree- 


removal activities in the regulated area of Toronto 
and Vaughan have reduced the population size of 
the Asian Long-horned Beetle (ALHB). More pest- 
mitigation activities are required. However, the 


program to eradicate ALHB shows promise. 


The Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) is a devastating pest 
that infects ash trees and has, unfortunately, become 
established in Essex County, Ontario. Earlier efforts 
to control this disease have now been refocussed on 
implementing a program to slow the spread of EAB in 
Southwestern Ontario. This program should, in the 
short term, protect valuable urban landscape trees 
and other stands of ash trees throughout Ontario and 
Quebec, while providing time for the EAB research 
community to develop potential mitigation tools or 


alternative strategies with the Agency’s partners. 


Since 2000, the CFIA had made significant progress 
in eradicating the Brown Spruce Longhorn Beetle in 
the greater Halifax area. However, in 2003, Hurricane 
Juan struck the area, causing significant damage to 
trees within the quarantine zone — and providing 
the beetle with a more favourable environment for 
population growth. Efforts to control and eradicate 


the beetle are continuing. 


In April 2004, the Agency began a seven-year program 
(developed with the provinces and the industry) to 
eradicate the Plum Pox Virus (PPV). The program 
involves sampling, testing and removing trees where 
necessary. This program builds on a three-year program 
that began in 2001, and which has successfully 
suppressed the disease in the Niagara region of 
Ontario, and nearly eradicated it in other parts of 


the province and Nova Scotia. 


The CFIA has six laboratories across Canada that test 
samples of plants for the presence of pests. The test 
samples are collected from surveys of infected and non- 
infected areas. The laboratory results indicate both 
where quarantine zones should be established, and 


whether survey work should be continued. 


More detailed reports of each pest survey, including 
maps of survey locations and finds, are posted on the 
CFIA Plant Pest Surveillance Web page.*° 


Emergency responses to new pests 

In March 2004, the USDA notified the CFIA about 

the possible incursion into Canada of Phytophthora 
ramorum, the pathogen that causes Sudden Oak Death 
(SOD). In response, the CFIA carried out an emergency 
survey to locate suspect imported material in British 


Columbia. During this survey, 1435 camellia plants 


(which act as hosts for SOD) were recalled and destroyed. 


Through further work, the pathogen was found at 

two wholesale nurseries, twelve retail centres, ten 
residential sites and eight urban landscape sites. The 
Agency took steps to eradicate the pathogen at each of 
the sites where it was present. All infected sites will 
be inspected and sampled for the next two years to 
determine whether the eradication efforts were 


successful. 


In June 2004, Chrysanthemum White Rust was found in 
a single greenhouse in British Columbia. An action plan 


was implemented, and the disease was eradicated.

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In support of the SOD/Camellia recall, the CFIA 
launched a number of initiatives. It produced 

recall posters and developed handouts that were 
translated into Punjabi and Chinese, set up a toll-free 
hotline to handle calls, placed public notices in 
British Columbia newspapers, and conducted 


numerous media interviews. 


The SOD/Camellia recall is considered a great 
success, with over 1400 plants picked up over a 
six-week period — representing a high percentage 
of the camellias estimated to have been imported 
from the affected nursery. The partnership that was 
created between the CFIA and the BC Landscape 
and Nursery Association (BCLNA) was beneficial to 
both parties, with the CFIA setting up the call line, 
the BCLNA picking up the affected plants, and 
both organizations working to inform the public 
and the news media. 


Industry complies with federal acts and regulations 

The second planned result associated with the priority of 
protecting Canada’s crops and forests relates to ensuring 

that industry complies with federal Acts and regulations. 

These include the Plant Protection Act, discussed above, 
and the Fertilizer Act. 


Regulating Canada’s Fertilizer Industry 

The Fertilizer Act provides the CFIA with a mandate to 
monitor regulated products through random inspections 
at blending plants, manufacturing plants, processing 
plants, retail outlets and warehouses. The Agency verifies 
that products either sold in Canada, or imported into 
this country meet the standards set for them. The CFIA 
routinely samples fertilizers, fertilizer-pesticides and 
supplements to confirm their efficacy, their safety in 
terms of health and the environment, and the accuracy 
of information on their labels (see the Fair Labelling 
Practices Program in Section 2.3.2c). 


Regulated fertilizer and supplement products include 
bulk-blended fertilizer, composts and processed sewage, 
and synthetic chemical products. According to the 
Canadian Fertilizer Institute, Canada’s fertilizer and 
supplement?! industry contributes $6 billion annually 
to the national economy. The CFIA’s programs for 


regulating fertilizers are described below. 


Bulk-Blend Fertilizer Monitoring. The Agency monitors 
approximately 1200 bulk-blend fertilizer facilities across 
Canada. In 2004-05, the Agency analyzed 810 samples 
of these products to verify guarantees for nitrogen, 


phosphorus and potassium.

According to the Fertilizer Act, “supplement” means any substance or mixture of substances, other than a fertilizer, that is manufactured, sold or 


represented for use in improving of the physical condition of soils or aiding plant growth or crop yields. 
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As the data show, compliance rates have not improved 
over the past five years. In the past, the CFIA has tried 
various approaches — such as warnings and follow-up 
inspections — to improve compliance. The most recent 
efforts involve targeting blending facilities that have low 
compliance levels. The expectation is that targeting 
these facilities will improve overall compliance rates. 
The Agency will report in 2005-06 on the effectiveness 
of these efforts. 


The Canadian Fertilizer Quality Assurance Program. 
The Canadian Fertilizer Quality Assurance Program 
(CFQAP) is a voluntary, industry-government program 
that requires fertilizer blenders to submit samples to 
accredited laboratories for analysis. The laboratories 
submit the results directly to the CFIA, which compiles 
the results and publishes annual plant ratings.*” 

Table 2.19 shows a consistent compliance rate during 


the past four years. 


In 2005-06, the Agency will work through industry 
associations to improve the level of participation in this 


voluntary program, as well as the level of compliance. 
The Agency will report the results of these efforts 
in 2005-06. 


Pathogen Testing. The CFIA tests products such as 
processed sewage sludge and compost for microbial 
contaminants, using Salmonella and faecal coliform 

as indicators of contamination. Testing is necessary 47 
because of the potential transfer of pathogenic (disease- 
causing) micro-organisms from waste materials to the 
environment, and to people handling the products. In 
2004-05, 68 valid samples were collected and analyzed 
to determine whether the level of contamination 
remained within acceptable limits. The compliance rate 
was 96%, an increase of two percentage points over the 
previous year. Consistent year-over-year improvements 
in compliance may be attributable to the increased 
emphasis on testing, which began in 2000. The CFIA’s 
response to incidents of non-compliance has been to 
prohibit products from being sold, and to carry out 


follow-up inspections.

Enforcement Activities. In 2004-05, the CFIA conducted 
80 investigations under the Plant Protection Act and the 
Fertilizers Act, which, along with investigations launched 
in previous reporting periods, led to 22 charges against 
companies or individuals. In the courts, six prosecutions 
were begun, six convictions were handed down and a

The CFIA helps to protect Canada’s animal health 
status through two programs: Animal Health (under the 
authority of the Health of Animals Act) and Livestock 
Feeds (under the authority of the Feeds Act).

The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving these 
results are discussed below. 


Controlling the entry and domestic spread of 

regulated diseases 

Under the Health of Animals Act, anyone having care 
or control of an animal must report the presence or 
suspicion of a reportable disease to the CFIA. The 
Reportable Diseases Regulations* list these diseases. 
Under the Act, the Agency monitors, tests, inspects and 
orders quarantines so that regulated animal diseases can 
be prevented, controlled or eradicated. To encourage 
early reporting of suspected diseased animals, the CFIA 
administers a compensation program under the Health 
of Animals Act. In 2004-05, the CFIA paid livestock 


owners $69 million** in compensation. 


Canada is one of more than 167 member countries 
of the World Organisation for Animal Health (OIE). 
The CFIA reports annually to the OIE on the status 
of animal diseases in Canada. Diseases listed in the 
Reportable Diseases Regulations include those that 
must be reported to the Organisation. 


The Agency also belongs to the Canadian Animal 
Health Network (CAHNet), which links partners 
involved in monitoring animal diseases within 
Canada. While the CFIA can provide information 
on all OIE diseases that are reportable in Canada, 
it relies on the provinces and other CAHNet 
partners for information on the remaining OIE 
notifiable diseases. 


Import controls and risk evaluations 

To control the entry of regulated diseases, the CFIA 
regulates the entry of all imported animals and animal 
products, and carries out scientific risk evaluations to 
guide its import policies. The CFIA evaluates the risks 
relating to both the commodity being imported, and the 
disease status of the exporting country. These evaluations 
provide objective information to support regulatory 
decisions, and any decisions to impose import controls. 
In 2004-05, the Agency’s risk evaluations focussed on 
avian influenza, bovine spongiform encephalopathy, 
and related SRM analysis. 


Border inspections, supported by the CFIA’s inspection 
expertise, are based on risk evaluations. Inspections 
target high-risk animals that may show visible signs 

of disease. Higher-risk shipments may be subject, for 
example, to quarantine, import permits and testing, 
before and after they enter Canada. Animals that do not 
meet import requirements, or which pose a threat to 
Canada’s animal-health status, are either not permitted 
to enter this country, or may be ordered removed or 
destroyed. Most live animals from countries other 
than the U.S. are subject to quarantines, which the 
CFIA enforces. 


In 2004-05, the CFIA, through the services of the 
Canada Revenue Agency and the Canada Border Services 
Agency, controlled the entry of more than 21.1 million 
farm animals to Canada (compared to 20.8 million in 
2003-04). Of those animals, 120 were turned back at the 
border. This figure includes a number of horses from the 
U.S. that were refused entry following an outbreak of 
Vesticular stomatitis in three American states. This 
disease is reportable to the OIE, and under the CFIA’s 


Reportable Disease Regulations.

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Whenever a trading partner reports a disease outbreak 
that threatens Canada, the CFIA alerts the Canada 
Border Services Agency (CBSA), CFIA’s field staff and 
industry. Depending on the threat, the Agency may 
suspend import permits for the affected species. For 
example, in 2004-05, animal diseases were reported 
from countries in the Pacific Rim and three European 
countries. Accordingly, the CFIA suspended imports of 
animals (for example, from Finland and Sweden), while 
removing restrictions from other countries (such as the 
U.S. and Japan) when the threat was no longer present. 
Based on surveys, activities and testing, there is no 
evidence at this time that any new foreign animal 
disease entered Canada in 2004-05. 


Controlling the spread of disease within Canada 
The CFIA targets regulated diseases in livestock through 
control programs designed to prevent or mitigate the 


effects of disease outbreaks. 


Examples of CFIA animal disease control programs 
include: chronic wasting disease, scrapie and equine 
infectious anaemia. The CFIA’s program for animal 
diseases that can be transmitted to humans are 


discussed in Section 2.3.1b. 


Table 2.22: Scrapie 


Chronic Wasting Disease (CWD). CWD is a transmissible 
spongiform encephalopathy (TSE) that affects deer and 
elk. First discovered in Canada in farmed elk, CWD 

has since been controlled in farmed elk and deer. Only 
one out of 32,566 animals has tested positive for the 
disease in the last two years. These data indicate that 
the eradication program (which involves provincial 
governments, the farm animal industry and other 
stakeholders) has controlled the spread of the disease. 
However, sampling and testing programs indicate that 
CWD is still present in wild deer and elk. Given CWD’s 
long incubation period, surveillance and testing of 
farmed animals will continue to verify that the disease 


has not spread from wild to farmed animals.4” 


Scrapie. Scrapie is a TSE that affects sheep and goats. 
The CFIA’s control program requires that all animals 
exposed to the disease must be destroyed and prevented 
from entering the food chain. From 2002 to 2004, some 
9132 animals from 17 flocks were destroyed. As the 
chart below shows, the incidence of scrapie had dropped 
significantly by 2004, indicating that the CFIA’s control 
program has been effective in preventing scrapie 


from spreading.

Performance Report 


In 2004, changes were made to the program, with a view 
to eventually eradicating scrapie. The changes include 
the use of genetic screenings to select animals to be 
destroyed, and of definitive disease testing. The Agency 
will report on the results and effectiveness of this 


program in future years.** 


Equine infectious anaemia (EIA). EIA occurs in the 
western provinces of Canada. Animals that test positive 
for EIA are, with few exceptions, destroyed. The Agency’s 
control program is working, as evidenced by a sharp 
decline in the number of animals testing positive 
between 2002 and 2004. As shown in Table 2.23, this 


decrease occurred despite increased testing. 


Industry complies with regulations 
The second planned result associated with the priority 
of protecting Canada’s livestock relates to ensuring that 


industry complies with federal Acts and regulations. 


Feed ban inspections 
Using the authority of the federal Feeds Act and the 
Health of Animals Act and their respective regulations,

the CFIA administers a national livestock feed program 
to verify that livestock feeds either manufactured and 
sold in Canada, or imported into this country are safe, 
effective and labelled appropriately. Effective feeds 
contribute to the production and maintenance of 
healthy, efficient livestock. 


In 2004-05, the Agency carried out a comprehensive 
review of Canada’s feed ban (under the Health of 
Animals Regulations), which prohibits feeding most 
mammalian proteins to ruminant animals such as 


cattle, sheep and goats. 


Data indicate that, over the last three fiscal years, 
compliance has been in the 92-97% range for feed 
mills and 90-97% range for renderers.*° The data 
indicate clearly that the feed mill and rendering 
industries have a high rate of compliance with the feed 
ban. The review confirmed that data used to generate 


compliance rates are valid and reliable.

2.3.3c Assessing agricultural products 
The key planned result for this priority is: 


e Agricultural products meet the requirements of 


federal Acts and regulations 


The CFIA’s key activities related to this result are 


discussed below. 


This priority focuses on assessing and approving new 
agricultural products created through biotechnology to 
ensure that they meet the standards set by federal Acts 
and regulations. Associated activities include assessing 
the safety and effectiveness of products, ensuring the 
accuracy of their labels, monitoring field trials, and 


taking other compliance and enforcement actions. 


New products 

The CFIA assesses and approves new feeds, fertilizers 
or supplements before they can be sold. The CFIA 
also monitors releases of proposed new products for 


research purposes. 


Fertilizers 

In 2004—05, the CFIA processed and closed 

1396 submissions relating to fertilizers and 
supplements. Of these, 663 were registration-related 
(new products, re-registrations, amendments) while 
the remaining 733 were processed for various reasons, 
including label reviews, notifications, inspector 


requests and complaints. In total, 46 new fertilizer and 


supplement products were registered for sale in Canada. 


Feeds 

The Feeds Act and Regulations require pre-market 
approval of all new ingredients in livestock feeds, and 
registration of specialty mixed feeds. In the case of both 
fertilizers and feeds, products are approved only if the 
review has determined that they pose minimal risk of 
adversely affecting the environment, animals, plants or 
humans. Last year the CFIA received and completed 
reviews of 759 submissions requesting approval for 
new products. Of these submissions, 730 (96%) met 
legislative requirements and were approved, which is 
an effective indicator that clients are aware of the 


program and the required elements for compliance.

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Regulating new biotechnology products 

Products created using biotechnology include products 
such as plants and seeds with “novel” {i.e., new) 

traits, feeds, fertilizers with supplements, and 


veterinary biologics. 


Activities under this priority include inspection, testing 
and monitoring, verification, compliance and enforcement 
with respect to these products. These activities extend 
to carrying out confined field trials for plants with novel 
traits. Specific key activities are outlined below. 


Canadian Regulatory System for Biotechnology 

The Canadian Regulatory System for Biotechnology 
(CRSB) is part of a broader initiative, the Canadian 
Biotechnology Strategy (CBS). The vision of CBS is to 
“enhance the quality of life of Canadians in terms of 
health, safety, the environment and social and economic 
development by positioning Canada as a responsible 
world leader in biotechnology.” 


The CRSB aims to develop an efficient, credible and 
well-respected regulatory system that safeguards the 
health of all Canadians and the environment, and 
permits safe and effective products. The CFIA received 
$11.2 million annually for this initiative, starting 

in 2003-04. 


In 2004-05, the CFIA initiated a review of the CRSB 
within the CFIA. The report will be completed in 
2005-06, and conclusions will be available in next 


year’s performance report.

Licensing veterinary biologics 

The CFIA is responsible for licensing and regulating 
veterinary biologics in Canada. These include animal 
health products such as vaccines, antibody products and 
diagnostic tests. This licensing program is central to 
Canada’s national animal health program, which strives 
to protect the health of Canadian citizens, their 


domestic pets, and animals used for food. 


“Veterinary biologics” are products designed to 
diagnose, prevent, or treat animal diseases. They 
are used to protect or diagnose disease in a variety 
of animals, including farm animals, household pets, 
poultry, fish, and fur-bearers, both domestic and 
wild. Most biologics leave no chemical residues in 
animals, unlike some pharmaceutical products. 
Furthermore, most disease organisms do not develop 
resistance to the immune response produced by a 
veterinary biologic.°4 


The CFIA also monitors the manufacturers and 
importers of these products. For example, it inspects 
their facilities to ensure minimal adverse effects on the 
environment, animals, and humans from applying or 
using these products. It also investigates consumer 
complaints regarding suspected adverse reactions to 


veterinary biologics. 


To meet Canadian licensing requirements, veterinary 
biologics must be shown to be pure, potent, safe and 
effective when used according to the manufacturer’s 
label recommendations. In recent years, the animal 
health products industry has increasingly been relying 


on veterinary biologics to prevent and diagnose disease.

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The complexity of new veterinary biologics products, 
along with other factors, has resulted in an increased 
workload for CFIA staff. As a result, the Agency has 
been finding it more difficult to meet its service standard 


timelines for reviewing submissions. 


The average time to complete the initial review for a 
new product-licensing submission was 214 days in 
2004-05, which exceeded the Agency’s service standard 
target of 180 days. The CFIA is trying to increase its 
capacity through adding staff and changing procedures 
to make the system more efficient; and will assess 

and report on the effectiveness of these steps toward 

its goal of meeting the standard of 180 days for 


reviewing submissions. 


The result of submission review is that all products 
meet relevant regulatory requirements before being 
licensed. This contributes to the CFIA’s priority of 


sustaining the animal resource base. 


No data are available on the effectiveness and results 
relating to post-licensing activities such as inspections 


of manufacturing plants. 


Approval of plants with novel traits and surveillance 
of confined field trials 

The CFIA is responsible for regulating plants with novel 
traits (PNTs) — traits that result from various plant- 
breeding techniques such as genetic engineering or 
conventional cross-breeding — that are imported or 


released into the natural environment. 


55 
A key tool in reducing risks (such as cross-contamination 
of species or accidental damage to the environment) is 
the exercise of “confined field trials.” These allow PNT 
developers to conduct research on their products and 
to understand how they interact with other plants 
in the environment. The CFIA sets specific terms and 
conditions for these trials. Compliance problems that 
the Agency identified in confined field trials during 
2004-05 were corrected, and did not pose any 


environmental or safety concerns. 


In addition to assessing and monitoring confined field 
trials of PNTs, the CFIA must also approve PNTs 
before they can be released into the environment and 
subsequently be commercialized and grown in Canada. 
In 2004-05, CFIA approved 3 new PNTs for unconfined 
environmental release, bringing the total as of 

March 31, 2005 to 42.

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Report of the Auditor General of Canada on 

the regulation of plants with novel traits*° 

In March 2004, the Office of the Auditor General (OAG) 
audited CFIA’s management of documentation relating 
to PNTs. The report was not intended as an appraisal 

of the safety assessment of plants with novel traits 
conducted by the CFIA. The audit found that the 
majority of assessments done by the CFIA were well 
documented, but that some areas needed improvement. 
The OAG’s findings raised concerns that the Agency 
may not be regulating the unconfined release of these 
plants in a consistent manner. The audit noted that 
undeclared and undetected plants with novel traits 
could be imported into Canada and escape Canada’s 
regulatory system. There was also a risk that unapproved 
ornamental PNTs could be present in Canada. 


While the Auditor General’s conclusions reflected on 
CFIA administrative issues rather than the safety of 
the regulatory system, the Agency agreed that these 
situations could occur. In 2004—05, the CFIA took steps 
to address the concerns that the auditors raised, and 


has acted on all recommendations. 


For example, the CFIA has drafted and implemented 
new procedures for evaluating PNTs for confined and 
unconfined release, for handling secure materials and for 
reviewing imports. Also, the ornamental industry will 
be included in new industry guidance documents on 


novelty as a trigger for regulatory oversight. 


2.3.4 Strategic Outcome: Canada’s food 
supply and agricultural resource base are 
secure from deliberate threats 


The Government of Canada is committed to protecting 
Canadians from deliberate threats to their safety. Chemical 
and biological threats to humans can occur through the 
deliberate contamination of the environment, food or 
water supplies. Threats to our animal and plant resource 
base may occur through the deliberate introduction of 


significant plant pests or foreign animal diseases. 


The Agency has two priorities relating to this Strategic 


Outcome: 
e Preparing for emergencies 


e Enhancing the Agency’s capacity to respond 


to emergencies 


The CFIA spent approximately $30 million in 2004-05 


on achieving this Strategic Outcome.

2.3.4a Preparing for emergencies 
The key planned result associated with this priority is: 
e The Agency is ready to respond rapidly to emergencies 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving this result 
are discussed below.

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The CFIA takes an “all hazards” approach to readying 
itself to deal with emergencies, whether the emergency 
is an unintentional disease outbreak or a deliberate 
terrorist threat. Accordingly, in 2004-05 the CFIA 
continued with a number of special initiatives and 
ongoing activities to maintain and improve its capacity to 


respond quickly and effectively should an emergency arise. 


This section provides information on what the Agency 
has done to both prepare for emergencies, and to refine 
its responses to them. The true test of preparedness 

can only be known when an emergency occurs. 

However, the Agency continues to maintain and develop 
intergovernmental links, and to participate in and lead 
various emergency response exercises. These exercises 
give the CFIA the opportunity to test, assess and refine 
approaches, as necessary, in light of the experience they 
provide. Furthermore, “lessons learned” reviews of actual 
events (such as the 2004 avian influenza outbreak and 
the positive cases of BSE in Canadian cattle) also provide 
opportunities for the CFIA to enhance and refine its 


emergency response planning. 


Establishing linkages and participating in emergency 
exercises 

Responding to an emergency is a complicated exercise 
involving many partners. Launching an effective, 
integrated response to agricultural and food safety 
emergencies requires that all players involved understand 
their respective roles and responsibilities, and that 
information for making decisions flows quickly among 
them. Numerous federal departments, provinces and 
territories, as well as the United States and others, play 
key roles in responding to an emergency. Therefore, 
effective intergovernmental links need to be established. 


In 2004-05, the Agency continued work on government 
initiatives — such as the National Emergency Response 
System and the National Emergency Transportation 
System — to enhance the national capacity to respond 


to emergencies. In addition, the Agency participated in 


a number of exercises designed to test responses to 
both deliberate threats and animal disease outbreaks. 
Two of these exercises are highlighted below. 


To capture and assess the exercise results, the 

Agency uses “After Action Reports” (AARs}. The 57 
reports record major observations and lessons 

learned, and recommend future improvements 

to protocols and communications for training 

and exercises. 


Examples of exercises: 


Exercise “Equinox” — This exercise was the 
third in the 2003-05 Tripartite exercise series 
involving bodies from three countries: the CFIA; 
the United States Department of Agriculture; 

and the Secretariat of Agriculture, Livestock, Rural 
Development, Fisheries and Food of the United 
Mexican States. The Equinox exercise examined 
cross-border interactions between the United States 
and Canada during a simulated outbreak of Foot 
and Mouth Disease (FMD) in order to enhance 
preparedness for a potential outbreak and to better 
integrate data within and between countries. The 
analysis of the exercise will be captured in an AAR. 
The CFIA and USDA will use the analysis to further 


strengthen their response plans and training. 


Exercise “Triple Play” — This counter-terrorism 
exercise was carried out in conjunction with the U.S. 
“Exercise TOPOFF 3”. It also provided an opportunity 
for CFIA staff in headquarters and in the Atlantic 
area to participate in a simulated foodborne illness 
outbreak. CFIA participants demonstrated their 
comprehensive knowledge of emergency plans 

and arrangements with federal and provincial 
partners. The AAR for this exercise is currently 


being developed. 
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Lessons learned from managing outbreaks 

In early 2004, an outbreak of avian influenza (AI) 
occurred in the Fraser Valley, in British Columbia. In 
July 2004, the CFIA launched a review to analyse and 
document lessons learned from the outbreak. Its purpose 
was to determine what worked, what did not work, and 
what improvements were needed to manage any future 
outbreaks more effectively. A report of the review 

was released in January 2005.°° It concluded that while 
many things had worked well, there were crucial areas 
that CFIA could focus on to improve its effectiveness 

in responding to emergencies. These related largely 

to improving emergency preparedness, as well as the 
management and flow of information among the various 
partners (federal and provincial government, and 


stakeholders) working to contain the AI outbreak. 


The CFIA has since developed an action plan to deal 
with these gaps, and with other areas in its emergency 
response procedures. For example, CFIA staff began 

to review the Agency’s broad approach to managing 
emergencies, with a view to incorporating the best 
practices of its partners into its own procedures. At the 
same time, work began on developing new protocols 

for activating national and local emergency response 
teams under the Foreign Animal Disease Eradication 
Support (FADES) plans, and for improving the flow of 
information among all partners. In February 2005, the 
Standing Committee on Agriculture and Agri-Food held 
hearings and prepared a report on the CFIA’s management 
of the outbreak. The CFIA has subsequently updated 

its action plan to take into consideration the 


committee’s findings.°” 


The CFIA has developed an action plan to address 
recommendations to improve emergency responses 

to future BSE cases. It has also continued to test its 
overall readiness through exercises, and has adapted its 
emergency response plans accordingly — as demonstrated 


in the Equinox and Triple Play exercises. 
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In support of this priority, the Agency carried out the 
following activities in 2004-05: 


e In September 2004, the Agency held its second 
emergency preparedness workshop. The workshop 
provided an opportunity for senior managers to 
establish their priorities, and to agree on a strategic 
direction that will ultimately strengthen the 


CFIA’s readiness to respond to emergencies. 


e The Agency equipped its Emergency Operations 
Centres with new, advanced technology (at a cost of 
$200,000, using PSAT funding). This technology will 
enable the CFIA to communicate more effectively 
with its partners, and will provide them — and the 
Agency — with up-to-the-minute information for 


dealing with large-scale emergencies. 


e In July 2004, the Information Gathering Analysis 
Team (IGAT) was established to add to the Agency’s 
intelligence-gathering capabilities. IGAT’s work 
involves anticipating emerging issues, both national 
and international, through collecting and analyzing 
information from various sources on biotechnology, 
agro-terrorism, and on threats to food safety, and 
animal and plant health. 


e The CFIA began to develop a business-continuity 
plan, as required by the Government Security Policy. 
The plan will establish a framework for ensuring 
that all branches and all regional, area and district 
offices have effective plans in place to allow them to 
continue providing critical Agency services during 
crisis situations. Specifically, it is essential to have a 
plan for enabling the Agency to carry out its day-to- 
day business while concentrating extra resources on 
managing emergencies. The CFIA expects to have a 


draft policy on business continuity in 2005-06.

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2.3.4b Strengthening the Agency’s capacity 
to respond to emergencies 


This priority, and the activities associated with it, 

are in some respects, similar to those discussed in the 
preceding paragraphs. However, this priority is covered 
in a separate section because the CFIA received funding 
from Treasury Board specifically for Public Security 
and Anti-Terrorism (PSAT) activities; and from the 
Department of National Defence for the Chemical, 
Biological, Radiological and Nuclear Research and 
Technology Initiative (CRTI) to strengthen its capacity 
to deal with deliberate threats. 


The Agency continues to develop its capacity under 
the PSAT and CRTI initiatives; and, through exercises, 


to test its capacity to respond to emergencies. 


The Public Security and Anti-Terrorist (PSAT) Initiative 
In the 2001 Federal Budget, the government allocated 
funds (to be spent over a five-year period, ending 2006-07) 
on PSAT activities to enhance security for Canadians. 
As part of this government-wide exercise, the CFIA has 
been allocated approximately $30 million per year in 
ongoing funds since 2002-03 to implement a number 

of initiatives. These are associated with strengthening 
border controls, enhancing laboratory capacity and 
bio-security, and enhancing surveillance and early 


detection activities.

Border controls 

After the CFIA received funding to strengthen border 
controls, certain responsibilities and resources were 
transferred to the newly created Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA). In January 2005, the CFIA and CBSA 
signed a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU)

completing this transfer. Under the MOU, the 

two Agencies will cooperate on border controls and 
inspections: CBSA will conduct initial inspections 

of imported products, and the CFIA will provide its 
expertise in inspection work as required. The Agency 
will continue to inspect live animals, and to handle 


all requests to import them. 


Strengthening laboratory capacity 

In 2004-05, the CFIA continued to expand the capacity 
of its laboratories to deal with deliberate threats to 
the food supply, and to plant and animal resources. 
Improvements include better tests and procedures for 
detecting pathogens in food, and for detecting and 
diagnosing zoonotic and foreign animal diseases. 
Four more projects were initiated to increase testing 
capability for viruses, parasites and bacteria in food. 
Taken together, these initiatives are designed to 
improve the CFIA’s ability to identify disease agents 


or substances associated with a bio-terrorist event. 


Under PSAT, the CFIA provided training and developed 
standards for containing disease agents in laboratories. 
A Threat and Risk Assessment Toolkit was developed 
to facilitate the completion of security assessments 

for laboratories. Although these facilities are already 
“secure” these initiatives are another step toward 
reducing even further the possibility of an accident 


or a security breach in a laboratory. 


Enhancing surveillance and early detection activities 
The PSAT funding for surveillance and early-detection 
activities supplements the Agency’s regular funding 

for monitoring food, animal and plant commodities. 

For example, in 2004-05, the CFIA continued to work 
with its provincial counterparts in the area of foodborne 
illnesses. Its evaluations of responses to such illnesses 
help the Agency streamline and fine-tune its response 


protocols and plans. 
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The Chemical, Biological, Radiological and Nuclear 
Research and Technology Initiative 

The Chemical, Biological, Radiological and Nuclear 
Research and Technology Initiative (CRTI) is a national 
initiative administered by the Department of National 
Defence. A key element was to create clusters of federal 
and other government laboratories that can help in 
responding to a potential terrorist attack.

In 2004-05, the Agency increased its capacity to respond 
to emergencies through CRTI funding: 


e The CFIA completed a project entitled “Penside and 
rapid diagnostic tests for foot-and-mouth disease, hog 
cholera and avian influenza.” This project examined 
some of the diagnostic kits available commercially in 
other countries for rapidly diagnosing these diseases. 
Data are being accumulated that could lead to 
authorizing these kits for sale in Canada. They may 
prove to be important tools for first responders, in 
the event of a bio-terrorist attack involving these 


highly infectious animal pathogens. 


e The Agency purchased storage equipment for microbial 
culture collections. These collections help in rapidly 
identifying foodborne pathogens and toxins — which 
is particularly relevant in a food safety recall, 
and when responding to an emergency or an act 


of bio-terrorism. 


e Rapid-test equipment was installed for identifying 
agents in food, such as anthrax and plague. This 
technology will aid the CFIA in its role as a first 


responder in a potential bio-terrorism threat.

¢ Work continued on a shared project with the Public 
Health Agency of Canada and with the Department 
of National Defence to develop, validate and produce 
tests for identifying bacterial and viral biological 
agents that could affect animals and humans. To 
date, the CFIA has developed new reagents to detect 
Foot and Mouth Disease, and has defined validation 


criteria to ensure the quality of new testing methods. 


e The CFIA also participated in an emergency response 
exercise to test critical elements relating both to 
collecting forensic samples to be used as evidence 
of criminal or terrorist activity, and to presenting 
unbiased interpretation of scientific evidence 


in court. 


2.3.5 Strategic Outcome: Providing sound 
agency management 


The Government of Canada has assigned a high priority 
to good governance and management within federal 
institutions, departments and agencies. Included in the 
corporate priorities of the Public Service of Canada for 
2004-05 are Modern Comptrollership, human resource 


management, learning, official languages and diversity. 


In June 2003, the Management Accountability 
Framework (MAF) was introduced by the Treasury 
Board Secretariat. The MAF sets expectations for and 
performance indicators of good management practices. 
Its implementation is a priority for the Government 
of Canada. More information on the MAF may be 


found online.®! 


The CFIA is committed to meeting the expectations 
of the MAF and has re-aligned its plans and priorities 
related to “Sound Agency Management” accordingly. 
In the future, using these indicators, the Agency will 
endeavour to report on its success in implementing 
its MAF. 
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The Strategic Outcome for this segment of CFIA 
programming is: “sound agency management.” The 
Agency has designated four priorities relating to this 
Strategic Outcome: 


e Risk management, planning and accountability 
e Human resource management 
¢ Quality of service delivery 


e¢ Stewardship 


2.3.5a Risk management, planning and 
accountability 


The three key planned results associated with this 
priority are: 


e Integrated risk management strategy 
¢ Increased performance management information 


e Strengthened IM/IT capacity to support business 


priorities 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving this 


outcome are discussed below. 


Integrated risk management 

Central to the government’s commitment to modernizing 
management practices is promoting a corporate and 
systematic approach to managing risk. The CFIA is 
committed to fully implementing the Integrated Risk 


Management Framework. 


In late 2004, CFIA completed an in-depth analysis of its 
risks and challenges, which confirmed and validated 
much of what was known before. The ten key strategic 
risks (see Section 1 for details), along with planned steps 
for mitigating those risks, were presented for the first 
time in the Agency’s 2004-05 RPP. They will appear 
again in the 2005-06 RPP. 


Mitigating key strategic risks is a major consideration in 
the Agency's decision making. Numerous processes, 
including priority setting, Agency and Branch planning, 
long-term capital planning and regulatory development, 
reflect the need to mitigate risk to the extent possible. 
Some of these processes will be discussed later. 


Increased performance management information 
Linking strategic planning to reporting on results is 


critical to sound agency management. 


In the last two years, the CFIA has devoted much effort 
to strengthening its ability to measure and report on 
performance. In 2004-05, of particular importance was 
the implementation of the Management Resources and 
Results Structure (MRRS). This initiative will better link 
resources to results and will allow for more transparency 
and consistency with respect to decisions on how 


resources are used, and on the results they produce. 


The CFIA also continued to implement its performance 
management framework, including realigning it with 
the MRRS. A tool for Information Management/ 
Information Technology (IM/IT) has been developed to 
extract performance information that is already present 
in current information systems. This tool allows all area 
offices to input additional information on a variety of 
subjects: the level of inspection activity versus plans, 
actual compliance rates compared to targets, the extent 
of non-compliance and the related enforcement actions, 
etc. This information is now available for some of the 


core activities and programs. 


The development and refinement of performance 
indicators will continue in 2005-06, and the Agency 
expects that comprehensive quarterly performance 
reports will be available to senior managers for most 
of its regulatory programs and other core activities by 
March 2.006. Continued progress in this area should 
translate to better performance information in future 


reports to Parliament. 
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Strengthened IM/IT capacity to support business 
priorities 

In 2004-05, the CFIA continued to develop and improve 
its national information systems and supporting 
infrastructure. IM/IT priorities were reviewed through 
the Agency’s governance processes. The review projects 
were identified to improve the data collection and 
reporting capabilities of inspection, laboratory, import/ 
export and emergency management systems, and to 
upgrade the operating systems and software of all 


Agency desktops and server computers. 


In April 2004, the work plan for IM/IT started with 

27 projects. Various branches identified new priorities, 

and four were added to the 2004-05 work plan. During 

2004-05, nine projects were closed out; lessons-learned 
reports were created; and improvements were applied 


to new projects accordingly. 


These modern systems and office tools will benefit the 
Agency’s staff by providing more functionality and 
support for a new software and hardware accessories. 
They will also lead to better communication with 


other stakeholders at government and industry levels. 


2.3.5b Responsive human resources management 


This section discusses the key human resources (HR) 
activities for the reporting year. The four result areas 
associated with this priority are: 


e A sustainable workforce 

e An enabling work environment 
e A productive workforce 

e Effective leadership 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving this result 


are discussed below. 


A sustainable workforce 

Creating a sustainable workforce is an exercise in 
balancing hiring with normal attrition resulting from 
retirements, resignations, and so on. Such a workforce 
allows the Agency to maintain the flexibility to respond 


to crises and changes in its priorities. 


One of the prime indicators of a sustainable workforce 
is the early identification of HR needs, in terms of the 
number of employees and their competencies. This year 
the Agency began to move toward integrating human 
resources and business planning to ensure that the 
organization has the right people in the right place at 


the right time to deliver effectively on its mandate. 


The CFIA’s primary business is that of a science-based 
regulator. Therefore, the Agency depends on maintaining 
a large contingent of highly trained specialists to carry 
out its work over the longer term. For 2004-05, CFIA 
carried out recruiting and outreach activities specifically 
designed to attract recent science graduates. These 
efforts were planned to meet the projected need for new 
staff, given the aging workforce and the number of 


expected retirements. 


In March 2.005, a collective agreement was reached 
between the Public Service Alliance of Canada (PSAC) 
and the Agency, which will ensure that Agency 
employees are compensated in a competitive manner. 


The Agency had 5900 employees as of March 31, 2005, 
representing a workforce growth of 1.8% over the 
previous year. The scientific, professional and technical 
community grew by 3.4%, outpacing overall growth. 


An enabling work environment 

In an enabling work environment, employees have 
adequate tools, training and support to do their jobs 
effectively. More specifically, such an environment is 
one that, among other things, offers adequate and timely 
training; promotes diversity; and ensures that processes 


and practices are in place to resolve issues. 


Performance Report 


Training is an important part of the Agency’s efforts to 
provide an enabling work environment. In 2004-05, the 
_ Agency invested $6.5 million in training and development, 


a slight increase over the previous year. 


It is important to be able to measure the relevance of 
this training. Current performance measures have 
focussed largely on training days and expenditures, but 
not on the results of training in terms of on-the-job 
performance. Accordingly, in 2004-05, the CFIA began 
an initiative to develop the capacity to measure the 
return on its investment in training and how it will 
contribute to enabling the Agency to fulfil its mandate. 
One element in this exercise will involve contacting 
staff and their managers, six to eight months after 
training has taken place, to determine how the training 
has affected on-the-job performance. This initiative 
will be implemented over two to three years. It will 
yield valuable information on the effectiveness of the 
CFIA’s training activities, including how to revise 


them as necessary. 


The Agency has made progress toward achieving a 
representative workforce — one that reflects the 
makeup of Canada’s population as a whole, in terms of 
identifiable groups. This is shown in Table 2.29, below. 


The Agency has increased its representation over last 
year in each of those four groups (i.e., women, visible 
minorities, persons with disabilities and Aboriginal 
people). However, the representation of visible 
minorities remains a challenge. The CFIA developed an 
Employment Equity Plan in 2003-04 to narrow the gaps 
in representation and to foster an environment that 
promotes and welcomes diversity. Results will be measured 
over time to assess progress toward this goal. In 2004—05, 
the Agency became compliant with the 12 statutory 
requirements of the Employment Equity Act. 


With respect to Official Languages, the Agency 
continued to maintain a balance that closely reflects the 


linguistic profile of Canadians. 


Fostering a productive workforce 
Two key characteristics of a productive workforce are 
low staff turnover (that is, high retention rates) and 


“organizational wellness” — a healthy workforce. 


In 2004-05, the Agency continued to measure its 
retention rate, which has remained fairly constant over 
the past five years. The statistics for this year showed 
that 83% of employees in 2002 have remained with the 


organization. A low turnover rate has an impact on the

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productivity of the Agency’s workforce, and reduces the 


need to provide training to new employees. 


In 2004-05, the Agency took steps to follow up on the 
results of an employee survey that had been carried 
out in 2003, and which covered many organizational- 
wellness issues. This survey paralleled an earlier 
2002 government-wide survey and allowed CFIA to 
compare its employees’ responses with those of 


public servants across Canada. 


The results of the survey were mixed. Responses of 
employees were positive in several respects, such as 
employee commitment to the success of the Agency and 
the fair treatment of employees within working units, 
regardless of race, colour, gender or disability. However, 
in a few areas they were slightly less positive than in 

the 2002 government-wide survey. Areas of concern 
included satisfaction with training and career development, 
communication with supervisors and senior management, 


and harassment and discrimination. 


In the fall of 2004, each branch developed an action 
plan to deal with the key issues that emerged from 
the survey. In 2006-07, the CFIA will re-survey its 
employees to assess the effectiveness of these plans. 


The Agency continued to highlight employee 
achievements in 2004—05. At a national awards 
ceremony, the President recognized 60 employees for 


their exceptional contributions to the organization. 


The Agency redesigned its HR Web site to allow 
employees and managers easy access to new and 
improved information and tools. These are expected 


to allow them to work more efficiently. 


Effective leadership 
For 2004-05, the Agency focussed on the three key 
HR activities that contribute to effective leadership: 


succession planning, training, and accountability. 


Succession planning is a key management activity that 
relates directly to ensuring a sustainable workforce 
(see above). Some 34.8% of CFIA executives and 

17.4% of its scientific professional and technical staff 
will be eligible to retire over the next five years. In 
2004-05, building on the results of a 2003 survey to 
identify the gaps in CFIA’s succession planning, branches 
produced succession plans for critical positions. These 
plans are expected to guide the Agency in recruiting, 
hiring and training the managers and staff that will be 
needed, before the end of the decade, to replace those 


lost to retirement and normal turnover. 


Appropriate training is essential to ensuring that senior 
managers and supervisory staff have the competencies 
they need to manage their programs and staff effectively. 
This year, the Agency designed training for new 
incoming managers on their obligations in key areas 
such as finance and HR management. Providing training 
to the CFIA’s management cadre has implications for 
the entire organization in terms of fostering a more 


motivated, productive workforce. 


In support of this priority, the CFIA completed its 
Values and Ethics code in 2004-05, and launched 
itin May 2005. The code is intended to guide all 
Agency employees in their day-to-day decision 
making and in their actions with others — both 
inside and outside the Agency. 
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The Agency continued quarterly reporting to identify 
organization-wide HR issues and to flag problem areas 
for management attention. In 2004-05, the Agency 
also initiated quarterly reports on key HR training 
performance indicators. These provide managers with 


important information on their training investment. 


The Agency continued to ensure that executives 
remain accountable for their performance through 
accountability agreements. In addition to documenting 
operational commitments, these agreements document 


commitments in managing human resources.“ 


2.3.5c Quality of service delivery 


The three key planned results associated with this 


priority are: 


e Enhanced effectiveness, efficiency and consistency 


in delivery of services 


e Integrated coordinated approach to consulting 
with stakeholders 


e Enhanced quality assurance, knowledge, practices 


and capabilities 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving these results 
are discussed below. As these three are interrelated, 


the discussion addresses them as one. 


In September 2003, the CFIA completed a comprehensive 
review of the Agency’s consistency in the delivery of 

its services across the country. This review identified 

a number of opportunities for improvement. A multi- 
year approach to improving the consistency of service 
delivery was developed, based on the results of the 
review. The approach includes modernizing legislation, 
regulations and policies, as required; updating procedure 
manuals; clarifying roles and responsibilities internally, 
and with external parties; updating and increasing 
training; and rationalizing and better coordinating 
internal and external mechanisms for review, audit 


and evaluation. 


The Agency also took steps to implement a quality 
management system that would apply to three broad areas 
of activity: inspection, cost recovery and investigation. 
Each will be subject to quality assurance (QA) verification, 
based on criteria such as consistency of delivery. As the 
activities for each commodity program are different 

(e.g., inspection requirements for beef slaughter plants 
differ from those for fertilizer plants), QA is tailored to 
each program. The Agency created a Quality Management 
Guidance team with representatives from all programs 


and area offices to manage this process. 


At the end of 2004-05, progress had been achieved in the 
following areas: meat slaughter and inspection activity; 
verification for fish, livestock feed, processed products, 
and plant protection; and policy distribution 


and understanding. 


In relation to the inspection activity verifications, the 
purpose was to assess consistency and overall quality, 
implement process management, and develop a core 
group of staff with expertise in applying modern process- 
management techniques. As of March 2005, the Agency 
had completed verification activities for fish-inspection 
facility compliance audits, as well as verification 
activities for processed products facility inspection. 
These verification activities identified various consistency 
issues and recommended actions for improvements. 
Operational and program representatives reviewed and 
accepted those recommendations during a workshop 

in March 2005. 


With respect to policy distribution and understanding, 
three areas for improvements were identified. First, 
access to program policies could be improved by locating 
all approved policies in one place. The Agency aims to 
complete this step by March 2006. Second, new, updated 
or amended policies have historically been distributed 
through the organizational structure and subsequently 
discussed with end users. A new process was initiated 

to make new or updated policies available twice yearly, 


through pre-established points of contact, along with

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active sessions to discuss and interpret the changes. 
Third, requests for clarification of policies will be 
handled through a formal process that will be similar 


for all programs. 


Finally, as part of its performance-measurement practices, 
in the future, the Agency will collect information on 
approved performance indicators. This information 
should demonstrate the extent to which efforts to 
improve the delivery of services have contributed to 
more effective, efficient and consistent delivery of 
services, an integrated coordinated approach to consulting 


with stakeholders, and stronger quality assurance. 


2.3.5d Stewardship 


The two key planned results associated with this 


priority are: 
¢ Improved financial accountability 


e Integrated capital asset planning and information 


systems 


The CFIA’s key activities related to achieving these 


results are discussed below. 


Improved financial accountability 

In 2004-05, significant efforts were devoted, at the 
strategic level, to aligning the existing financial coding 
with the new Treasury Board MRRS initiative. This 
initiative will improve the financial accountability of 
the Agency because, starting in 2005-06, the CFIA 
will be able to report on its planned and actual use 


of resources for each key program activity. 


To improve management information and enhanced 
corporate stewardship, the CFIA also continued to both 
promote the use of the web-based Manager’s Financial 
Toolkit (which was developed and implemented across 
the Agency in 2003-04), and to train managers to use it. 
This Toolkit provides managers with key budget, 


forecasting and accrual reports to help in decision 
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making. The Agency’s orientation course for new 
managers includes a module on the Toolkit, so that 


they will understand its purpose and how it works. 


The Treasury Board Active Monitoring Policy states 
that departments are responsible for ensuring that their 
programs and activities are well managed, and that 
suitable management practices and controls are in 

place and effective. To this end, each department must 
actively monitor its management practices and controls, 
and take early and effective remedial action in areas 
where significant deficiencies are encountered or 


improvements are needed. 


Consistent with this policy, the Agency reviews and 
monitors financial activities in several key areas such 

as salary, travel, hospitality, and financial delegation of 
authorities. These reviews examine both the effectiveness 
of financial controls over business processes, and the 
implementation of Treasury Board policies within the 
CFIA. As part of the review, the CFIA identified the need 
to improve forecasting and variance analysis of pay and 


non-pay expenditures. 


In addition, the Internal Audit Directorate carried out a 
series of audits to provide assurance that the controls in 
place to ensure compliance with policies and procedures 
were adequate and effective, and that an appropriate 
level of compliance existed. The three areas covered 

by the audits were: 


e Salary management 
e Procurement and contracting practices 
e Safeguarding moveable assets. 


The audits concluded that the Agency has effective 
management controls in place for all areas. Nonetheless, 
the audits noted that some controls and management 
practices could be strengthened. In all cases, 
management approved action plans to deal with the 


audit recommendations.

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Integrated capital asset planning and information 
systems 


In 2003-04, the CFIA began to establish integrated asset 


management planning, which has advanced considerably 


through the development of the Agency’s Long-Term 


Capital Plan (LTCP) for 2005-06 through 2009-10. The 


LTCP has since been completed, and submitted to and 
approved by the Treasury Board. Efforts have focussed 
on consolidating movable and fixed assets categories 
(e.g., real property, fleet, IM/IT, and scientific 
equipment), and on defining their specific linkages 

to corporate priorities. The LTCP also includes a 
comprehensive assessment of, and a prioritization 


plan for, the Agency’s capital expenditures. 


As part of the LTCP, the Agency is verifying its asset 
holdings, using a SAP Asset Module Interface. It has 
been working to integrate information systems to 


generate reports on its assets. 


In 2004-05, work continued on developing the IM/IT 
component of the Agency’s first Long-Term Capital 
Plan. Software systems are being explored to manage 
assets throughout their lifecycle, and to electronically 
verify informatics assets. Furthermore, the Agency 

is in the process of drafting an Asset Management 


and Disposal policy, and procedures for IT assets. 


Central to an improved governance regime for capital 
assets and investments has been the development of a 
Real Property Management Framework (RPMEF). The 
RPMF was launched in 2003-04 and is forecast to be 
completed in 2006-07. In 2004-05, a business diagnostic 
was performed to identify Real Property gaps and 
strategic outcomes, and to document and map initiatives 
(Phase I) while a work plan for implementing RPMF 

was developed (Phase II). Fundamental to the RPMF is the 
development of an information system. In 2003-04, 

the development of National Realty Information System 
began. However, the system has since been on hold 
pending studies for requirements. The CFIA continues 
to work on identifying information system requirements 


for real property.

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Major Regulatory Initiatives 


The CFIA enforces 39 sets of regulations related to 13 acts that form the Agency’s legislative mandate. There were numerous 
amendments being developed during 2004-05. Of those, three are considered major regulatory initiatives. When significant 
regulatory initiatives are proposed, a major cost-benefit analysis is completed. The proposed major regulatory initiatives are 
listed below. 


Enhanced Feed Ban Modifications to the existing feed ban regulations — such as removal of exemptions 
(Health of Animals Regulations and permitted practices of the current ban — were considered in 2004-05 to 
and Feeds Regulations) prevent the potential spread of bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE) to humans 


and other animals. In December 2004, the CFIA posted the proposed regulatory 
amendments in Canada Gazette, Part |. Consultations are continuing with all 
stakeholders on this regulatory initiative. 


Medicated Feeds Regulations New regulations are being developed under the Health of Animals Act that will 

(Health of Animals Act) regulate how feeds are manufactured and will implement manufacturing controls 
to ensure that finished products meet regulatory standards. Consultations with key 
stakeholders were held between March and May, 2004. The proposed regulatory 
is expected to be published in Canada Gazette, Part | in 2005. 


Mandatory Food Safety This regulatory amendment will enable the CFIA to provide more effective and 
Enhancement Program (FSEP) uniform means to verify compliance in the meat sector. The FSEP regulations will 
(Meat Inspection Act) come into force in December, 2005. 
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3.2 Assessment of

3.2.1 Management Representation 
Statement 


The Canadian Food Inspection Agency’s (CFIA) 
Performance Report for the year ending March 31, 2005, 
was prepared under the direction of the President of the 
CFIA and approved by the Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada. In accordance with the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency Act, this report also includes 
an assessment of the fairness and reliability of the 
performance information prepared by the Auditor 


General of Canada. 


This Performance Report provides a comprehensive, 
transparent and balanced picture of the Agency’s 
performance for fiscal year 2004—05. The full range of 
the Agency’s key results, activities and achievements are 
addressed. In addition, this report provides an overview 
of the ongoing risks and challenges faced by the CFIA, as 
well as the Agency’s role in supporting key Government 
of Canada priorities. As noted in this report, the CFIA 
continued to face challenges with two new cases of 
bovine spongiform encephalopathy discovered early in 
the year and in controlling the spread of the Emerald 
Ash Borer. 


CFIA management is responsible for the accuracy and 
completeness of the information presented in this 
Performance Report. To fulfil this responsibility, the 
CFIA maintains financial and management control 


systems and practices that provide reasonable assurance 


that the information presented is accurate and complete. 
Unless otherwise indicated, the data provided in this 
Performance Report was obtained from the CFIA’s 
manual or computerized information management 
systems. The Agency conducted a quality assurance 
process which confirmed that the information contained 
in this report agrees with supporting documentation 
derived from these systems. While many of these 
systems have not been subject to a recent audit, the 
performance information included in this report is 

the best information currently available and CFIA 
management considers it to be adequate for our 
purposes. Some of the performance information analysis 
provided in this report is based on management’s best 
estimates and judgments. The Agency will continue 

to improve its method of collecting performance 
information and in assessing the reliability of this 


information. 


The CFIA remains committed to ensuring that 
management has the information it needs to support 
planning, decision making and reporting. We anticipate 
that through our sustained efforts, and using the 
feedback contained in the assessment prepared by the 
Office of the Auditor General, the Agency’s performance 


reporting will continue to improve.

AUDITOR GENERAL’S ASSESSMENT 
of Performance Information in the 2004-05 Performance Report 


To the President of the Canadian Food Inspection Agency and 
the Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food 


Purpose and scope 

The Canadian Food Inspection Agency Act requires that the Auditor General annually assess the 
fairness and reliability of the performance information in the Agency's annual report, with respect 
to the annual and overall objectives established in its corporate business plan and its report on 
plans and priorities. As of 2004—05 the annual report is combined with the Agency’s performance 
report. 


My assessment is of the performance information contained in the 2004-05 Performance Report. 
However, | do not assess information referenced by Web site links and | do not assess or 
comment on the Agency’s actual performance. 


The corporate business plan and the performance information in the performance report are the 
responsibility of the Agency’s management. My responsibility is to provide an assessment report 
on the fairness and reliability of the performance information in the Agency's 2004-05 
Performance Report. To do so, | assessed the performance information against the criteria for 
fairness and reliability that were discussed with the Agency and are described in Annex 2. My 
assessment was conducted to a review level of assurance and was made in accordance with 
Canadian generally accepted standards for review engagements. Accordingly, it consisted 
primarily of enquiry, analytical procedures and discussion related to the performance information 
supplied to me by the Agency. An assessment to a review level of assurance does not constitute 
an audit and | do not express an audit opinion on the performance information. 


Conclusion 

My Office has annually assessed the Agency’s annual performance reports since 1998. In each 
of our annual assessments, we have called attention to weaknesses; the most critical being the 
absence of reporting against performance expectations. This is a serious weakness because 
without knowing what the Agency expects to accomplish, it is difficult to determine whether 
reported performance is good or bad. Reporting performance against clear and concrete targets 
provides the foundation to address other weaknesses. (See Annex 1 for more details.) 


The 2004-05 Performance Report provides useful information to Canadians about what the 
Agency has done. However, without reporting against performance expectations, it cannot be 
referred to as a fair and reliable report on the Agency's performance. In my assessment, fair and 
reliable reporting is defined as reporting in a manner that allows readers to rely on the 
performance information and to judge how well the Agency did against what it said it would do.

ANNEX 1 
Reporting Against Clear and Concrete Performance Expectations 


Performance information is meant to provide readers with a clear understanding of how well 
actual performance compared to planned performance. In most cases, the Agency’s performance 
information does not report against targets and timeframes, which makes it difficult to show how 
successful the year was. For example, the Agency sets the rates of industry's adoption of the 
hazard analysis and critical control process as an indicator of its performance. In its performance 
report, actual rates of adoption are reported without reference to any set targets. Therefore, it is 
difficult to understand if an actual rate (for example, 56 percent for meat establishments) is good 
or bad because there is no comparison to a concrete expectation (for example, 50 or 100 
percent). 


In its report on plans and priorities the Agency sets out what it intends to achieve over the next 
year. While the Agency has identified many performance indicators, against which it will report in 
its annual performance report, it has not clearly set targets for those indicators. In my assessment 
report last year, | noted that the Agency was focussing its efforts to develop stronger internal 
processes, including developing a performance management framework. 


During my assessment this year, | noted that the Agency continued to progress on several 
aspects of its performance management framework, including the development and refinement of 
indicators, the identification of data collection methods, and quarterly performance reporting. 
Each of these aspects is critical to the continued implementation of the performance management 
framework. However, | did not observe significant advancement in the development of targets for 
the various performance indicators. In my view, the Agency's main priority should be developing 
targets to lay the foundation for solid management reporting. A selection of these performance 
indicators and related targets could be included in the Agency’s performance report to 
demonstrate whether the Agency did what it said it would do. 


in telling a fair and reliable performance story that explains how actual performance compared to 
planned performance, the performance information should also include the following: 


e Sufficient explanation and analysis of the information to allow the reader to understand 
the meaning and significance of the performance information. 

¢ Accurate information with the basis for reliability appropriately disclosed. Any limitations 
or data quality issues should also be described. 

e Clear analysis of the risks and challenges to achieving the target rates of performance 
and strategies for dealing with performance that was not satisfactory. 


The Agency has included a response to my assessment in its performance report. The response 
outlines the Agency’s intended actions to address the weaknesses in its performance information. 
| am encouraged by the commitment to immediately implement several initiatives to continue to 
improve the performance management framework. | expect the Agency to deliver on this 
commitment and to significantly improve its performance report for 2005-06. 


ANNEX 2 
Criteria for the Assessment of Fairness and Reliability 
Office of the Auditor General 


The following criteria were developed to assess the fairness and reliability of the information 
about the Agency's performance with respect to the objectives in its corporate business plan. Two 
key issues were addressed: Has the Agency reported on its performance with respect to its 
objectives? Is that information fair and reliable? Performance information with respect to 
objectives is fair and reliable if it enables Parliament and the public to judge how well the entity or 
program in question is performing against the objectives it set out to accomplish. 


RELEVANT The performance information reports in context, tangible, and important 
accomplishments against objectives and costs. 


MEANINGFUL The performance information tells a clear performance story, describing 
expectations and benchmarks against which performance is compared. 


ATTRIBUTABLE The performance information demonstrates, in a reasonable fashion, why the 
program made a difference. 


ACCURATE The performance information adequately reflects the facts, to an appropriate 
level of accuracy. 


BALANCED A representative yet clear picture of the full range of performance is presented, 
which does not mislead the reader.

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3.2.3 CFIA Response to the Auditor 
General’s assessment 


The Canadian Food Inspection Agency’s (CFIA) 
Performance Report provides a comprehensive picture 
of the activities and results achieved by the CFIA. The 
report contains performance information on the five 
Agency strategic outcomes and high level expectations 
for each. This information is presented in accordance 
with Treasury Board’s guidelines for good performance 
reporting, including the need for accurate, balanced 


and transparent information. 


The CFIA is confident that this report contains fair and 
reliable information. However, the Agency acknowledges 
the Auditor General’s opinion that more and clearer 


targets would improve its performance story. 


The CFIA will continue to dedicate significant effort 

to fully implement its Performance Management 
Framework in the coming months. This framework will 
more clearly set out measurable expectations and targets 


for CFIA’s performance, and for the sectors it regulates. 


The CFIA will set expectations and targets for the 
remaining months of 2005-06 and report on performance 
against these targets in its 2005-06 Performance Report. 
In addition, in its 2006-07 Report on Plans and 
Priorities, which will be tabled in Parliament in April 
2006, the CFIA will continue to clarify expectations for 
its key strategic objectives in measurable terms, and to 
set clear targets for its key activities and programs, as 


well as for relevant regulated sectors. 


In these undertakings, the CFIA will provide periodic 
progress reports to the Office of the Auditor General. 


We trust that these efforts will contribute to further 
enhance the Performance Report and will address the 
concerns of the Auditor General on reporting against 


performance expectations. 
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3.3 Financial Performance 


Financial Overview 

The following narrative and tables are presented to 
provide an overview of the CFIA’s 2004-05 approved 
resources, utilization of resources and comparative 


information with prior years. 


CFIA’s spending increased by approximately $92.3 million 
or 20 percent from the previous fiscal year (from 

$468.1 million in 2003-04 to $560.4 million in 2004-05). 
This increase is primarily due to incremental funding for 
the following items: $63.7 million in statutory funding 
for compensation payments for the Avian Influenza 
outbreak; $23.6 million for Canada’s continued response 


to Bovine Spongiform Encephalopathy (BSE); $5.4 million 


for the Plum Pox Virus Eradication initiative; $3.5 million 
in statutory authorities; and $2.7 million for various 
smaller initiatives and collective bargaining. This was 
offset by the transfer of $8.7 million in resources to 

the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA). 


Overall in 2004-05, the CFIA had unexpended 
resources totaling $31.8 million. The operating lapse of 
$21.7 million related primarily to unexpended funding 
for the following initiatives: $7.4 million related to the 
Agricultural Policy Framework; $5.8 million related to 
BSE; $2.7 million of Public Security and Anti-Terrorism 
funding; $1.6 million of Canadian Biotechnology 
Strategy funding; and $1.1 million related to the Plum 
Pox Virus funding. The Agency also had $10.1 million 


of unexpended resources in major capital funding.

The management of the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (the "Agency") is responsible for the

Authority and purposes: 


The Canadian Food Inspection Agency (the “Agency") was established, effective April 1, 1997, 
under the Canadian Food Inspection Agency Act. The Act consolidates all federally mandated 
food and fish inspection services and federal animal and plant health activities into a single 
agency. 


The Agency is a departmental corporation named in Schedule II to the Financial Administration 
Act and reports to Parliament through the Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food. 


The mandate of the Agency is to enhance the effectiveness and efficiency of federal inspection 
and related services for food and animal and plant health. The objectives of the Agency are to 
contribute to a safe food supply and accurate product information; to contribute to the continuing 
health of animals and plants; and to facilitate trade in food, animals, plants, and related products. 


The Agency is responsible for the administration and enforcement of the following acts: 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Administrative Monetary Penalties Act, Canada Agricultural Products 
Act, Canadian Food Inspection Agency Act, Feeds Act, Fertilizers Act, Fish Inspection Act, Health 
of Animals Act, Meat Inspection Act, Plant Breeders’ Rights Act, Plant Protection Act, and Seeds 
Act. 


In addition, the Agency is responsible for enforcement of the Consumer Packaging and Labeling 
Act and the Food and Drugs Act as they relate to food. The Agency is also responsible for the 
administration of the provisions of the Food and Drugs Act as they relate to food, except those 
provisions that relate to public health, safety, or nutrition. 


The Minister of Health remains responsible for establishing policies and standards relating to the 
safety and nutritional quality of food sold in Canada. The Minister of Health is also responsible for 
assessing the effectiveness of the Agency's activities related to food safety. 


Operating and capital expenditures are funded by the Government of Canada through budgetary 
lapsing authorities. Compensation payments under the Health of Animals Act and the Plant 
Protection Act and employee benefits are authorized by separate statutory authorities. Revenues 
received through the conduct of its operations are deposited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
and are available for use by the Agency. 


The financial transactions of the Agency are processed through the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 
The Agency does not have its own bank account. The Agency's cash entitlements represent the 
amount that the Agency is entitled to withdraw from the Consolidated Revenue Fund, without 
further authority, in order to discharge its liabilities.

2. Significant accounting policies: 


The financial statements are prepared in accordance with Canadian generally accepted 
accounting principles as required under Section 31 of the Canadian Food Inspection Agency Act. 
Significant accounting policies are as follows: 


(a) Parliamentary appropriations: 


The Agency is mainly financed by the Government of Canada through parliamentary 
appropriations. Parliamentary appropriations provided and used for operating expenditures 
as well as those for capital expenditures are recorded directly to Equity of Canada. 


(b) Revenue recognition: 


Revenues for fees, permits and certificates are recognized in the accounts based on the 
services provided in the year. 


Funds received from external parties for specified purposes are recorded upon receipt as 
deferred revenue. Revenue from external parties for specified purposes is recognized in the 
period in which the related expenses are incurred. 


(c) Consumable supplies: 


Consumable supplies consisting of laboratory materials, supplies and livestock are recorded 
at cost. The cost of the consumable supplies is charged to operations in the period in which 
the items are consumed. 


(d) Property, plant and equipment: 


Property, plant and equipment are recorded at historical cost or management's estimated 
historical cost less accumulated amortization. Amortization is provided on a straight-line basis 
over the estimated useful lives of the assets as follows:

Amounts included in assets under construction are transferred to the appropriate asset 
classification when completed and in use. These amounts are then amortized according to the 


Agency's policy.

(e) Employee future benefits: 


(i) Pension benefits: 


The Agency's eligible employees participate in the Public Service Pension Plan administered 
by the Government of Canada. Both the employees and the Agency contribute to the cost of 
the Plan. The Agency's contributions are expensed during the year in which the services are 
rendered and represent the total pension obligation of the Agency. 


The Agency is not required under present legislation to make contributions with respect to 
actuarial deficiencies of the Public Service Pension Plan. 


(ii) Severance benefits: 


Eligible employees are entitled to severance benefits, as provided for under labor contracts 
and conditions of employment. The cost of these benefits is accrued as employees render the 
services necessary to earn them. These costs are calculated using information derived from 
the results of the actuarially-determined liability for employee severance benefits for the 
Government as a whole. 


Employee severance benefits on cessation of employment represent obligations of the 
Agency that are normally funded through parliamentary appropriations when the benefits are 
paid. 

(iii) Other future benefit plans 

The federal government sponsors a variety of other future benefit plans from which 
employees and former employees can benefit during or after employment or upon retirement. 


The Public Service Health Care Plan and the Pensioners’ Dental Service Plan represent the 
two major future benefit plans available to the Agency’s employees. 


The Agency does not pay for these programs as they fall under the federal government’s 
financial responsibilities, but the Agency records its share of the annual benefits paid under 
these programs as a service provided without charge by other government departments. No 
amount is recorded in the Agency's financial statements with regard to the actuarial liability of 
these programs at year end nor in the annual increase of such liabilities. 


Vacation pay: 


Vacation pay is expensed as the benefits accrue to employees under their respective terms of 
employment. 


The liability for vacation pay is calculated at the salary levels in effect at the end of the year for 
all unused vacation pay benefits accruing to employees. 


Vacation pay liability payable on cessation of employment represents obligations of the 
Agency that are normally funded through parliamentary appropriations when the benefits are 
paid.

(g) Services provided without charge by other Government departments: 


Estimates of amounts for employee benefits, accommodation and other services provided 
without charge by other Government departments are recorded as operating and 
administrative expenses by the Agency. A corresponding amount is credited directly to Equity 
of Canada. 


(h) Measurement uncertainty: 


The preparation of financial statements in accordance with Canadian generally accepted 
accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect 
the reported amounts of assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the 
reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Employee 
severance benefits, contingencies, the valuation of property, plant and equipment and 
amortization are the most significant iterms where estimates are used. Actual amounts could 
differ from the current estimates. These estimates are reviewed annually and as adjustments 
become necessary, they are recognized in the financial statements in the period in which they 
become known. 


3. Parliamentary appropriations: 


The Agency receives the majority of its funding through parliamentary appropriations, which is 
based primarily on cash flow requirements. Items recognized in the statement of operations and 
the statement of Equity of Canada in one year may be funded through parliamentary 
appropriations in prior and future years. Accordingly, the Agency has different net results of 
operations for the year on a government funding basis than on a Canadian generally accepted 
accounting principles basis. These differences are reconciled below.

6. Employee future benefits: 
(a) Pension benefits: 


The Agency and ail eligible employees contribute to the Public Service Pension Plan. This pension 
plan provides benefits based on years of service and average earnings at retirement. The benefits 
are fully indexed to the increase in the Consumer Price Index. The Agency's contributions to the 
Public Service Pension Plan for the year totaled $ 44,070,000 (2004 - $ 43,244,000). The ratio of 
employer to employee contributions toward the Public Service Pension Plan is 2.6:1 (2004 — 
2.6:1). 

(b) Severance benefits: 

The Agency provides severance benefits to its employees based on years of service and final 
Salary. This benefit plan is not pre-funded and thus has no assets, resulting in a plan deficit equal 


to the accrued benefit obligation. Information about the plan, measured as at March 31, are as 
follows:

(c) Other future benefit plans: 


The Agency's share of benefits paid during the year for other future benefit plans and various 
provincial payroll taxes totaled $25,618,000 (2004 - $25,066,000) for its employees. The Public 
Service Health Care Plan and the Pensioners’ Dental Service Plan account for a significant 
portion of these costs. This amount is reflected as a component of salaries and employee benefits 
expense in the statement of operations and as part of services provided without charge by other 
Government departments in the statement of Equity of Canada.

Equity of Canada: 


The Equity of Canada balance of $59,667,000 (2004 - $87,466,000) as at March 31 has been 
established by deducting $120,824,000 (2004 - $92,874,000), representing expenditures incurred 
by the Agency in the current and prior years for which parliamentary funding has yet to be voted. 
Significant components of these expenditures requiring future funding are employee severance 
benefits, vacation pay and pay retroactivity. These are normally funded through parliamentary 
appropriations only as they are paid. 


Compensation payments: 


The Health of Animals Act and the Plant Protection Act allow for the Minister, via the Agency, to 
compensate owners of animals and plants destroyed pursuant to the Acts. During the year, 
compensation payments incurred pursuant to the Health of Animals Act totaled $72,659,000 
(2004 - $8,920,000). These payments pertained to the following diseases:

9. Related party transactions: 


The Agency is related in terms of common ownership to all Government of Canada departments, 
agencies and Crown corporations. The Agency enters into transactions with these entities in the 
normal course of business and on normal trade terms applicable to all individuals and enterprises. 
In addition, the Agency has several agreements with Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada related to 
the operation of its finance and administrative systems and some administrative activities with 
Health Canada related to the operations and maintenance of the Winnipeg Laboratory. 


Also, during the year, the Agency received utilities, services and accommodation which were 
obtained without charge from other Government departments and agencies; the value of these 
services aggregated about $48,018,000 (2004 - $48,815,000). 


The total value of services provided by related parties, including services provided without charge 
totaled $107,246,000 (2004 - $104,160,000) and are included as expenditures in the Statement of 
Operations.

(b) The Agency is a defendant in certain cases of pending and threatened litigation which arose 
in the normal course of operations. The total determinable amount of claims has been 
estimated at $370 million (2004 - $258 million). The current best estimate of the amount likely 
to be paid in respect of these claims and potential claims has been recorded. Management 
believes that final settlement will not have a material adverse effect on the financial position or 
results of operations of the Agency. . 


(c) During the year, the Agency continued to conduct environmental assessment of its potentially 


contaminated sites and carried out remedial actions where required. Remedial costs incurred 
during the year totaled $235,000. The amount has been recorded as an expense in the 


Statement of Operations. 


(d) The Agency does not carry insurance on its property. This is in accordance with the 
Government of Canada policy of self insurance.

The Estimates Documents

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A Unique Role 


The Board is the first and only civilian body in the world that reviews military 
grievances. In its role as an administrative tribunal, it conducts objective, transparent and 
independent reviews of grievances, with due respect to fairness and equity for each 
member of the Canadian Forces (CF), regardless of rank or position. It ensures that the 
rights of military personnel are considered fairly throughout the process and that the 
Board’s own Members act in the best interest of parties concerned. Ultimately, it is part 
of the Board’s long-term objective to contribute to the improved working conditions for 
CF members to have a positive effect on morale, and to instil confidence in the 
effectiveness and fairness of the improved grievance process. 


The Board is a civilian administrative tribunal with quasi-judicial powers. To fully 
examine all information that could be relevant to a grievance, if it appears necessary, the 
Board can conduct hearings, summon civilian or military witnesses, and compel them to 
give oral or written evidence. 


The Board reports its findings and recommendations to both the CDS and the grievor. Its 
recommendations may deal not only with the grievance itself, but with potential systemic 


changes that could alleviate a problem or issue forces-wide.

Review of Canadian Forces grievances referred by the Chief of Defence Staff 


Context and Operating Environment 


Factors that affect the time it takes to resolve a grievance - The Lamer Report 
recommended that grievances should be answered within 12 months from the time the 
grievance is submitted to the Commanding Officer (CO) to the time the Chief of the 
Defence Staff (CDS) renders his decision. The Board agrees that this is reasonable and 
works towards this deadline. 


However, the Board must also deal with factors beyond its control that affect its ability to 
meet the deadline. These factors include: 


« The expediency with which a grievance is examined by the Initial Authority; 


« The expediency with which a grievance is referred to the Board by the CDS once 
it is at that level and the expediency with which he examines the CFGB’s findings 
and recommendations; 


« The complexity of a grievance. Many grievances can be very complex, requiring 
Board staff to conduct more research and gather additional information; 


« The promptness with which the Board receives a response from parties from 
whom it has requested additional information; 


« The number of Board Members at any given time. 


The Board’s primary duty is to evaluate each grievance using the necessary steps for 
preparing a fair and transparent review. In doing so, the Board must also assess the 12- 
month standard against external factors, such as procedural fairness, disclosure or public 
hearings—all of which can add time to the review process. 


Since its creation in 2000, the Board has developed mechanisms that have enabled it to 
expedite the review process. These mechanisms fall into three key areas: 


« Increased procedural efficiency; 
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- Anestablished databank of precedents; 
- An ongoing record of quality findings and recommendations. 
Consolidating Knowledge and Gaining Ground 


Over the past four and a half years, the Canadian Forces Grievance Board has been 
building on its expertise and body of knowledge. Now with some history behind it, it is 
better equipped to assess its workflow and conduct its business more efficiently. For 
example, each year has seen the Board steadily increase its production and closure rate. 
In 2004, it completed more cases than it received for that period, making it the most 
productive year to date. This increase in productivity results from a number of process 
changes introduced to increase efficiency, but the talent and dedication of the Board’s 
employees and Members have also been major factors. 


External Communications 


External communications continues to be a priority for the Board. The results of an 
environmental analysis show that there exist degrees of confusion concerning the role of 
the different players who deal with grievance cases or complaints. The CFGB has been 
aware that its contribution to the overall grievance process is not known or understood as 
it should be among members of the military and various stakeholders. 


By 2004, as internal priorities were realized, the Board was able to devote more time to 
communications initiatives. Among the most direct and rewarding have been the 
increasing number of visits to CF bases, where both Board Members and staff were able 
to speak, and hear first-hand questions and comments from the well-attended audiences 
of military personnel

Reducing our inventory of grievance cases 


In its first fiscal year of operations, the Board inherited a backlog of 177 cases from the 
former CF grievance system’. Over the years, the Board continued to receive grievances 
predating 2000 for a total number of 292, of which 283 have now been completed (Data 
as of May 18, 2005) . This backlog, coupled with the additional cases it received each 
year (100-150) has made attaining a steady state difficult. In August 2003, the Board 
submitted to the Minister of National Defence an operational plan that it developed in 
consultation with the CF. The sole objective of the plan was to deal with the inventory of 
cases that the Board had received on or before December 31, 2003, which constituted the 
bulk of the Board’s work for 2004-05. In 2004-05, the Board began with an inventory of 
265 active cases and completed 169 grievance cases; up from 152 cases in 2003-04.

An Effective Management Tool - Case Management and Time Tracking System 


The Board’s main activity is to review grievances and issue findings and 
recommendations to the CDS. At the heart of its operations is the Case Management and 
Time Tracking System (CMTTS), a system that serves a double purpose. As a 
management tool it provides timely results based performance information and enables 
the organization to promptly measure its effectiveness and productivity. For example, a 
work flow of tasks gives the progression on grievance files, including the projected 
completion of a grievance file, and the time spent on a file at each step of the grievance 
review process. At any point in time, management and statistical reports can be obtained 
on all facets of operations to be used for decision making. The system allows the Board 
to capture the resources, both human and financial, associated with the process. 


Throughout 2004, the Board finalized its Results Based Management Accountability 
Framework (RMAB), which is now aligned and linked to its Management Resources and 
Results Structure in which relevant information on results will be gathered to assess

The Board is a knowledge-based organization requiring specialized expertise to review 
grievances in a military context. As a result, employees are its key resource, most notably 
in operations. In 2004—05, it implemented a staffing strategy to ensure that it had a 
sufficient number of qualified human resources to fulfil its mandate. The Board nurtures 
in-house expertise through mentoring and training programs, learning frameworks for 
professional development, and a variety of knowledge-sharing activities for its staff and 
Members. The Board recognizes that it has to sensitize its employees to the military 
culture and to this end organized a series of exchanges with key stakeholders throughout 
the year. As Board Members and employees learn more about the CF and its 
environment, they can bring a more informed perspective to their work. 


An ongoing activity at the Board has been to build on its knowledge management; over 
the year, a database of Board recommendations and CDS decisions was finalized and a 
reporting model was developed that produces analyses on the internal precedents the 
Board has accumulated. Reinforcing our knowledge using the information that has been 
input into the Board’s Case Management and Time Tracking System (CMTTS) and the 
application of that knowledge is also critical to its effectiveness. The use of the model 
increases efficiency by identifying similar cases occurring under similar circumstances, 


which improves the consistency and timeliness of its findings and recommendations. The 
beauty of this system is that it is also a critical tool for creating, managing and leveraging 
knowledge. It enables employees to access case-related information, search a database for 
precedents, e.g. Board findings and recommendations, CDS decisions and case 
summaries, as well as conduct impact analyses of decisions rendered by the CDS.

Reaching Out 


In 2004, the Board decided to step up its efforts in implementing its external 
communications strategy, developed to better inform Board stakeholders about its role 
within the grievance review process. To this end, a series of presentations and visits took 
place over the course of the year. For example, the Chairperson met with several key 
players within DND and the CF — the new Minister of National Defence (appointed in 
June 2004), the CDS and the new Vice Chief of the Defence Staff (VCDS) (appointed in 
September 2004). 


The Chairperson also gave presentations to the Military Law Section of the Canadian 
Bar Association and the Armed Forces Council, and participated in a field study 
exercise organized by the National Security Studies Course at the Canadian Forces 
College. It involved visits to the North American Aerospace Defence Command 
(NORAD), the United Nations (UN) and the Pentagon, and included exposure to 
planning sessions on military strategies, diplomatic perspectives and international 
defence issues. In February 2005, the Chair participated in another field study in 
Brussels and Geneva, where she gave a presentation to students of the National Security 
Studies Course (NSSC) N° 7. The real benefit of these events was the opportunity for 
the Chairperson to meet with key senior military officials and exchange on the military 
culture and operations which in turn translates into valuable knowledge and insight 
shared with Board employees. 


Other outreach activities in 2004 included a presentation by the Director, Grievance 
Analysis and Operations, to the investigative staff from the Office of the Ombudsman. 
To further their training and understanding of military culture, the Operations Sector 
attended a one day session at the Canadian Forces Leadership and Recruit School in 
Saint-Jean, Quebec. This afforded an opportunity for both organizations to learn from 
one another and share views on issues of mutual concern. Other outreach activities 
included trips by Board Members and employees to Esquimalt and Halifax, where they 
met with members of the Canadian Forces during base tours and where the Vice- 
Chairperson gave presentations at two Town Halls. 


Overall performance II 
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The Board will continue to actively pursue opportunities to reach out to different 
stakeholders. It is becoming better known within DND and the CF, but it must continue 
raising its profile through better communications. The aim of its outreach is to 
demonstrate that the Board does make a difference to grievors and non-grievors alike in 
the CF and to help dispel some of the confusion about its role in contrast to those of 
other oversight mechanisms.

The Canadian Forces Grievance Board has to deliver on a challenging and unique 
mandate, namely the fair and expeditious review of military grievances. The efforts 
required to achieve its key results demand that sound management practices are in place 
to support it in this role. This includes ensuring that the Board has the tools necessary to 
measure, monitor, evaluate and report on its performance results at many levels. 


Acquiring the proper management tools to achieve this has been in development for some 
time. Throughout 2004, for example, the Board did considerable work to refine and 
finalize its Results Based Management Accountability Framework (RMAF). The RMAF 
is now aligned and linked to the Board’s Management Resources and Results Structure 
(MRRS) and includes the Board’s governance structure, its Results Chain and a 
performance measurement and reporting strategy, all of which are aligned with the 
Board’s strategic outcomes. Also included are the enabling activities that support the 
Board’s main activity and purpose. It also spells out the performance indicators and the 
ways in which relevant information on results will be gathered to assess organizational 
performance. 


The Board proceeded with a management review of the Finance & Procurement functions 
(process and procedures); a pay review, a Threat and Risk Assessment; a review of its 
administrative procedures; a mid-program evaluation and benefited from the results of 
the audit conducted by the Office of the Privacy Commissioner. All these have allowed 
the Board to identify needs, strategies and areas for improvement and developed 
appropriate action plans. 


Beyond the System - Employee Performance Management System 


In 2004, the Board piloted its Employee Performance Management System (EPMS) 
developed in consultation with employees and union representatives. Considerable work 
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has been done with regard to performance and standards, as well as competencies. 
Nonetheless, some adjustments are required in order to better align individual work to 
organizational objectives and harmonize the EPMS with the performance and results-

While the CDS does provide decisions in relation to Board recommendations that will

The Board had its formative evaluation conducted by an external firm (Goss Gilroy Inc.). 
The evaluation covers the period from the Board’s initial establishment in June 2000 to 
the end of FY2004-2005. The purpose of this formative evaluation was to provide 
information to the management of the CFGB to guide their decision-making, to enhance 
their ability to report on the CFGB’s progress, and to identify areas for improvement.

Evidence for this evaluation was collected from an extensive review of documents and 
the CFGB’s administrative database, interviews with Board Members, managers, staff, 
and external stakeholders (including the Chief of Defence Staff, Vice Chief of Defence 
Staff, Canadian Forces Military Careers, Director of Canadian Forces Grievance 
Authority, and lawyers), and focus groups with CFGB staff. One limitation of the present 
evaluation is that there were no grievors interviewed or surveyed. Part of the evaluation 
strategy was originally to have information from a survey of grievors available; however, 
the survey was not implemented in time to be included in the formative evaluation as the 
Board was dealing with cases that were from the previous system and reducing its 
backlog. As the Board is reaching its steady-state of operations, it will be implementing a 
systematic collection system in its 2005-06 plans. 


Based on the findings outlined in the report, the following are some extracts of the 
conclusions and recommendations. 


Conclusions 
Rationale and Relevance 


CFGB’s operations are consistent with its mandate and are appropriately focused on 
achieving its intended outcomes. The ultimate strategic outcome expected is that the 
recommendations of the CFGB are implemented in the Canadian Forces and lead to 
improvements in the conditions of work. The vast majority of CFGB findings and 
recommendations were indeed endorsed by the CDS, and those that weren’t are said to 
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have nevertheless been useful and taken into account in CF policy reviews, including the 
impact of recommendations on improving conditions of work in the Canadian Forces at 
the systemic level. Evidence indicated that other factors beyond the control of the CFGB 
may limit the potential impact of the recommendations. 


Design and Delivery 


The evaluation team found clear evidence of the flexibility and dedication of the CFGB 
managers and staff to continuously improve the Board’s design to ensure that it functions 
effectively and meets its targets. 


Cost-effectiveness 


The CFGB has adopted an appropriate iterative approach to developing its grievance 
review process. In clearing the backlog of cases, the Board is viewed as having 
maintained an appropriate balance between the quality and the timeliness of the 
production of findings and recommendations. 


Success 


The CFGB has essentially succeeded in eliminating the backlog of cases it inherited at 
the start, and is now entering a steady-state of operations. Indications from the 
performance measurement data are that the CFGB is progressing towards a more efficient 
processing of grievances, the time spent per case having steadily diminished.

- That the CFGB continue to engage in the active promotion of its role and mandate 
to members of the Canadian Forces. 


- That the CFGB finalize and implement its new system to systematically collect

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Alerting the CDS to systemic issues 


By the end of its first fiscal year, the Board realized that there were grievances reflective 
of recurrent issues, caused by rules and regulations appropriate for the military 
workplace, but not adjusted to address changing working conditions—let alone changing 
social mores. 


It is important to keep in mind that in the military environment, rules and regulations 
must of necessity be followed rigidly. Adjusting employment policies to address 
variations is therefore much more onerous than it is in the private sector. 


The Board’s mandate, however, does place it in an ideal position to identify systemic 
problems. Its full-time focus on grievances, its in-depth analysis of every case, its 
grievance-tracking systems, its ability to investigate all aspects of the apparent cause of a 
particular grievance, and its ever-growing library of precedents make it easy to recognize 
when certain types of grievances seem to be clustering around a systemic stumbling 
block.

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The following cases illustrate the types of recurring issues that the Board has 
recommended for further investigation, and describe the CDS’ responses. 


Acting Rank/Pay 


The Board’s findings and recommendations 


The Board issued findings and recommendations on this issue in several grievances. In its 
findings submitted to the CDS, the Board stated that it is unfair to have members perform without 
receiving the pay associated with the rank of the position they fill. 


The CDS’s response 


e The CDS has in all instances responded positively by fully or partially upholding the 
grievance. 


e Inresponse to the Board’s systemic recommendation that the CDS clarify when exceptions to 
the Acting Rank policy should be granted, the CDS has ordered a review of the Acting Rank 
policy (which includes the AWSE policy). 


e Healso directed that certain grievors be granted the acting rank that they sought, even 
though they did not satisfy all of the criteria specified in CF policies. In these cases, the 
grievors lacked the formal training qualifications required for the rank of the positions that 
they filled temporarily.

Submarine Specialty Allowance (SUBSPA) 


The Board’s findings and recommendations 


The Board issued findings and recommendations in nine separate grievances, all dealing with 
entitlement to be paid the SUBSPA. Unfortunately, as a result of the explicit regulatory criteria, 
the Board has been unable to recommend to the CDS that he grant the SUBSPA to any of these 
grievors. However, the Board is very cognizant of the inherent unfairness and inequity of the 
current system and the negative effect that it must undoubtedly have on the morale of affected 
members. 


The CDS’s response 


e Inline with the findings of the Board, the CDS has consistently denied grievances related to 
entitlement to SUBSPA for those in shore-based, non-designated positions. 


e Hehas acknowledged that the current SUBSPA framework is a source of dissatisfaction for 
submariners and that more positions merit designation than the current cap allows. 


e Hehas reported that a review of the SUBSPA system is actively under way, but declined to 
make any changes to the current system until he has received the results of this review. 
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Recovery of an Overpayment — Write-off of a Debt 
The Board’s findings and recommendations 


The Board has dealt with two cases in particular that related to pay rates where overpayments 
were made due to an error outside of the CF members’ control. 


In both cases, the CF told the grievors that the overpayment must be recovered, which in turn 
gave rise to the grievances. The Board found that the relevant legislation was clear: (subsection 
155(3) of the Financial Administration Act, and Article 203.04 of the QR & O with respect to the 
recovery of money by the Crown): Overpayments must be recovered by the CF. Therefore, the 
Board recommended that the CDS deny the grievances. 


The CDS’s response 


e Although CF members are responsible for ensuring that their pay is correct, the Acting CDS 
considered the change in the grievor’s situation was initiated by the CF, and that the grievor 
did question the accuracy of his pay. 


e In both cases, the CDS and Acting CDS directed the ADM (Fin CS) to explore the feasibility 
of a submission to the Governor in Council through Treasury Board to seek remission of the 
debts. 


e The Acting CDS also directed the ADM (Fin CS) to explore the feasibility of amending the 
National Defence Act and the Canadian Forces Superannuation Act (CFSA) to adopt a 
standardized and comprehensive approach for authorities to deal with the recovery of 
overpayments. 


Base Shelter Value (BSV) 


The Board’s findings and recommendations 


In two cases, the Board determined that the BSV had been correctly calculated, and therefore 
recommended denial of the grievance. In terms of systemic changes that could prevent future 
grievances, it also noted that the CF could have given better information about the factors that 
would affect the claimants. The Board suggested that CF authorities fully publicize and explain in 
detail any consequences of changes to Quality of Life policies, particularly those involving 
changes to the implementation of housing and living allowances. 


The CDS’s response 


e The CDS agreed and directed the ADM (HR-Mil) and the ADM (Infrastructure and 
Environment) to consider these broader recommendations and report the results to him.

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Rates of Pay on Transfer to the Regular Force from the Reserve Force 
The Board’s findings and recommendations 


A number of grievances clustered around the issue of pay changes that occur when a grievor has 
been transferred from Reserve Force to the Regular Force. In three of four cases, the Board 
found that the grievor’s claim should be granted. 


The CDS’s response 


Among the Board’s recommendations related to particular aspects of these cases, the CDS 
agreed with the following recommendations and asked the ADM (HR-Mil) to consider the Board’s 
findings that: 


e anexisting study team consider the merits of a single-entry pay regulation with a broader 
scope and more flexibility to adapt pay to past qualifications and that experience or merit be 
considered; 


e the CF adjust its administrative procedures and documents to distinguish between transfer 
and enrolment, in conformity with the National Defence Act, both in official documents and in 
internal procedures; 


e the CDS take measures to complete the review of the Canadian Forces pay structure and 
regulations that deal with vested rights and former service (which the CDS had directed in 
January 2002 in relation to a similar case).

SECTION IV — OTHER ITEMS OF INTEREST 
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The Grievance System - A Two-Level Process 


Level I: Review by the Initial Authority (within the Canadian Forces) 


A common misconception about the Canadian Forces grievance procedure is that a grievor can 
submit a grievance directly to the Board. In fact, the process begins not with the Board, but with 
the grievor's Commanding Officer (CO): 


e Step 1: The grievor submits the grievance to his or her CO. 


e Step 2: If the CO cannot act as the Initial Authority, he submits the grievance to 
someone who can act as the IA, i.e. the next superior officer having the responsibility to 
deal with the matter. If the grievor is satisfied with the Initial Authority's decision, the 
grievance process ends there. 


Level Il: Review by the Chief of the Defence Staff 


Grievors who are dissatisfied with the Initial Authority’s decision or where an initial authority 
other than the Chief of the Defence Staff does not determine a grievance within the period 
required, the grievor may request that the initial authority submit the grievance to the Chief of 
the Defence Staff for consideration and whose decision is the final stage in the grievance 
process. 


Grievors initiate this second level of review as follows: 
e« Step 1: They submit their request for a second level of review. 


« Step 2: For those grievances that fall within the Board’s mandate, the DGCFGA 
(Director General, Canadian Forces Grievance Authority) forwards the grievor’s file (on 
behalf of the CDS) to the Canadian Forces Grievance Board. 


The Board’s Procedural Response 


When the Board's Registrar receives the grievor's file from the DGCFGA, the Board will send a 
letter of acknowledgement to the grievor, and in accordance with the rules of procedural 
fairness, will disclose to the grievor the information the file contains. The Board will also invite 
the grievor to submit additional information related to the case. In addition, should the Board 
deem it necessary; it can hold formal hearings and call witnesses. Should the Board acquire 
new information, it will be disclosed to the grievor. 


Processing the Grievance 


A grievance officer conducts an in-depth analysis, which may involve a lawyer, following which 
the assigned Board Member develops the final findings and recommendations. These are 
subsequently forwarded simultaneously to both the grievor and the CDS. The CDS, who may 
accept or reject the Board’s findings and recommendations, will communicate the decision(s) 
directly to the grievor, with a copy sent to the Board. If the CDS chooses to disagree with the 


Board, the reason(s) must be set out in the decision(s).

The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of funds.

Minister’s message 


I am pleased to submit to Parliament and Canadians the Canadian Grain 
Commission’s (CGC) Departmental Performance Report for the fiscal year 
2004-2005. This report details how the CGC used its resources from April 1, 
2004 to March 31, 2005 to regulate grain handling and establish and 
maintain grain standards, while protecting the interests of producers and 
ensuring a dependable commodity for domestic and export markets. 


Canada is known around the world for the quality, reliability, consistency and safety of its grain 
exports. These are key factors in permitting Canadian exporters to market effectively in today’s 
highly competitive and constantly evolving international grain markets. 


This competitive advantage is enhanced through elements of the Agricultural Policy Framework 
(APF) which aims to brand Canada as the best in the world in terms of food safety, quality, and 
environmental sustainability. The CGC supports the goals of the APF by ensuring grain and 
grain products meet appropriate standards while assisting Canadian grain producers in receiving 
maximum value for their products. 


The CGC must deliver these responsibilities in an industry that is changing at an unprecedented 


pace. This report outlines the major challenges and responsibilities of the CGC and depicts how 
they are being addressed.

Chief Commissioner’s message 


Welcome to the Canadian Grain Commission’s (CGC) 2004-2005 Departmental Performance 
Report. 


Canada has a strong reputation for supplying domestic and world markets with safe, high quality 
grain. The CGC’s role in providing assurance of grain quality, quantity, and safety are integral in 
helping Canada maintain this reputation. As a result, the CGC plays a key role in achieving a 
“Canada Brand” for grains. Customers are assured that a CGC certificate on a grain shipment is 
synonymous with consistency and quality. 


The CGC makes regulations that contribute to maintaining the integrity of the Canadian grain 
industry and support the rights of domestic producers. 


The 2004-2005 fiscal year has presented the CGC with many challenges: pressures on Canada’s 
visual grading system, increased consumer concerns about grain safety, and adverse trade 
rulings. The CGC continued to deliver its mandate despite these challenges and a poor crop 
production year which continued to increase the demands on CGC resources. Highlights of some 
of our accomplishments during the past fiscal year include: 


e The CGC initiated and continued to develop its integrated Wheat Quality Assurance 
Strategy (WQAS) to address the challenges of visually indistinguishable nonregistered 
wheat varieties and the constraints that kernel visual distinguishability (Kk VD) imposes on 
the development and handling of non-milling wheats. The WQAS includes: 

o An international symposium to be held in June 2005 to focus on the challenge of 
grain variety identification (VID) and the development of rapid, cost-effective 
testing and methods to meet changing grain quality assurance needs. 

o Continued monitoring of railcar unloads and vessel shipments of wheat for the 
presence of nonregistered (ineligible) varieties. 

o The CGC participated in an ineligible varieties working group with members of 
the Western Grain Elevator Association (WGEA) and the Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB). The working group is investigating the potential introduction of an 
industry Quality Management System that would have the CGC monitor and audit 
logistical processes in order to minimize the likelihood of grain shipments not 
meeting the CGC’s grading requirements for ineligible varieties. 

o A proposal to restructure some of the minor wheat classes in order to facilitate the 
registration and handling of high yielding, non-milling wheats which currently 
cannot be registered because of KVD. The proposal will circulated for stakeholder 
discussion in June 2005. 

e The CGC, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Transport Canada and International Trade 
Canada developed an integrated approach to bring Canada into compliance with its WTO 
(World Trade Organization) grain related obligations by August 2005. The entry — 
authorization for licensed grain elevators to accept foreign grain as well as the mixing 
restrictions in the Canada Grain Act will be repealed. The proposed new regulations that 
apply to all grain, whether domestic or foreign, will support and ensure that the integrity 
and policy objectives of the Canadian grain quality assurance system are maintained. 


e An initiative was undertaken that will align the CGC with its legislative obligations under 
the Canada Grain Act and support two of the CGC’s strategic outcomes: producer 
protection and the maintenance of the grain quality assurance system. As part of the 
“Licensing Compliance Plan” the CGC worked closely with industry to build a collective 
approach to licensing and security and identify and evaluate alternative security 
instruments that are more affordable to industry while still providing adequate protection 
to producers. A payables insurance policy is available to licensees as an alternative to the 
bonds and letter of credit that licensees must post with the CGC. 

e Following a two-year research project, a rapid and objective testing method was 
developed that allows for the prediction of long-term storage capability of individual lots 
of malting barley. The method uses rapid visco analysis (RVA) to detect and measure the 
degree of pre-germination in barley. This information can help companies make decisions 
about selected barley in storage and could reduce risk in marketing for producers, 
marketers, grain companies and malting companies. 

e The value of the annual harvest survey was again recognized as it enabled the CGC to 
alert both the trade and customers to the degree of quality damage to prairie crops. 


I invite you to read this report to learn more about these accomplishments and how the CGC 
carried out its mandate last year.

Summary information 
Mandate 


The Canadian Grain Commission (CGC) derives its authority from the Canada Grain Act. The 
CGC’s mandate as set out in this Act is to, in the interests of producers, establish and maintain 
standards of quality for Canadian grain and regulate grain handling in Canada, to ensure a 
dependable commodity for domestic and export markets. 


Vision 


The CGC vision is to be “A leader in delivering excellence and innovation in grain quality and 
quantity assurance, research, and producer protection.” 


Department description and accountability 


The Honourable Andy Mitchell, Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food is the Minister 
responsible for the CGC. The CGC is headed by a Chief Commissioner, an Assistant Chief 
Commissioner, and a Commissioner who are all appointed by the Governor in Council. The 
Chief Commissioner reports to the Minister. The Chief Operating Officer reports to the Chief 
Commissioner and co-ordinates the activities of the CGC's operating divisions. 


The CGC is organized into the Executive, Corporate Services, Grain Research Laboratory 
(GRL), Industry Services, and Finance divisions. Its head office is located in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. Industry Services comprises five regions: Bayport, Eastern, Pacific, Prairie and 
Thunder Bay. As of March 31, 2005, the CGC employed 621 full-time equivalents. 


The CGC may have up to six Assistant Commissioners for the main grain producing areas of 
Canada, also appointed by the Governor in Council. At present, the CGC has four Assistant 
Commissioners, but typically five are appointed. The Assistant Commissioners deal with 
producer and grain industry complaints and inquiries, and publicize the activities of the CGC at 
the farm level. Section III provides further detail on the CGC’s organizational structure. 


The CGC enhances grain marketing in producers’ interest through the inspection, weighing, 
research and producer support programs and services identified in the strategic outcomes in 
Section II. The uniform provision of these programs results in equitable grain transactions and 
consistent and reliable grain shipments. Funding for CGC programs and activities is primarily 
through a combination of revolving fund and appropriation sources. 


Total Human Resources: 


Overall departmental performance 


The priorities and resulting performance of the CGC reflect the continual changes in the 
Canadian grain industry and work towards meeting evolving industry needs. The CGC is 
confident that the results listed throughout the DPR illustrate how the CGC has worked in the 
long-term interests of the Canadian grain industry including producers.

Canada’s Performance 2004 


Canada’s Performance 2004 provides a results-based perspective on how Canada is performing 
as a nation in terms of six key areas of federal involvement — the economy; society, culture and 
democracy; health; the environment; aboriginal peoples; and Canada’s place in the world. Each 
key area is subdivided into Government of Canada outcomes that federal departments and 
agencies are working to achieve. 


The CGC’s strategic outcomes directly contribute to the pursuit of two Government of Canada 
outcomes aligned with the key federal area ‘Canada’s Economy’: An Innovative and Knowledge- 
based Economy and A Secure and Fair Marketplace. Canada is known worldwide as a supplier 
of quality grain and our edge in the marketplace has always been quality and consistency. In 
order to maintain this advantage in a climate of constant domestic and global change, the CGC’s 
strategic outcomes are directly focused on, and committed to, delivering excellence and 
innovation in grain quality and quantity assurance, innovative research, and producer protection. 


Challenges 


The following section outlines some of the major challenges that confronted the CGC during the 
reporting period. Addressing these challenges is vital in making significant progress towards the 
realization of not only the CGC’s strategic outcomes, but also contributing to Government of 
Canada outcomes. 


I. Pressures on Canada’s visual grading system 


Canada’s kernel visual distinguishability (K VD) system for wheat allows quick and cost 
effective segregation of wheat into quality classes based on appearance. While KVD has 
provided Canadian wheat growers a competitive quality advantage, there are reasons to move 
away from wheat segregation based on KVD. 


e There are increasing demands for new varieties with different agronomic, disease 
resistance and end-use qualities to meet human (food), livestock (feed) and industrial 
(e.g., ethanol) needs. KVD is an additional criterion plant breeders must incorporate in 
the development of new varieties. 


e Nonregistered, visually indistinguishable varieties have the potential to compromise the 
quality of Canadian wheat shipments and the entire assurance system if they are 
misrepresented as a registered variety or accidentally enter the bulk handling system. 
They can also cause significant financial losses for grain handling companies and 
marketers. This is a particular concern for western Canada’s premier milling wheats: 
Canada Western Red Spring (CWRS) and Canada Western Amber Durum (CWAD). 


e Buyers of Canadian grains are becoming more quality conscious and increasingly 
sophisticated. They are asking for a wider range of quality types. In order to enhance the 
traditional visual grading system, it is necessary to develop faster, more flexible and more 
precise instrumental methods to analyze intrinsic quality characteristics and to certify 


grain quality and safety. 


e Visually indistinguishable grains developed for non-milling uses, such as animal feed, 
pharmaceutical, fuel and industrial purposes, will require effective instrumental tools to 
analyze quality parameters and certify quality and safety. Effective segregation of these 
grains from the food supply is essential to maintain the overall value of the quality 
assurance system. 


To address the challenges of visually indistinguishable nonregistered wheat varieties and the 
constraints that KVD imposes on the development and handling of non-milling wheats, the CGC 
continued to develop its integrated Wheat Quality Assurance Strategy (WQAS) that was initiated 
in December 2003. This strategy was composed of three elements: 


I. Development of rapid affordable variety identification technology 
During the reporting period, an international symposium was planned and organized for 
June 2005 to explore the evolution of grain quality assurance and focus on the challenge 
of grain variety identification (VID) and the development of rapid, cost-effective testing 
and methods. 


In addition, both imaging and spectroscopic approaches were used in the development of 
methods moving towards objective analysis of quality to augment the visual grading 
system. Near infrared was used in exploratory investigations of grain colour and its 
ability to segregate red and white wheats and in the ability to predict Asian noodle 
properties. Such investigations can lead to grading segregations that are more attuned to 
market requirements. 


2. Increased monitoring of railcar and vessel shipments for nonregistered wheat varieties 
The CGC continued to monitor wheat railcar unloads and vessel shipments for 
nonregistered varieties. The CGC participated in an ineligible varieties working group 
with members of the Western Grain Elevators Association and the Canadian Wheat 
Board. The working group is investigating the potential introduction of an industry 
Quality Management System that would have the CGC monitor and audit logistical 
processes in order to minimize the likelihood of grain shipments not meeting the CGC’s 
grading requirements for ineligible varieties. 


3. The development of a proposal to restructure the western wheat classes to enable the 
development of non-milling wheat varieties 
The CGC developed a proposal to restructure some of the minor wheat classes in order to 
facilitate the registration and handling of high yielding, non-milling wheats which 
currently cannot be registered because of KVD. The proposal will be circulated for 
discussion in June 2005.

The CGC is also addressing KVD issues outside of cereal grains. There are pressures to develop 
yellow seeded (high linolenic acid) flax for the rapidly growing flax food industry although the 
yellow seeded characteristic was reserved for low linolenic solin. In addition, the development of 
canola quality Brassica juncea lines has created a serious KVD issue between canola and 


condiment mustard types as the quality characteristic differences between the two are mutually 
exclusive. The CGC will continue to develop rapid methods and systems that can assist in the 
identification of varieties of different quality types. 


2. The development of genetically modified (GM) grains 


With increasing consumer concerns, many countries are establishing GM labelling and 
traceability requirements. As a result, the ability to segregate GM grain and non-GM varieties is 
critical to maintaining Canada’s international market share and meeting the requirements of the 
International Biosafety Protocol. This ability will also benefit exporters of Canadian food 
products given that there is a growing requirement to label products. 


Since GM varieties may not always be visually distinguishable from non-GM varieties, the 
pressures have intensified on the visual grading system and the need to find an alternative 
method for the industry to use for identifying varieties for segregation. To address this challenge, 
the CGC is continuing to carry out research to validate GM detection methods. 


3. Trade Issues 


In September 2004 the World Trade Organization (WTO) Dispute Settlement Body adopted the 
original WTO Panel ruling with respect to Canada’s policies on the handling of imported grain. 
The original WTO Panel found that the need to seek the CGC’s approval for the entry of 
imported grain into licensed elevators and a mixing authorization were additional requirements 
for imported grain that were not imposed on some domestic grain, both of which were in breach 
of national treatment obligations. 


The CGC, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Transport Canada and International Trade Canada 
developed an integrated approach to bring Canada into compliance with its WTO grain related 
obligations by August 2005. For the grain handling issues, the proposed changes will repeal both 
the entry authorization for licensed grain elevators to accept imported grain, as well as the 
mixing restrictions in the Canada Grain Act. Instead, reporting and identification requirements 
will be enacted to allow the CGC to monitor that Canadian grain grades are not being applied to 
imported grain or mixes of Canadian and imported grain. These changes will support and 
maintain the integrity and policy objectives of the Canadian grain quality assurance system. 
These proposed changes will also facilitate Canada’s compliance with its WTO obligations with 
respect to the treatment of imported grain. 


4. Increased consumer cancerns about grain safety assurance 


Buyers of Canadian grain increasingly demand more rigorous, timely testing for chemical 
residues and trace elements on cargoes. The CGC has been testing grain for toxic substances 
since 1966 to monitor grain entering the licensed elevator system and to provide grain safety 
assurances to help marketers meet international buyers’ requirements. The CGC is the only 
government agency that provides grain safety assurances on pesticides, trace elements, | 
mycotoxins, fungi and moulds. There is increasing national and international demand for this 
information from the CGC. Many international buyers are establishing traceability requirements 
increasing the importance of research aimed at developing new or adapting existing analytical 
methods. 


SiS 


The CGC has identified an increasing need to develop new and improved analytical methods for 
testing for chemical residues, natural toxins, and trace elements because of the growing 
complexity and sophistication of regulatory and technological requirements of importing 
countries. Japan has introduced a Food Sanitation Law that lists agricultural chemicals and their 
maximum toxic or harmful levels for all grains. Europe has also established the European Food 
Safety Authority to regulate food safety in Europe. Members of the European Union have 
embraced labelling and traceability of GM crops and food, and regulations are being enacted in 


member states. http://grainscanada.gc.ca/Grl/grain safety/grain_safety-e.htm 


To ensure there are no gaps in domestic grain safety assurance, the CGC is examining shared and 
overlapping responsibilities with such agencies as the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Environment Canada, and Health Canada. 


5. Increased domestic consumption and value-adding 


The trend away from the export of grain as a raw commodity and toward increased domestic 
consumption and value-added processes continues. The challenge is to maintain export 
competitiveness while addressing the anticipated growth for feed, energy, industrial, and 
pharmaceutical uses of grain. Meeting these needs continues to require a corresponding change 
in the segregation systems that assure the quality of grain for different end uses.

SECTION II - ANALYSIS OF PERFORMANCE BY STRATEGIC 
OUTCOME 


The CGC is organized around four strategic outcomes that reflect the planned direction of the 
CGC as well as the daily delivery of the CGC’s priorities and related activities. The four 
strategic outcomes are: 


e A grain quality assurance system that addresses the changing requirements of domestic 
and international grain markets 

e A grain quantity assurance system that addresses the changing needs of the grain 
industry 

e Research and development that supports the grain quality assurance system 

e The protection of producers’ rights 


To illustrate the significance of each strategic outcome, the 2004-2005 Report on Plans and 
Priorities identified key priorities, each with applicable financial and human resource 
requirements. Each priority had related ongoing and new activities, or services, with planned 
results and a timeframe. The CGC’s achievements for each priority and related activity during 
the reporting period are detailed below. 


Corporate infrastructure and government wide initiatives are fundamental to achieving results 
and are factored into delivering the strategic outcomes using the CGC’s costing model. The 
discussion and achievements relevant to the CGC’s priorities and activities on government wide 
initiatives and corporate infrastructure can be found in Section IV. 


Strategic Outcome 1: A grain quality assurance system that addresses the 
changing requirements of domestic and international grain markets 
Priorities: 


1. Delivery of inspection services that meet the legislative mandate of the Canada Grain Act and 
the requirements of the grain industry from producers to customers 


2. Scientific and technical support of the quality assurance system 


3. A grain quality assurance system able to deal with both visually distinguishable and | 
indistinguishable varieties; and the capacity to segregate grain by specific characteristics 


Financial Resource 


Human Resources: 


An effective grain quality assurance system supports the enhanced marketing of Canadian grain, 
which benefits producers and the grain industry. Provision of grain inspection and grading 
services form a major part of the quality assurance system. The quality assurance system is 
supported by a strong scientific and technical base, including testing of grain, milling and 
baking, cooking and making various end-use products. 


Grades allow buyers to identify end-use value without the need for end-use tests or direct 
examination of individual lots of grain. This improves the efficiency of grain handling and helps 
to ensure that sellers receive payment that reflects the value of their grain. 


The CGC provides a process for appeal of inspections to producer car users, and primary, 
transfer and terminal elevators who disagree with the grades assigned by CGC inspectors. There 
are three levels of appeal: The regional inspector, the Chief Grain Inspector, and the Grain 
Appeal Tribunal. 


The CGC is addressing several major challenges facing the quality assurance system including: 
increased international emphasis on end-use functionality, growing global competition, and 
shifting domestic crop production and volume fluctuations. It is vital that the grading system and 
CGC services are adapted to the end-use needs of international and domestic buyers of Canadian 
grain, and to the ongoing structural changes within the grain industry. 


The CGC uses the following tools to gauge its success in achieving this strategic outcome: 

e Tracking buyer complaints on the accuracy of CGC certification (cargo complaints) on a 
weekly basis, through a comprehensive database of grain unloads 

e A monitoring and verification process for the inspection of grain (cargo quality 
monitoring program) 

e Tracking the number of samples inspected and the number of grade changes on official 
re-inspections (appeals of official inspections) 

e Feedback from the annual standards meeting with producers and the industry 

e Tracking buyers’ satisfaction with the consistency of Canadian grain quality through 
regular feedback garnered by CGC scientists and technical experts from overseas or 
domestic buyers and processors

Semi-annual meetings of the Western Grain Standards Committee

The annual meeting of the Eastern Grain Standards Committee (EGSC) 
was held in November. The EGSC has representation from 4 producers, 5 
other members from the industry and government, as well as 3 members 
from the CGC. 

Both committees, as well as sub-committees, effectively functioned in 
recommending specifications for grades of grain and in selecting and 
recommending grain standards.

Twelve standards and guides were prepared by the CGC, approved by the 
WGSC, and released in November to the grain industry in western Canada. 
All other pre-existing standards and guides were approved for continued 
use in crop year 2004-2005.

A total of 97,474 samples were monitored for infestation in the regional 
labs across Canada. This total includes 30,372 samples resulting from 
elevator inspections, 46,593 samples from unloads, 2,711 from submitted 
samples, and 17,798 samples from cargoes including shipments from 
primary elevators.

class, addition of severely sprouted tolerances in the red winter wheat 
class, excreta detection in grain, and information on shipments by 
specification. 
The CGC, under its National Quality Monitoring program, conducts 
compliance audits to monitor the application of quality assessment 
procedures and instructions. This program enables the CGC to monitor 
quality assurance consistency between inspectors and between regions. 
During 2004-2005, the IS monitoring unit reanalyzed 9,325 samples and 
provided feedback to staff as required. This total included 6,460 samples 
representative of official railcar unloads, 2,496 incremental samples taken 
throughout the loading of vessel cargoes, and 369 samples representative 
of grain transferred to bins during official weigh-overs of grain stocks. 
The CGC continued to manage the grain accounting system (GIAS). GIAS 
provides an electronic method of transferring accounting related 
information related to grain stocks between the CGC, the Canadian Wheat 
Board, and all grain handling terminals. It also generates the data 
necessary for compiling and analyzing grain handling information for 
weigh-over applications. 

During 2004-2005, GIAS effectively ensured the accuracy of terminal and 
transfer elevator transactions. 

During 2004-2005, 16 railcars were marked for suspect treated seed from a 
variety of commodities. Of these samples, 13 tested positive for seed 
treatment, but were released as the concentration of treatment was 
determined to be below Health Canada’s maximum residue limit. Two of 
the samples submitted were not a seed treatment, but were a smudge or 
marker dye. 

One wheat railcar contained in excess of the allowable limits and was 
condemned. The CGC directed and verified that the grain was removed 
from the food and feed chain. 

The CGC’s training staff performed industry training in most regions, 
ranging from specific grading factors to complete grading training on 
specific commodities. Not all requests could be accommodated, as training 
for CGC staff took precedence. 

The CGC Bayport region was more involved in industry training and 
performed 20 different sessions for individual clients. These sessions 
included training in the grading of corn, eastern wheat, soybeans, barley, 
and rye. The courses ranged from 3 hours to a week. 

CGC Thunder Bay performed 5 weeks of training for various grain 
handling companies through Confederation College for Basic Grading 
Training. This training was similar to CGC probationary training for new 
staff. 

CGC Prairie region provided training for producers and company 
representatives through the Saskatchewan Institute of Applied Science and 
Technology. The course geared for producers’ wives that provides an 
overview of the grain industry in Canada was well received. 

CGC Vancouver performed 4 training sessions — focused on the severely 
sprouted grading factor and general CGC overviews. 

Eastern region was not requested to provide any training this year. 

CGC Head Office delivered one formal training session for soybean

A total of 431 export vessel cargoes of CWRS wheat were monitored for 
visually indistinguishable nonregistered varieties. 

A total of 4,085 railcar unloads were tested for nonregistered varieties last 
year. The majority of these tests were the result of an Alsen monitoring 
program that was implemented to determine the presence of this 
nonregistered wheat variety in grain prior to shipment from Canada.

A proposal was developed to modify the wheat class system to offer more 
flexibility for the development and registration of higher yielding, non- 
milling quality wheat varieties that belong to the minor wheat classes, as 
well as maintaining the quality of the major classes. 


The CGC proposal contains six elements: . 
o The major classes (CWRS and CWAD) remain unchanged in 
terms of variety registration requirements, including KVD. 


o Twonew general-purpose minor classes of wheat would be

classes would be composed of the varieties belonging to the 
current minor wheat classes. Therefore, Canada Western Red 
Multipurpose would contain the varieties currently belonging to 
Canada Prairie Spring Red (CPSR), Canada Western Red Winter 
(CWRW) and Canada Western Extra Strong (CWES). Canada 
Western White Multipurpose would contain the varieties 
currently belonging to Canada Western Soft White Spring 
(CWSW), Canada Western Hard White (CWHW) and Canada 
Prairie Soft White (CPSW). 

o The existing minor classes (CPSR, CWRW, CWES, CWSW, 
CWHW, CPSW) would continue to be used, but only for variety 
specific or contract programs. The class specification would only 
be applied to lots of grain whose varieties are listed on a CGC 
variety eligibility list (only varieties of high milling quality). 
Producers delivering on existing minor class contracts would be 
expected to meet variety requirements as is the case now for 
many delivery contracts, such as for CWRW. 

o Variety registration quality, agronomic and disease requirements 
would be retained for the existing minor classes in order to meet 
marketing and processing requirements. KVD among these 
classes would be removed as a necessary criterion for registration. 

o KVD requirements would still apply to protect CWRS and 
CWAD. That is, varieties in the minor classes could resemble 
each other but would not be permitted to resemble CWAD or 
CWRS. 

The CGC will seek feedback from the industry early in fiscal year 2005 
once the proposal paper is circulated in June 2005. Interested parties will 
be encouraged to provide comments to the CGC by September 30, 2005.

CGC personnel in the Eastern region facilitated the movement of U.S. 
grain through the ports of Montreal, Quebec City, Baie Comeau, and Port 
Cartier by providing the following services:

Eighteen companies and 65 sites are now certified under CIPRS, 
encompassing approximately 2,600 producers (2 more applications for 
certification are in progress). 

Three service providers are accredited to provide third-party audits. 
The program continues to be requested, with more demand for the 
integration of food safety into the IP Standard. A pilot project is being 
conducted in conjunction with the Canada Grains Council for the 
integration of food safety in the soybean industry. 

Demand is increasing for mutual recognition agreements with 
standards/schemes in other countries. 


A strategy was developed to address the WTO ruling in order to facilitate 
the movement of non-Canadian grains through Canadian elevators. Based 
on this strategy, operators of licensed elevators will be able to a) mix 
grain of any grade with grain of any other grade and b) no longer need to 
seek the CGC’s authorization before receiving imported grain. Elevator 
operators, along with producers, will be required to report the country of 
origin to the CGC before the grain is handled at the various transfer points 
in the continuum from farm to market. This strategy is intended for 
release prior to August 1, 2005.

The Canadian grain quantity assurance system assures the weight of grain in officially weighed 
conveyances and in storage in the licensed elevator system, which benefits producers and the 
grain industry. Provision of grain weighing services forms a major part of the quantity assurance 
system that is supported by a strong technical base. 


Essential weighing procedures are defined within the CGC’s Quality Management System 
(QMS) Procedure Manual or outlined in a QMS Work Instruction Format. Weigh staff providing 
the services access QMS documents to ensure consistent application of the procedures. CGC 
weighing policies and procedures are monitored and evaluated through a series of reporting 
policies and national discussion forums. Regular review of weighing processes allows the CGC 
to adjust the service procedures as necessary through Improvement Requests (IR), and identify or 
adjust training requirements. 


The on-site monitoring of railcar unloads forms the basis for the CGC’s QMS Inward Weighing 
Activities. Critical unload data such as received weight and exception reports are provided to the 
interested parties in the most time efficient manner possible and any delays are addressed 
through the QMS-IR format. 


The CGC Dispute Resolution Service (DRS) assists grain producers and the grain industry in 
recovering for grain lost during transport by railcar. Although the CGC does not provide binding 
arbitration for weight shortages, a CGC railcar investigation provides key information to support 
shippers’ entitlement to adjustment for excessive grain shortages at unload or transport charges. 
An extensive historical railcar deficiency database is maintained to substantiate shippers’ weight 
loss claims. This database provides information on railcar derailments, railcars missing at 
destination and co-mingling of contents at unload, and allows tracing of railcar location. 


The CGC DRS also utilizes official unload reports documented by CGC staff at licensed terminal 
and transfer elevators to authenticate received weights. Although the CGC is not always privy to 
the outcome of weight disputes that are arbitrated by other organizations, producers and the trade 
have advised that the information provided by the CGC has facilitated successful weight claims. 


To measure its success in achieving a grain quantity assurance system that addresses the 
changing needs of the grain industry, the CGC utilizes the following measures and tools: 

e Development of a strategy to monitor weighing procedures — consistently and prudently 
monitoring the use, by all interested parties, of CGC-generated data such as track lists 
and railcar exception reports, certified weighing systems reports, and official weight 
statements

CGC Weighing Systems Inspectors across Canada conducted 649 
inspections — 313 devices were verified and 235 devices required 
adjustments. Of the 235 devices adjusted, 80 were found with errors 
greater than 0.10%. Twenty-one devices were taken out of service due to 
mechanical failure. 

All quantity investigations, both inward (910) and outward (20), relied on 
timely weighing system inspection data in order to determine possible 
impacts on the quantity of shipments.

The Canada Grain Act requires the CGC to undertake, sponsor and promote research related to 
grain. The CGC conducts research directly related to supporting the quality assurance system 
that permits the effective marketing of Canadian grain in the interests of producers. The Grain 
Research Laboratory (GRL) researches new methods for quality, new measurement factors to 


oes 


determine quality, end-use applications of Canadian grain, quality of new breeder’s varieties, and 
carries out the annual Harvest Survey. The GRL through its research supports the continual 
improvement of the grain quality assurance system. 


There are major challenges confronting the CGC’s research activities and the grain quality 
assurance system due to the changing needs of the Canadian grain industry. There is a major 
shift in the type of crops grown and their end-uses, increased demand for variety identification 
by objective non-visual methods, and concerns with genetically modified grains and oilseeds. 
Research focus has shifted increasingly into pulses, new types of oilseeds, variety identification 
and genetically modified grains and oilseeds. There has been no increase in resources. Research 
related to traditional crops, such as wheat, barley, canola and flax, is still essential, as these crops 
make up a significant amount of the domestic and export markets. There is increasing emphasis 
on end-use functionality especially new end-uses in the domestic industry. Grain is increasingly 
being sold based on specifications requiring objective non-visual testing of quality or safety 
factors and the provision of grain quality and safety assurances.

The application of new objective measures for quality that are developed 

The quality and number of research papers published

The CGC tested detection kits for determination of enzymes responsible 
for sprout damage. Recommendations for modifications were made to and 
adopted by the supplier. 


The CGC determined the reason for frost damage causing problems with 
chlorophyll removal (bleaching) compared to those caused by immature 
seed. 

The CGC established the role of dockage in the analysis of chlorophyll. 
Dockage components were found to contribute 4ppm (10%) of the total 
chlorophyll.

Research was initiated on DNA-based analyses of variety composition of 
ground samples of grain with a focus on two quantitative technologies: 
the Invader Assay and real-time PCR. Variety composition is currently 
determined through analysis of multiple single kernels. 

In a continuing effort to improve microsatellite-based DNA identification 
of wheat varieties, 142 additional microsatillite markers were screened - 
95 of these were evaluated further in panels containing 27 to 39 wheat 
varieties.

DNA fingerprint databases were updated to include newly registered 
barley and Western Canadian wheat varieties. The database for wheat was 
also expanded to include several U.S. wheat varieties.

The CGC is an impartial third party that, in the interests of producers, establishes and maintains 
standards of quality for Canadian grain and regulates grain handling in Canada to ensure a 
dependable commodity for domestic and export markets. The CGC is mandated to serve 
producer interests by upholding the Canada Grain Act and as a result, has implemented a 
number of programs and safeguards. These include the licensing and security program, producer 
liaison measures, producer car procedures, and a quality appeal system. 


The CGC is authorized to license and regulate primary, process, transfer, and terminal elevators 
as well as grain dealers. Licensed elevators and dealers are required to post security to cover 
their liabilities to producers in the event of a company default. This regulatory activity 
contributes to the fair treatment of western Canadian producers. The number of unlicensed 
facilities presents an ongoing challenge to the CGC, as producers delivering to these facilities are 
not protected in the case of a default. During the reporting period, the CGC developed 
comprehensive strategies to broaden the licensee base at the producer delivery level. At the same 
time, the auditing of licensee security coverage was expanded to ensure adequate security is 
being posted. An extensive evaluation of alternative security instruments that could replace 
bonds or letters of credit is also in progress. 


To safeguard fair and equitable grain transactions for producers, the CGC has set up an 
information and compliance network. Assistant Commissioners in western Canada act as liaisons 
between grain producers, or producer groups, and the local industry. Assistant Commissioners 
also provide advice or interpretation of producer rights with respect to such issues as failure to 
pay or late payment, grade and dockage disputes, producer cars, shrinkage deductions or elevator 
charges. The CGC’s toll-free information line allows producers and industry to contact the CGC 
with requests for information or complaints. The service standard set out by the CGC is to 
contact all callers by the end of the next working day from when the call was received. 


The CGC’s “inspector’s grade and dockage” determinations are provided to producers for 
deliveries into primary elevators. It means that the grain producer or the person delivering the 
grain on the producer’s behalf has the right to ask for a binding decision from the CGC if there is 
a disagreement with the grade or dockage received at a licensed primary elevator. The parties are 
bound by the results of the CGC inspection decision. 


In order to measure the success of its efforts in achieving this strategic outcome, the CGC 
utilizes the following methods and processes: 

e The CGC periodically surveys producers and producer groups to gain a producer 
perspective on the CGC, CGC services, or industry trends. The surveys provide the CGC 
with an understanding of producer requirements and expectations, benchmarks for setting 
service standards, and the impact of CGC services at the producer level.

In 2004-2005 the CGC completed the conversion to PAA reporting. As 
of April 1, 2005, the CGC initiated proactive contract disclosure, 
introduced travel hospitality disclosure, established advertising 
centralization, converted to STSI, and initiated EMIS and expenditure 
review submissions.

The Report on Plans and Priorities provides additional detail on each department and its programs primarily in terms of more 
strategically oriented planning and results information with a focus on outcomes. 


The Departmental Performance Report provides a focus on results-based accountability by reporting on accomplishments achieved 
against the performance expectations and results commitments as set out in the spring Report on Plans and Priorities. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of funds.

Finally, the report is credible because it 
substantiates the performance information with appropriate methodologies and relevant data.

The Department of Canadian Heritage seeks to contribute to a cohesive and creative 
Canada in which all Canadians have opportunities to participate in Canada’s cultural and 
civic life. Prior to April 2004, four pillars supported our Raison d’étre: 1. Canadian 
content, 2. Cultural Participation and Engagement, 3. Connections, and 4. Active 
Citizenship and Civic Participation. 


As of April 2004, the activities and responsibilities of the Department contribute to two 
measurable strategic outcomes: 


Canadians express and share their diverse cultural experiences with each other and 
the world; and 

Canadians live in an inclusive society built on intercultural understanding and 
citizen participation. 


These strategic outcomes help give shape to policies, programs and services offered to 
Canadians. 


Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities of the Department of Canadian Heritage 


The Department of Canadian Heritage Act sets out the mandate that the Department 
pursues in Canadian cultural and civic life. Specifically, the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage and Minister responsible for Status of Women, assisted by the Minister of State 
(Multiculturalism) and the Minister of State (Sport) and Supported by the Department, is 
responsible for policies and programs related to broadcasting, cultural industries, arts, 
heritage, official languages, Aboriginal cultures and languages, Canadian identity, 
citizens’ participation, youth, multiculturalism and sport. 


The Department provides services from 25 points of service located at Headquarters and in 
the regions. In addition, five Cultural Trade Development Officers are located outside the 
country to stimulate international cultural trade. The Department also manages five Canada 


Places and a comprehensive Web site (http://www.canadianheritage.gc.ca). 


The Canadian Heritage Portfolio 


The Canadian Heritage Portfolio, including the Department and 19 other organizations and 
Crown corporations, plays a central role in supporting cultural and civic activities in 
Canada. The Portfolio agencies and Crown corporations are among the key Canadian 
institutions that support cultural and artistic expression: creating, promoting, regulating 
and disseminating Canadian choices to Canadians; and preserving and protecting Canada’s 
culture and shared history. 


The 19 organizations and Crown corporations are as follows: 


e The Department of Canadian Heritage (including the Canadian Conservation 
Institute and the Canadian Heritage Information Network); 


e Ten Crown corporations: the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, Telefilm 
Canada, the Canada Council for the Arts, the Canada Science and Technology 
Museum (including the Canada Agriculture Museum and the Canada Aviation 
Museum), the Canadian Museum of Civilization (including the Canadian War 
Museum), the Canadian Museum of Nature, the National Gallery of Canada 
(including the Canadian Museum of Contemporary Photography), the Canadian 
Race Relations Foundation, the National Arts Centre and the National Capital 
Commission; 


e Five agencies: The Canadian Radio-Television and Telecommunications 
Commission (an independent regulatory authority), Library and Archives Canada, 
the National Battlefields Commission, the National Film Board of Canada and 
Status of Women Canada; 


e [In addition to our cultural mandate, the Portfolio includes the Public Service 
Commission and the Public Service Staff Relations Board, which report to 
Parliament through the Minister of Canadian Heritage. Moreover, further to the 


Public Service Modernization Act, the Public Service Staffing Tribunal will be 
established on December 31, 2005, to mediate and adjudicate staffing disputes 
under the Public Service Employment Act (PSEA). This organization will also 
report to Parliament through the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


e The remaining Portfolio organization is the Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board, a discrete board operating as an administrative tribunal. The 
Department of Canadian Heritage provides the Secretariat to the Board. 


e The Department and each agency produce an individual Report on Plans and 
Priorities and an individual Performance Report. The Crown corporations prepare 
corporate plans, the summaries of which are tabled in Parliament or are subject to 
the accountability requirements of their enabling legislation. The Minister of 
Canadian Heritage is responsible for ensuring that the major orientations of the 
agencies and Crown corporations within the Portfolio support the Government's 
goals and priorities. The Minister is also responsible to Parliament for the resources 
allocated to all organizations in the Portfolio. 


Summary of Performance in Relation to Departmental Strategic Objectives, 
Priorities and Commitments 


The 2004-05 Departmental Performance Report analyzes the overall performance of the 
commitments and priorities identified in the 2004-05 Report on Plans and Priorities 
(RPP). The analysis of performance will be presented via Strategic Objectives and 
Business Lines. As of 2005-06, the Report on Plans and Priorities and the Departmental 
Performance Report will be presented according to their approved Program Activity 
Architecture as required by the Secretariat of the Treasury Board of Canada. 


Operating Environment 


The Department’s main activities largely consist of funding external organizations and/or 
individuals through grants, contributions and/or other transfer payments and, as a result, 
must adhere to the terms and conditions of those grants or contributions. 


Context 


Departmental Context 


The Department of Canadian Heritage invests in two vital, interrelated aspects of Canadian 
society: culture and citizenship. Arts and cultural policies seek to ensure that Canadians 
can express themselves and speak to each other, both as individuals and as citizens. 
Activities in citizenship focus on inclusion and participation to help build a sense of 
belonging and civic engagement in Canada, enabling communities to engage in collective 
projects. Operating primarily through grants and contributions, the Department seeks to 
improve the access of Canadians to the cultural and civic life of Canada, and to build 


capacity for meaningful civic engagement and cultural expression in Canadian 
communities. 


These goals are mutually reinforcing. A country that fosters creative expression across the 
diversity of its people also encourages dialogue, intercultural exchange and, ultimately, a 
more inclusive society. Creative expression is a key factor in building a cohesive Canada. 
At the same time, a society based on the values of inclusion and openness to diversity is 
better able to generate new ideas from a broader spectrum of experiences and views. When 
people come together despite their differences, creative work becomes richer in quality and 
quantity, and has the potential to reach new audiences. A diverse and cohesive Canada will 
be a more innovative, competitive and prosperous Canada. 


Environment 


Canada’s cultural and social model is drawing global attention as being uniquely adaptive, 
thriving in the midst of a changing world. The Department has focussed on strengthening 
the foundations of this model to ensure that Canada is well prepared to meet future 
challenges. 


“A Vibrant Canadian Culture and Heritage” is a key priority for the Government and is 
part of the performance measures published annually in the Treasury Board Secretariat’s 
Canada ‘s Performance repott. In the past year, rapid technological change has continued 
to transform our cultural sector. This presents both challenges and opportunities. New 
possibilities are allowing for innovative ways to change how cultural content is created, 
disseminated and experienced. For instance, digital technologies are making possible e- 
cinema and direct distribution of content, and are allowing for the digitization of Canada’s 
archives and heritage to make them more accessible. Yet the Internet and digital 
communications also make it difficult to protect our creators from unauthorized uses of 
cultural works. 


Canadians, as much as the international community, have been grappling with the 
implications of these changes. Recent court rulings have pushed policy boundaries in areas 
such as copyright and satellite broadcasting. The Report of the Standing Committee on 
Canadian Heritage, Our Cultural Sovereignty: The Second Century of Canadian 
Broadcasting, is one of several recent initiatives that have reviewed elements of Canada’s 
cultural sector. Internationally, progress towards a UNESCO convention on cultural 
diversity will lead to significant changes in the approach taken by countries towards 
cultural trade. 


The spread of innovation and technology is one facet of how keenly Canada has become 
part of the global knowledge economy. In some cases, this participation can pose 
challenges: the recent strength of the Canadian dollar has put pressure on our cultural 
exports and foreign-location shooting in Canada. However, it also presents incredible 
opportunities to harness the creative potential within our country. Creative knowledge- 
workers are amongst the most mobile people, and they are attracted to communities that 
are culturally rich and boast a high quality of life. The economic success of a country has 
never been more tied to its cultural strength. This offers both challenges and opportunities. 


Canadian Heritage’s 2004-05 Report on Plans and Priorities identified vibrant and 
creative communities as a key priority, reflecting the overall priorities of Canadians: more 
than 75% of Canadians want creative people to be able to live and work in Canada while 
enjoying international success. In the past year, the Department announced the long-term 
renewal, $860 million over five years, of the “Tomorrow Start Today” arts and culture 
package, ensuring that our creators and arts communities will have a stable and sustainable 
foundation on which to build for future success. At the same time that Canada is becoming 
more culturally and economically connected around the world, the diversity of the 
population within our borders is changing. Immigration continues to be Canada’s main 
source of growth. By 2017, roughly one in five people in Canada will be a member of a 
visible minority. The Department of Canadian Heritage is continuing its efforts to ensure 
that all Canadians, regardless of their origin, have equal opportunities to participate in the 
social, cultural, and economic life of their country. “Diversity as a fundamental Canadian 
value,” is an essential element of the Government’s overall performance measurements 
within the Canada’s Performance repott. 


On March 21, 2005, the Government released Canada’s first ever action plan against 
racism. The Department of Canadian Heritage worked closely with other departments to 
develop “A Canada for All: Canada’s Action Plan against Racism,” which establishes a 
horizontal approach across federal departments and agencies, and outlines a significant 
number of new and continuing commitments to combat racism. Also in March 2005, the 
Department of Canadian Heritage hosted the Canada 2017 Policy Forum to take a deeper 
look at the future demographic landscape of Canada: some 150 participants from 
government and civil society attended the Forum to consider how to reinforce our 
collective capacity to serve Canada’s multicultural population. 


Sport is a unique cultural phenomenon that unites Canadians through grass-roots initiatives 
and the pursuit of excellence. Sport has an impact on improving the health of Canadians, 
building strong communities, fostering social inclusion and showcasing Canada and 
Canadian values at home and abroad. 


Canadians are, however, not participating in sport at the same levels as in the past. 
According to the Conference Board of Canada’s 2005 report of the socio-economic 
benefits of sport, sport participation has dropped from 45% in 1992 to 34% in 1998 and 
31% in 2005. Furthermore, according to an Ipsos Reid Survey, Reconnecting Government 
with Youth, the number of young Canadians between the ages of 12 and 21 who have 
reported participating in organized sport at least once a week has decreased from 44% in 
2002 to 38% in 2003. Federal-provincial/territorial bilateral agreements are now being 
developed to help increase sport participation and development, a collaborative effort that 
is a result of focussing greater attention on concerns about declining participation rates. 


As the environment in which policy is made becomes more demanding, there is renewed 
emphasis across government on transparency and accountability. The Department of 
Canadian Heritage has made considerable strides in improving its ability to examine 
program performance and the effectiveness of policy instruments and in establishing 
evidence-based priorities. Future Departmental Performance Reports will use a new 
accountability structure that will detail each activity of the Department, according to the 


“ye 


Department’s approved Program Activity Architecture. The Department’s integrated 
approach to planning and reporting will help guide future investment choices, ensure 
responsible spending and provide Canadians with transparent information about their 
government’s many roles in building a more cohesive and creative Canada.

Detailed Performance Story 


Strategic Objective 1: Canadian Content 


J 


The creation of distinctively Canadian cultural works fulfills a key element of the mission 
of the Department of Canadian Heritage. The creation of Canadian content rests on the 
power of culture as a defining force, collectively and individually. 


Key Planned Result 1: Canadian Content that is Reflective of Canada’s Diverse 
Society is Created and Produced 


Canadian content is rich and full of diverse perspectives. The Department’s programs and 
policies help make Canada’s ‘voice’ a vital part of the global mix of cultures by ensuring 
that Canadians have access to the widest possible range of Canadian experiences though all 
types of media. The Department also provides Canadians with a bridge to the past, to each 
other, and to this country that creates a sense of pride and identity rooted in our natural and 
cultural heritage. 


Awareness of the Role of Culture: Developing Strong Communities and Working In 
Partnership to Achieve Shared Goals 


The Cultural Capitals of Canada designation is awarded to communities that have a 
proven track record of organizing and nurturing artistic, cultural and heritage activities and 
that present ambitious and creative proposals for the future. These awards serve as an 
incentive for communities to fully integrate arts and culture into their long-term strategic 
planning. The ultimate purpose of this program is to encourage communities across 
Canada to strengthen the lives of Canadians by making arts and culture more accessible 
and reflective of Canadian diversity. By implementing innovative arts policies, the 2004 
winners set the stage for creative projects and strengthened partnerships with local arts and 
heritage organizations. 


In 2004, the Cultural Capitals of Canada were: Regina, Saskatchewan; Kelowna, British 
Columbia; Owen Sound, Ontario; Powell River, British Columbia; and Fernie, British 
Columbia, Lethbridge, Canmore, Drumheller and Crowsnest Pass, Alberta (winners for 
Innovative Cultural Bridges). Designation as a Cultural Capital of Canada enables a 
community to invest more in arts and culture, increase and improve cultural services, and 
strengthen connections with other communities through shared cultural experiences. As an 
example, Regina realized a number of important accomplishments: partnerships with 15 
local arts and heritage organizations were strengthened; employment for local artists and 
cultural workers was created; awareness was raised about the impact of artistic and cultural 
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activities on the community; and the City set an excellent example for other communities 
across Canada on how to strengthen the lives of Canadians through arts and culture. 


The Networking component of the Canadian Arts and Heritage Sustainability Program 
provides support to the Creative City Network, a national knowledge network whose 
purpose is to strengthen the capacity of local cultural planning staff to nurture and support 
cultural development in municipalities across Canada. This support has enabled the 
Creative City Network to undertake outreach projects, such as seminars held at the 
Federation of Canadian Municipalities’ annual conference designed to help local decision- 
makers understand the many forms of cultural investment that can strengthen their 
communities. Building on its outreach experience provided through the Department’s 
support, the Creative City Network is now partnering with Infrastructure Canada to create 
a Centre of Expertise on Culture and Communities. 


Strategies to Build the Capacity and Strengthen the Viability of Canadian Publishing 
Companies, with Priority Given to SMEs, Aboriginal, Ethnocultural and Official- 
Language Minority Publishers 


Book Publishing Industry Development Program 


Fiscal year 2004-05 was the 25™ anniversary of the Book Publishing Industry 
Development Program (BPIDP). Over the past 25 years, with the assistance of the federal 
government, Canadian writing and publishing has flourished, and our literature — in all 
genres, from children’s books to fiction —is now recognized as among the best in the world. 
An independent Summative Evaluation of the Book Publishing Industry Development 


Program (http://www.pch.gce.ca/progs/em-cr/eval/2004/2004_ 09/index_e.cfm) 
concluded that this support has : 


“contributed to the diversity of Canadian publishing; unlike the situation three 
decades ago, there is now a mature publishing industry in Canada, representing 
all regions of the country, that produces books in both official languages and in 
a variety of genres. Data shows that the number of official-language minority 
publishers increased from seven to 13 in the last decade, and two Aboriginal 
publishers are long-term recipients of the Aid to Publishers (ATP) component 
of the BPIDP” (p. ii, BPIDP Evaluation). 


However, due to international competition and challenges related to consolidation in the 
retail sector, Canadian publishers remain fragile. 


The Book Publishing Industry Development Program helps build the capacity of small and 
medium-sized publishing companies through special targeted professional development 
and collective marketing initiatives. In particular, the Program supported more than 

30 publishing internships across Canada in 2004, helping young Canadians work for a year 
at a Canadian publisher, giving them valuable experience, and attracting young people to 
the industry. A special priority is given to internships involving Aboriginal or culturally 
diverse participants. 
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Canada Magazine Fund 


To further support periodical publishers representing the priority areas, the Canada 
Magazine Fund introduced changes to the Industry Development component to enable a 
wider range of industry associations, including those representing ethnocultural 
periodicals, to apply for support. 


Key Planned Result 2: Canadian Content is Available and Accessible in Domestic and 


International Markets 


The Department of Canadian Heritage works to ensure that Canadians have access to 
creations and products that allow for the sharing of stories, works and reflections of all 
kinds. The Department continued to develop opportunities and to provide avenues for our 
creative artists to be seen and heard both in Canada and around the globe. 


UNESCO Convention on the Protection of the Diversity of Cultural Contents and 
Artistic Expressions 


Formal negotiations for a Convention on the Protection of the Diversity of Cultural 
Contents and Artistic Expressions began in September 2004 with the first of a series of 
three meetings of intergovernmental experts at UNESCO. Canada’s core objectives in this 
process are to: recognize the distinctive nature of cultural goods and services as having 
both an economic and social value; re-affirm the right of governments to adopt policies and 
measures to support cultural expression; and ensure that the Convention is on an equal 
footing with other international treaties. With Department of Canadian Heritage officials 
leading the Canadian delegations, Canada actively participated in all aspects of the 
development of the Convention, including formal and informal negotiations, and the 
submission of formal written comments. Canada was elected Rapporteur of the 
intergovernmental process; officials participated as observers to the Drafting Committee; 
and Canada co-chaired key working groups to help move the process forward in an 
effective and efficient manner. The Department also led an advocacy strategy bilaterally 
with key countries and in multilateral organizations such as the International Network on 
Cultural Policy (INCP), the Organization of American States (OAS) and La Francophonie. 
Negotiations of a draft Convention on the Protection of the Diversity of Cultural Contents 
and Artistic Expressions were successfully completed in June 2005 at the Third 
Intergovernmental Experts Meeting, when a draft text was submitted to the Director 
General of UNESCO. 


The Convention will be presented at the UNESCO General Conference in October 2005. 
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Advancing Digital Tools for Access 


In 2004-05, the Canadian Heritage Information Network (CHIN) prompted the creation 
of 50 virtual exhibitions encompassing a wide range of interactive activities. In addition to 
exhibitions funded through the Virtual Museum of Canada Investment Program 
(VMCIP), the members of the Network also contributed information and products to the 
Virtual Museum of Canada (VMC) portal, enabling it to reach new heights in terms of 
hits with an average of 600,000 visits a month. 


Visitors to the Virtual Museum of Canada came from the four corners of the globe, more 
specifically 142 countries. Throughout 2004-05, we received several hundred unsolicited 
messages, a unique phenomenon for a cultural portal, testifying to visitors’ commitment 
and loyalty to the VMC and to the content of its member museums. 


The VMC features more than 2,800 museums from all over Canada and comprises: 


> 300 virtual exhibitions 

> 144 games 

> 400,000 digital images 

> 770 educational resources 
> 600 activities and events 


In 2004-05, the Department of Canadian Heritage, through the Movable Cultural 
Property Grants Program, assisted 12 heritage institutions either to repatriate significant 
cultural property artefacts to Canada or keep in Canada cultural property that was 
threatened with permanent export from Canada. 
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Revitalization of Aboriginal Languages and Cultures 


The Department of Canadian Heritage continued its commitment to Aboriginal 
broadcasting and to the revitalization of Aboriginal languages and cultures through its 
support for 13 Aboriginal broadcasting societies that produce and distribute radio and 
television programming in the North. This funding enabled broadcasters to provide a link 
between more than 400 remote northern communities through 27 hours of television and 
1,146 hours of radio weekly in over 17 Aboriginal languages. 


The Department also supports the Aboriginal Peoples Television Network (APTN), which 
provides television programming to 96 northern Aboriginal communities. 


Access to Programs for Artists and Organizations from Aboriginal, Culturally 
Diverse and Official-Language Minority Communities 


The Department is committed to continually re-evaluating the accessibility of its programs 
for arts organizations from Aboriginal, culturally diverse and official-language minority 
communities. In 2004-05, the Department hosted a series of information-sharing sessions 
across the country, to which members of Aboriginal, culturally diverse and official- 
language minority communities were invited so they could provide input on how to 
increase access to programs for artists and arts organizations. The feedback received 
resulted in changes to program criteria in order to improve access for target groups. As 
well, a Memorandum of Understanding was signed between the Department of Canadian 
Heritage and the Canada Council for the Arts for a joint $5-million initiative to support 
emerging culturally diverse and Aboriginal arts organizations in strengthening their 
capacities. In recognition of the need to improve access to programs for artists and 
organizations from minority Anglophone communities in Quebec, the Department 
supported the Quebec Arts Summit, which brought together English-speaking artists as 
well as government and community partners. A significant outcome of the Summit was the 
formation of the English Language Arts Network (ELAN) as a representative voice for the 
community. 
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Strengthening the Role of Culture and Creativity in Building Communities that can 
Attract and Sustain Canada’s Creative Communities 


Through the Canadian Arts and Heritage Sustainability Program (CAHSP), the 
Department aims to strengthen organizational effectiveness, build operational and financial 
capacity within the arts and heritage sectors, and ensure that these organizations operate in 
communities that value their existence, see them as assets and support them. In all, 166 arts 
and heritage organizations were strengthened through the support of nine projects 
operating under the Stabilization Projects component of the CAHSP. In the case of 
Toronto’s Creative Trust, six organizations with accumulated deficits managed to increase 
their revenues by 15% and reduce their deficits by 47%. The 11 organizations supported by 
Creative Trust increased their private sector funding by 14.8%. Arts and heritage 
organizations that cannot access Stabilization Projects can benefit from the Capacity 
Building component of the CAHSP. In 2004-05, 347 arts and 214 heritage organizations 
were able to conduct Capacity Building projects to become more self-reliant. The 
Endowment Incentives component aims to increase the capitalization of arts organizations. 
In the past four years, the federal investment of $28 million to endowment funds of arts 
organizations, through the Endowment Incentives component of the CAHSP, has drawn an 
additional $32 million from the private sector. In 2004-05 alone, the Department 
contributed $8.5 million for the benefit of 38 organizations across Canada. 


Development of a Legislative Package on Copyright Reform 


Copyright Policy 


On March 24, 2005, the ministers of Canadian Heritage and Industry tabled the 
Government’s Response to the Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage’s May 2004 
Interim Report on Copyright Reform, which included the Government Statement on 
Proposals for Copyright Reform (http://www.pch.ge.ca/progs/ac-ca/progs/pda- 
cpb/reform/statement_e.cfm). The Statement outlines the Government’s proposed 
amendments to the Copyright Act to address the challenges and opportunities of the 
Internet, and was followed up with the introduction of Bill C-60 on June 20, 2005. Bill 
C-60 addresses the short-term group of copyright reform issues set out in the 
Government's Report on the Provisions and Operation of the Copyright Act (Supporting 
Culture and Innovation) tabled in the fall of 2002. These issues include: a new “making 
available” right, legal protection for technological protection measures, Internet service 
providers’ liability, photographic works, and educational access to digital works. A 
legislative committee will begin hearings on the bill in the fall of 2005. The specific issue 
of educational use of copyright material available on the Internet proved to be particularly 
complex and contentious and was not addressed in the bill. The Government will instead 
seek further public input and consideration. Public consultations on this issue, as well as 
the priority medium-term issues of private copying of music and the reproduction of music 
by broadcasters (“transfer of medium’’), will also take place in the fall of 2005. 
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New Policy Development Addressing How Cultural Industries are Adjusting to the 
Digital Economy 


Canada Music Fund 


The Department of Canadian Heritage undertook the renewal of the Canada Music Fund 
(CMF) terms and conditions, which will result in several improvements to the Music 
Entrepreneur component. The improvements will ensure that the component better meets 
its objectives and better recognizes the importance of the digital economy. By providing 
core funding to Canadian sound recording firms, the component aims to ensure their 
dynamic presence in the online environment and that they make innovative use of new and 
emerging technologies. The launch of the component is planned for September 2005. 


Broadcasting Policy 


In the area of broadcasting, the Department of Canadian Heritage undertook an analysis of 
the current state of the transition to digital, tracked the rate at which Canadians and the 
broadcasting industry are adopting digital technologies, monitored the Canadian Radio- 
television and Communications Commission (CRTC)’s ongoing processes to establish a 
regulatory framework for digital services, and began to identify areas where more work is 
needed to achieve a smooth transition. This work, in turn, contributed to the development 
of the Government’s second response to the Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage’s 
report on the broadcasting system. (Note: Further details are provided in the result 
regarding the /mplementation of the Government's response to the Report on the Review of 
Canadas Broadcasting System by the Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage.) (See 
Table 13, Response to Parliamentary Committees.) 


Supply Chain Initiative 


The Book Publishing Supply Chain Initiative, which promotes the use of new 
technology to modernize book distribution in Canada and to ensure that Canadians 
continue to have access to Canadian books, saw very significant progress through 2004-05. 
The French-language Banque de titres de langue francaise, with support from the Book 
Publishing Industry Development Program, forged a strategic alliance with Electre, the 
Paris-based international French-language book database. This will ensure that French- 
language Canadian books are included for the first time in both key domestic and 
international ordering databases. For the English-language publishing community, 
BookNet Canada, the Department’s delivery partner for the Supply Chain Initiative, saw 
the establishment of Pubnet, an electronic ordering network for books, ensuring that books 
would continue to be obtained in Canada. Making affordable electronic transactions 
accessible to a broad spectrum of Canadian publishers and retailers for the first time, this 
new network enjoyed its one millionth transaction only months after it was established in 
2004. 
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Implementation of the Government Response to the Report on the Review of 
Canada’s Broadcasting System by the Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage 


The Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage viewed the Government’s first response to 
their report, Our Cultural Sovereignty: The Second Century of Canadian Broadcasting, as 
being un-substantive and lacking in specific action. The Committee re-tabled the report on 
November 4, 2004, requesting a more detailed response. 


On April 4, 2005, the Department of Canadian Heritage tabled its second response to the 
Standing Committee Report, Reinforcing Our Cultural Sovereignty — Setting Priorities for 
the Canadian Broadcasting System. (See Table 13 Attp:/www.pch.gc.ca/progs/ac- 
ca/progs/ri-bpi/index_e.cfm). The response describes a vision for the broadcasting system 
for the coming years and outlines the Government’s plan of action in three priority areas: 
content; governance and accountability; and looking to the future. Serving the needs of 
Canadians and thereby reinforcing cultural citizenship and building cultural sovereignty 
are at the forefront of the action plan. Highlights of the response include: 


Content 


Canadians are best served by a broadcasting system that offers an ample supply of high- 
quality, distinctively Canadian content that enlightens, entertains and informs citizens. To 
achieve this, the Government will actively encourage the development of compelling 
programming — particularly drama, children’s and cultural programming and 
documentaries — that reflects the Canadian experiences and reaches out to large numbers of 
Canadians. The Government will also take action to ensure that Canadians continue to 
have access to news and public affairs programming that reflects a diversity of 
perspectives and voices at the local and regional level by directing the Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecommunications Commission (CRTC) to increase its efforts to ensure 
that Canadians in communities of various sizes have access to local and regional news and 
public affairs programming from a variety of sources. 


To fulfill its role, CBC/Radio-Canada should reach out to as many Canadians as possible 
with programming that reflects its distinctive public service mandate. To assist, the 
Government has provided an additional $60 million for 2005-06 and will set aside an 
envelope within the Canadian Television Fund (CTF) for the public broadcaster. The 
Government will also ask CBC/Radio-Canada’s Board of Directors to deliver a strategic 
plan by September 2005 on the provision of its English and French television services. 


Governance and Accountability 


The Government recognizes that there is room to improve the degree of synergy and 
complementarity among the various players, and it will work through its policy 
instruments — including the CRTC, CBC/Radio-Canada, Telefilm Canada, the CTF, the 
National Film Board (NFB), the Canadian Film or Video Production Tax Credit (CPTC), 
Canadian Audio-Visual Certification Office (CAVCO) — to increase efficiency, simplify 
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procedures and reduce administrative burden on Canadian creators, producers and 
broadcasters. 


Consistent with the Government’s overall smart regulation agenda, the Government will 
ask the CRTC to prepare annual reports concerning the steps it has taken to streamline its 
rules, regulations and decision-making processes. Furthermore, the Government will 
explore whether monetary penalties should be added to the CRTC’s toolkit for ensuring 
compliance with broadcasting regulations. 


The strength of the Canadian Television Fund (CTF) is critically important to the overall 
health of Canadian broadcasting. The Government acknowledges recent improvements to 
both the governance and administration of the CTF and is currently working with 
stakeholders on further improvements, expected by June 2005. 


Recognizing that Telefilm Canada is best positioned to continue building Canada’s audio- 
visual capacity, the Government has tabled legislation to provide it with the authorities to 
continue its work. In the near future, the Government will make changes to further 
modernize Telefilm’s legislation. 


Looking to the Future 


Canadians will continue to be well served if their broadcasting system is equipped to 
respond to the exciting opportunities and significant challenges of ever-changing 
communications technologies. To ensure this, the Government will continue to work 
closely with regulators and the industry to identify and remove impediments to digital 
transition in the radio, television and new media arenas. 


Recognizing that CBC/Radio-Canada can play a leadership role in the transition to digital 
television, the Government is inviting the Corporation to submit a fully-costed digital 
transition plan. The Government is expecting the CRTC to actively encourage other 
broadcasters, especially Canada’s private conventional broadcasters, to accelerate their 
transition to digital. 


The Government has adopted a strategic approach to preserving Canada’s audio-visual 
resources to ensure the best materials are preserved and made accessible to all Canadians. 
The Department of Canadian Heritage’s Canadian Culture Online Program, for 
example, has already invested about $59 million in the digitization and online presentation 
of Canadian cultural collections. 


To ensure that Canada’s cultural policy instruments remain appropriate, the Government 


will proactively undertake several initiatives to assess rapidly evolving trends in 
technology and evaluate their impact on existing regulatory and policy models. 
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Key Planned Result 3: Canada’s Diverse Cultural and Natural Heritage is 


Preserved for Canadians Now and in the Future 


The preservation of our heritage is important, as it gives a context to our stories, symbols 
and creations. Heritage means many things to Canadians. It gives testimony of our past and 
encourages interest in our history. 


In 2004-05, a strategic framework for a new museum policy has been significantly 
advanced, including consultations with the heritage sector and federal/provincial and 
territorial officials in order to achieve consensus on broad priorities and objectives that 
would address challenges regarding the protection of Canada’s heritage. Funding has been 
secured within the fiscal framework to address the long-standing storage and preservation 
needs of Library and Archives Canada, while re-location of some collections and services 
to a new facility has begun. Funding for government infrastructure renewal has been 
allocated in Budget 2005 and should help alleviate critical infrastructure needs of Canada’s 
national museums. 


Quebec Anglophone Artists: English Language Arts Network 


The Quebec Arts Summit was held in Montreal in November 2004. This event was the 
first time Anglophone artists in Quebec, all disciplines combined, had the opportunity to 
interact with one another and meet with members of the Canadian Heritage Portfolio 
working in Quebec. One of the major outcomes of this initiative was the founding of the 
English Language Arts Network (ELAN) (http:/;www.quebec-elan.org), which includes 
143 artists. The cultural and artistic expression of Anglophones from Quebec can only 
benefit from the work of this new organization, thereby increasing their visibility and 
presence in Quebec. The Department has allocated $80,000 to this project. 


Evaluation of Some of the Programs Introduced in 2001 as Part of the Tomorrow 
Starts Today Cultural Package 


Canada Music Council and Canada Music Fund 


In the fall of 2004, the Department undertook a summative evaluation of the Canada 
Music Council (CMC). Results of this evaluation will guide the Department in preparing a 
recommendation to the Minister of Canadian Heritage, for her consideration, on the future 
of the Council. The final report of this evaluation is expected in the second quarter of 
2005-06. A summative evaluation of all seven components of the Canada Music Fund 
(CMF) will be undertaken in 2006-07. 


The Canada Music Council (CMC) was created in 2002 to advise the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage on developments in the Canada Music Fund (CMF). The Council’s 19 members 
were appointed by the Minister of Canadian Heritage and include music producers, 
songwriters, performers, distributors, music publishers and broadcasters. Further to the 
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CMF’s 2004 audit the CMC’s mandate was modified to confer a more strategic policy role 
to the Council.

Book Publishing Industry Development Program 


In June 2004, the Summative Evaluation of the Book Publishing Industry Development 
Program was completed (http://www.pch.gc.ca/progs/em- 

cr/eval/2004/2004 09/index_e.cfm), including components funded under the Tomorrow 
Starts Today cultural package. The evaluation confirmed that the Program continues to 
have a significant impact on the production and sales of Canadian-authored books, and that 
the Government’s investment in publishing over the past 25 years has fostered a rich and 
diverse body of Canadian books that are “evidently finding a market, both domestically 
and internationally.” 
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Arts Policy 


Program audits were undertaken to help improve Cultural Spaces Canada, Arts 
Presentation Canada and the Canadian Arts and Heritage Sustainability Program. A 
series of information exchange sessions were also held with provinces, territories and other 
stakeholders regarding the impact of these programs, the achievements so far and the 
potential improvements. These review exercises led to the following amendments: 


In the case of the Arts Presentation Canada Program, the review process led to a 
streamlining of the application process, including the introduction of a granting option, and 
a new application form that more directly relates to the program results framework. The 
review process also contributed to a more focussed set of outcomes for the Program, which 
remain relevant to the objectives of the Department while becoming more in tune with the 
needs of Canadians and developments in the arts presenting community. Finally, the 
review process led to the revamping of the development component to allow for greater 
flexibility in responding to the needs of underserved communities. 
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The revised Terms and Conditions for the Cultural Spaces Canada Program now provide a 
streamlined application and approval process, flexibility in the form of funding instruments 
(grants and contributions) and an enhanced consultative process with our partners to 
determine investment priorities. 


The Canadian Arts and Heritage Sustainability Program underwent a program audit, the 
report of which was published in February 2005 (http://www.pch.gc.ca/progs/em- 
cr/verif/2005/2005_01/index_e.cfm?nav=0). The audit team found that the management 
control framework and management practices are appropriate, decision-making and 
reporting is timely, relevant and reliable, and risk management strategies and practices are 
suitable. It recommended improvements to management practices related to documentation 
of program changes in order to demonstrate that proper authority was obtained where 
applicable. These improvements have been implemented and the necessary changes have 
been made through revised Terms and conditions for the Program, which were approved 
by Treasury Board in May 2005.

Strategic Objective 2: Cultural Participation and Engagement 


In working towards our strategic priorities of Vibrant and Creative Communities and A 
Confident and Competitive Voice at Home and Abroad, the Department initiated programs 
that invite Canadians to participate in our collective cultural experiences. Participating in 
our shared culture transforms our diversity into a national strength and fuels our collective 
creativity. 


Key Planned Result 4: Canadians Have Access to a Diverse Range of Canadian 


Voices and Experiences 


The Department’s strategy to promote Canada’s cultural life was to ensure there were 
numerous and diverse opportunities for Canadians to participate in a wide range of cultural 
and sport experiences. The Department offered support to these sectors so that Canadians 
could participate in a diverse range of experiences. 


In 2002, the Government announced that it would provide $160 million over 10 years to 
support the revitalization, preservation and promotion of Aboriginal languages and 
cultures. In December 2003, the Minister’s Task Force on Aboriginal Languages and 
Cultures was launched to provide advice to the Government on the preservation, 
revitalization and promotion of Aboriginal languages and cultures. The Task Force held a 
ceremonial launch of community consultations with Elders and with a Circle of Experts, 
followed by fifteen community consultations across Canada. Consultations were held with 
national Aboriginal organizations, including the Assembly of First Nations, Inuit Tapiruit 
Kanatami and the Métis National Council. The recommendations from the Task Force on 
Aboriginal Languages and Cultures and the Comprehensive Review of Federal 
Programming for Aboriginal Languages and Cultures in 2005 will provide 
recommendations on the operational structure, services and activities for this new funding. 


Supporting Aboriginal Achievements and Contributions 


The Department of Canadian Heritage provides financial assistance to the National 
Aboriginal Achievement Foundation (NAAF) for support to Aboriginal students to 
attend career fairs and pursue educational opportunities and training and supports the 
broadcast of the annual National Aboriginal Achievement Awards.

Funding to the NAAF also ensures that Aboriginal achievements and contributions are 
recognized and appreciated in Canadian society by supporting the annual National 
Aboriginal Achievement Awards ceremonies and broadcast. 


Access to Our Heritage 
The goal of preservation is to ensure access to our heritage. Access and participation are 


key elements of the new Museum Policy being developed as well as key objectives of 
existing programs. 


Increased Visits at Heritage Institutions 


: The Survey of Heritage Institutions in 2002, published by Statistics Canada in 2004, indicated : 
: that there were nearly 117.5 million visits to some form of heritage institutions in 2002, : 
: ranging from museums, historic sites and archives to aquariums and zoos, botanical gardens, 

: arboretums and conservatories, and nature parks that have interpretation and educational 

: programs. Attendance at museums rose 5.0 per cent in 2002, from 26.5 million to 27.8 

: million visitors. Historic sites registered a 4.5 per cent increase from three years earlier, with 

: over 17.4 million visits. (Source: Statistics Canada, The Daily, October 25, 2004). 


In fulfillment of the Cu/tural Property Export and Import Act, the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board certified over 10,000 heritage objects, allowing cultural 
property with a total value in excess of $100 million to move from private hands to public 
heritage institutions. The Movable Cultural Property Grants Program also assisted 12 
heritage institutions either to repatriate significant cultural property artefacts to Canada or 
keep in Canada cultural property that was threatened with permanent export from Canada. 


The Canada Travelling Exhibition Indemnification Program concluded Indemnity 
Agreements for works of 11 exhibits across the country that attracted more than two 
million visitors in 14 museums. The value of these exhibits reached $1.46 billion. Among 
the noteworthy exhibits that Canadians have enjoyed is the exhibit Russell and Remington 
at the Glenbow Museum in Calgary. 
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: Services for Museums, Archives and Galleries 


: CCI’s Exhibit Transportation Services (ETS) increases access to works of art, stories 
- and knowledge that build understanding and pride in Canada by providing specialized 

: transportation services and storage facilities for Canada’s museums, archives and 

: galleries. In 2004-05, ETS safely transported 97 exhibits in addition to the many loans, 

: acquisitions and donations for 110 heritage institutions. The ETS vehicles covered 

> more than 447,000 km across Canada, including the Yukon and Northwest Territories 

: and the United States. Cost-recovery service, ETS generated about $915,000 in 2004-05.

Key Planned Result 5: Canadians of All Backgrounds Participate in Culture and 
Sport Experiences 


The Department’s strategy was to ensure the greatest access to Canada’s cultural life 
through enhancing the capacity of all Canadians to participate. It focussed on extending the 
reach of culture and sport events and on removing the barriers to participation that may be 
present in some spheres. 


High Participation to Cultural Activities 


: According to a 2004 Decima Survey, cultural activities continue to draw sizeable 
: participation as 82 per cent of Canadians (aged 15 and over) attended an artistic 
: performance or exhibit in 2003. The most popular types were live performances 
: (theatre, music, dance, opera), followed by visual art exhibits. In 2003, festivals were 
: attended by 54 per cent of Canadians and almost half of Canadians (44 per cent) 
: attended a live performance or art exhibit featuring diverse cultures and traditions.

Aboriginal Culture 


The Department of Canadian Heritage launched the Portfolio Committee on Aboriginal 
Affairs to serve as a forum on collaboration and coherent approaches to Aboriginal matters 
within the mandate of the Canadian Heritage Portfolio, and to contribute to the 
development of federal Aboriginal policy initiatives, including land claims and self- 
government negotiations. The Aboriginal Affairs Branch formalized its Working Group on 
Land Claims, Treaties and Self-Government, and re-launched its Aboriginal Policy 
Network with its regions to ensure a broad collaborative approach to policy development 
within Canadian Heritage. 


The Department contributed to the Northern Strategy and specifically led the development 
of the Culture and Identity component of the federal government’s contribution to the 


Northern Strategy (http://www.northernstrategy.ca/strt/index_e.html). The long-term 


goal of this component is to ensure that the importance of language, traditional knowledge 
and way of life is recognized and encouraged. 


The Department also contributed to the development of the Canada-Aboriginal Peoples 
Roundtable and follow-up sectoral sessions, as well as to the preparation for a Cabinet 
retreat with national Aboriginal leaders.

Sport 


The Department worked with its partners in sport, the Aboriginal sport community and 
provincial/territorial governments to bring the new Policy on Aboriginal Peoples’ 
Participation in Sport to the final stages of development. A clearly articulated policy with 
the objectives of enhancing participation, excellence, capacity and interaction will lead the 
Department’s work in support of Aboriginal Peoples’ participation in sport and 
methodically improve the current status of Aboriginal sport in the coming years. 
Implementation of the Policy is underway.

Based on the Canadian Sport Policy, adopted by the federal, provincial and territorial 
governments in 2002, and the funds allocated in the 2003 Federal Budget, the Department 
established and implemented initiatives to increase the number of Canadians participating 
in sport. Special emphasis was placed on groups with lower rates of representation (girls 
and young women, Aboriginal Peoples, persons with a disability, visible minorities, youth 
at risk and the economically disadvantaged). These objectives were pursued through: 


e Federal-provincial/territorial bilateral agreements in sport with each of the 
13 provinces and territories: The agreements provided $4 million with equivalent 
matching P/T funds; this led to the delivery of a number of sport participation 
initiatives. For example, in New Brunswick, 12,800 children from 150 schools 
were able to take part in “learn to” sport clinics; in Alberta, 47 trained youth 
workers ran 36 sport camps with 14,589 Aboriginal youth participating. 


e The Integrated Pan-Canadian Healthy Living Strategy: This strategy is led by 


the Public Health Agency of Canada. In the early stages, Sport Canada has 
focussed on developing the sport participation messaging for the Healthy Living 
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and Sport Participation Campaign. The one-year initiative, under the joint 
responsibility of Health Canada and Canadian Heritage, promotes healthy eating, 
physical activity and participation in sport through television advertisements, 
program guides and a campaign Web site. 


e The Sport Participation Development Program: This program is open to funded 
National Sport Organizations, and Multisport Service Organizations. For example, 
Gymnastics Canada has implemented four separate programs in different regions to 
accomplish different tasks (e.g., integrating athletes with a disability, participation 
within schools). 


e Strategic investments: One example of strategic investments is the support for the 
administration of the Canadian Tire Foundation for Families JumpStart Program, 
which provides small grants to children from low-income families to allow them to 
participate in organized sport. A total of 59 active JumpStart chapters have been 
established and have helped 376 young people participate in a season of organized 
sport. 


Furthermore, during 2004-05, the Department increased the level of funds allocated for 
high performance and sport development initiatives by $40 million. For example, more 
than 1,400 Canadian athletes will receive a 400$ per month increase in their tax-free 
stipends in support of their pursuit of podium success. Stipends for athletes with 
developmental cards will increase from $500 per month to $900 per month, representing 
an 80 percent increase and bringing the annual total to $10,800. Stipends for athletes with 
senior cards will increase from $1,100 per month to $1,500 per month, representing a 36 
percent increase and bringing the annual total to $18,000. In addition, $14 million was 
provided to support coaching salaries, national team programs, and sport science and 
research for Canadian Olympic and Paralympic sports. A new approach to funding high 
performance athletes was also put in place to target federal funds to those sports and 
athletes with the greatest potential for podium success at Olympic and Paralympic Games. 
To implement this approach, the Interim Canadian Review Panel was established in 
January 2005 to make recommendations to funding partners, including the Government of 
Canada, the Canadian Olympic Committee (COC) and the Canadian Paralympic 
Committee (CPC), on the priorities for the allocation of quadrennial incremental 
excellence funds. 


Key Planned Result 6: Canadians Excel Domestically and Internationally in 
Culture and Sport 


The Department focussed its efforts on programs nurturing Canadian talent to attain the 
highest level of performance as well as profiling and celebrating our achievements at home 
and abroad. Canadian talent and excellence in culture and sport are both a key result of 
broad participation and an important contribution for continued inclusive participation. 
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The 2010 Games Federal Secretariat 


The 2010 Games Federal Secretariat worked closely with its Games hosting partners, 
including the Vancouver Organizing Committee and the Government of British Columbia, 
to ensure the accountable and transparent use of public funds, to protect and advance 
public interests and priorities, including Aboriginal participation, official-languages 
provisions, and to facilitate the promotion of Canadian cultural diversity in the planning 
and hosting of the 2010 Winter Games. The International Olympic Committee views the 
relation between the Vancouver Organizing Committee for the 2010 Olympic and 
Paralympic Winter Games (VANOC) and the Government of Canada as "best practice" 
that gave a two year jump start on preparations for the Games. 


The Secretariat implemented a horizontal strategic framework, involving over 30 federal 
departments and agencies, that continues to provide leadership in delivering on the 
Government of Canada’s hosting commitments (including essential federal services for the 
2010 Winter Games), promote effective interdepartmental and intergovernmental 
consultation and coordination, and motivate federal collaboration in maximizing the social, 
economic, environmental and cultural opportunities and impact of the 2010 Winter Games 
across the country, and for all Canadians. 


International Convention Against Doping in Sport 


The elimination of doping in sport is a reflection of Canadian values and ethics and 
demonstrates our commitment to fairness and accountability. On October 15, 2003, the 
General Conference of UNESCO adopted a resolution formally committing UNESCO to 
the preparation of an international Convention against doping in sport. In 2004-05, 
Canadian Heritage actively pursued this objective as Chair of the Intergovernmental 
Experts Group, which was responsible for negotiating the draft text. This group held 
meetings in May 2004 and January 2005 and produced a comprehensive draft of an 
International Convention Against Doping in Sport 
(http://unesdoc.unesco.org/images/0013/001388/138860e.pdf). The document was also 
discussed at the Fourth International Conference of Ministers and Senior Officials 
Responsible for Physical Education and Sport (MINEPS IV), held December 6-8, 2004, in 
Athens. 


In March 2005, the Director General of UNESCO sent a report 
(http://unesdoc.unesco.org/images/0013/001388/138831e.pdf) and a draft of the 
Convention to all member States in preparation for the 2005 General Conference. In this 
report, the Director General of UNESCO expressed his gratitude to Canada for its role as 
Chair of the Intergovernmental Experts Group. The Convention will commit governments 
to harmonize anti-doping policies and regulations to ensure that athletes are able to 
compete on a fair and equal basis and have a safe and healthy sport experience. The 
Convention will be presented for adoption at the October 2005 UNESCO General 
Conference.

Strategic Objective 3: Connections 


The initiatives of the Department of Canadian Heritage in the area of its strategic priorities, 
Vibrant and Creative Communities and Shared Citizenship, aim, for Canadians of all 
backgrounds, to interact across diverse communities and understand and value diversity. 
Connections among people, both within and across diverse communities of all kinds, can 
enable the sharing of diverse ideas and perspectives, build capacity, stimulate new ideas, 


partnerships and projects, as well as attract talent. 


Key Planned Result 7: Canadians of All Backgrounds Interact Across Diverse 
Communities 


The Department of Canadian Heritage provides opportunities and enhances capacity for 
Canadians to interact across diverse communities by strengthening public outreach 
initiatives that encourage creativity among diverse cultural groups. It targets significant 
divides in Canadian society to create positive connection experiences that result in valuing 
diversity.

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The Exchanges Canada program provided over 18,000 young Canadians with the 
opportunity to establish connections with one another and gain a better understanding and 
appreciation of their country through two-way exchanges, youth forums and summer work 
opportunities. 
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In 2004-05, approximately 35% of participants in the Exchanges Canada Program were 
from a traditionally under-represented group (visible minorities, Aboriginal youth, youth 
with disabilities, youth from low-income households and youth from rural and remote 
areas). The overall target set by Exchanges Canada for this period was 25%. 


In 2004-05, the Katimavik program provided 1,155 young people (between the ages of 17 
and 21) with the opportunity to acquire valuable personal and professional skills through 
volunteer work on community projects across Canada. 


Key Planned Result 8: Canadians Understand and Value Diversity in Canadian 


Society 


Increased public outreach initiatives that encourage creativity among diverse cultural 
groups result in increased awareness, understanding and valuing of diversity in Canadian 
society. The Department uses broad outreach strategies to promote understanding and 
respect for diversity as well as focuses on the longer term, societal outcomes from positive 
connection experiences that include increased awareness, understanding and valuing of 
diversity. 


Committees and Forums: An Active Federal Leadership Role 


A multilateral structure is now in place: In addition to the annual meeting of ministers 
responsible for Culture and Heritage — the most recent meeting was held in Halifax in 
October 2004 — there are parallel forums for deputy ministers and directors. A Federal- 
Provincial/Territorial Program Committee was also created in 2004-05. The Department of 
Canadian Heritage assumes its leadership role by co-chairing all these forums and by 
acting as a secretary. 


In addition, some federal-provincial/territorial working groups were created over the last 
year, including groups on arts and learning and cultural investments. These groups, which 
are chaired by a provincial government and of which the Department is a member, are an 
excellent tool for enhancing the sharing of information and best practices with regard to 
initiatives, policies and programs brought forward by the various jurisdictions. 


Official Languages 
The goal of Official Languages Support Programs of the Department of Canadian 


Heritage is to promote English and French in Canadian society and to encourage the 
development of Anglophone and Francophone minority communities. 


The Department worked in three areas of involvement: 
e Cooperation with other governments: Our partnership with the provinces and 


territories aims to give official-language minority communities access to education 
in their mother tongue; to provide school governance; and to receive provincial and

territorial services in their own language. In addition, cooperation with other 
governments enables all young Canadians to learn English or French as a second 
language. 

e Community Development: Our support enables official-language minority 
communities to establish and maintain organizations that will allow them to fully 
contribute to the economic, cultural and social aspects of Canadian life; to benefit 
fully from federal programs in all regions of the country through the coordination 
role that we undertake with other federal institutions. 

e Promotion: The bilingual character of our country is a fundamental part of our 
national identity. We emphasize its advantages and rewards both in Canada and 
abroad; we help voluntary organizations to reflect the bilingual character of our 
society in their own activities; and we encourage activities that foster mutual 
understanding between Anglophones and Francophones. 


The Department has two different programs to support official languages: the 
Development of Official-Language Communities program and the Enhancement of 
Official Languages program. 


Enhancement of Official Languages Program 


The Enhancement of Official Languages program is designed to foster a greater 
understanding and appreciation among Canadians of the benefits of linguistic duality. 
Through partnerships and agreements with provinces, territories and non-governmental 
organizations in support of second-language instruction, and initiatives fostering mutual 
understanding between English- and French-speaking Canadians, this program brings 
Canadians to recognize and support linguistic duality as a fundamental value of Canadian 


society. (For more information, see: http://www.pch.gc.ca/progs/lo-ol/progs/mev_e.cfm) 


Since the start of the Government of Canada Action Plan for Official Languages in 2003, 
$71 million has been allocated to target initiatives related to minority-language education 
and second-language instruction. Numerous discussions with the Council of Ministers of 
Education, Canada, and the provinces and territories led to a framework that established 
the parameters for the next four years of cooperation, until 2008-09. 


Parallel to these discussions, the Department has invested an additional $12 million over 
the past two years in its cooperation with the provinces and territories to improve core and 
immersion second-language programs, to recruit and train teachers and to facilitate second- 
language instruction at the post-secondary level. These steps will, over the long term, 
enable young Canadians to increase their working knowledge of both official languages. 
The Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, has received $6 million in additional 
funding to re-launch its bursaries and monitors programs by enhancing their image to 
appeal more to young people. 


In addition to measures that are consistent with the objectives of the Action Plan, the 
Department continued its activities to enhance Canada’s linguistic duality ($4.5 million). 
Several pilot projects are underway to test a range of service-delivery models in both 
official languages in the volunteer sector. Among them is the update of a Web tool,

Making Your Organization Bilingual, which offers advice to help organizations provide

Multiculturalism 


The Multiculturalism Program enhanced the educational content of some of its current 
initiatives. For example, as part of the program to celebrate the 10th Anniversary of Black 
History Month in Canada, February 2005, a travelling exhibit, “Black Ink/Encre Noire,” 
celebrating Black writers, was showcased for the first time in four cities across Canada. 
The marketing strategy for the “Racism: Stop it!” National Video Competition, aimed at 
getting young people across Canada involved in taking a stand against racism, was 
expanded to reach out-of-school youth and community-based organizations across Canada. 
Also new to this initiative, 18 anti-racism and video production workshops took place 
throughout Canada to assist students with their entries. With the support of new media 
partners, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and Société Radio-Canada, the 

10 winning videos were edited into nationally televised public service announcements and 
broadcast coast to coast to coast. In early 2004, the Centre de recherche sur I’ opinion 
publique (CROP) conducted a total of 647 telephone surveys of former participants aged 
12-18 of the “Racism: Stop It!” National Video Competition. The purpose of the study was 
to obtain information regarding their level of satisfaction with the competition and also 
obtain their suggestions for improvement. Additionally, the study was used to evaluate the 
impact of the competition on the participants’ view of the elimination of racial 
discrimination. 


e 80% of respondents felt that participating in the competition gave them a better 
awareness and understanding of racial problems, while 58% feel that it has changed 
the way that they act and view issues of equality and diversity. 


e 71% of respondents partook in their first concrete action against racism while 
participating in the competition. 
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The Multiculturalism Program supported a range of community-led initiatives designed to 
foster better cross-cultural understanding and address emerging issues that affect 
community understanding and enhance efforts to address racism. Some examples for 2004- 
05 include support to: 


e Media Awareness Network (MNET): “Media Literacy Diversity and Education” 
developed English and French language tools for studying the representation of 
minority groups in the media in elementary and secondary classrooms. MNET also 
offered professional development workshops with teaching resources in the 550 school 
districts in Canada, and promoted the new tools through its wide network. 


e Thinkstock, “Mother Tongue: the Other Side of the History”: A documentary series of 
various ethnocultural communities throughout Canada from a woman’s perspective. 
This series explores the experiences of women who worked to overcome racism, 
economic hardship and inequality. Educational tools, such as an interactive Web site 
and teaching resources, were developed. 


e The United Nations Association of Canada (UNAC): “Integration and Belonging” 
raised awareness among community leaders and young people in five cities across 
Canada about Canada’s visible and religious minorities in order to strengthen 
community social cohesion and foster cross-cultural understanding. This initiative has 
allowed communities to identify their own community leaders, build their own voices, 
and include young people as full partners in community leadership and decision- 
making.

Strategic Objective 4: Active Citizenship and Civic 


Participation 


The Strategic Objective Active Citizenship and Civic Participation promotes understanding 
of the rights and responsibilities of shared citizenship and fosters opportunities to 
participate in Canada’s civic life. Promoting a sense of belonging and engagement of all 
citizens is key to building a more cohesive Canada. 


Key Planned Result 9: Canadians of All Background Understand and Value Their 
Citizenship 


The Department has created initiatives that are broadly focussed on awareness, 
understanding, pride and celebration in order to reach as many Canadians as possible. It 
has also employed targeted programs to address specific groups such as young people in an 
effort to strategically engage the next generation of active citizens. 
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The review of the Canadian Studies program was completed in the early spring of 2005. 
As aresult, the Program’s objectives have been clarified and sharpened to focus on the 
development of learning materials and activities for young Canadians. This new strategic 
direction will enable the Program to heighten awareness and appreciation of Canada by 
young Canadians, an important priority group for the Department.

Human Rights 


The Department promotes Canadians’ awareness of human rights and, together with 
Justice Canada and Foreign Affairs Canada, provides coordinated leadership across a broad 
range of human rights issues. In 2004-05, an evaluation of the Human Rights Program 
found that the Program fit well within the mandate of the Department, supports its strategic 
outcome that Canadians live in an inclusive society, and ensures that respect for human 
rights is not simply a matter of law, but an integral part of Canada’s culture and heritage. 


In 2004-05 the Human Rights Program also submitted five reports to the United Nations 
on Canada’s domestic implementation of international human rights instruments, clearing a 
longstanding backlog and submitting new reports in much reduced timeframes. The 
Program ensured continued attention to the implementation of human rights at the federal 
and provincial levels by chairing meetings of the federal-provincial Continuing Committee 
of Officials on Human Rights and interdepartmental meetings on follow-up to the 
conventions on the Rights of the Child and the Elimination of Discrimination against 
Women, as well as other human rights issues. (http://pch.gc.ca/progs/pdp-

The Program distributed over 86,888 human rights documents to Canadians and increased 


information available on-line. (http://pch.gc.ca/progs/pdp-hrp/index_e.cfm) 


The Court Challenges Program was renewed for five years, continuing its successes in 
bringing human rights issues before the courts that clarify our understanding of linguistic 
and minority rights. 


Key Planned Result 10: Canadians of All Backgrounds Are Engaged in Communit 
and Civic Life 


Participation in the civic life of the country — through the democratic process and 
community life — is a key responsibility of every citizen. For Canada’s model of 
multiculturalism and linguistic duality to work, this participation must be wide and open to 
enable Canadians of all backgrounds to feel that their voices will be heard and that their 
contributions matter to the development of Canadian society. The Department targets 
particular groups to increase opportunities and capacity for engagement for those for whom 
the playing field is not level, including Aboriginal women, young people and minority- 
language communities. It works on reinforcing the understanding of and appreciation for 
our differences and common traits through a variety of approaches: support for 
volunteerism, anti-racism projects, Aboriginal programs and regional celebrations of 
Canada Day. 


Canada Volunteerism Initiative 


Announced in December 2001, the Canada Volunteerism Initiative (CVI) aims to 
improve the ability of organizations to benefit from the contribution of volunteers, to 
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encourage Canadians to participate in voluntary organizations, and to enhance the 
experience of volunteering. In 2004-05 the Department conducted a mid-term evaluation of 
the CVI. Preliminary findings of the evaluation suggest that the delivery approach of the 
CVI is sound and considered to be effective. Based on activities and research to date, there 
is evidence that the initiative is on track to achieving its long-term outcomes as it builds on 
the knowledge developed to date. 


Aboriginal Programs 


Canadian Heritage has recently restructured its Aboriginal programming under a 
consolidated policy framework. The Aboriginal Programs will allow for more efficient 
administration and increased strategic monitoring and reporting. 


The consolidation was premised on a two-year comprehensive review based on a wide 
range of information, including program audit and evaluation findings, targeted research, a 
literature review and feedback and four consultations with Aboriginal peoples. 


A three-year implementation strategy (2005-08) is currently underway. 
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National Gatherings on Indigenous Knowledge 


In 2001 the Department of Canadian Heritage committed to hosting a series of three 
National Gatherings: the National Gathering on Artistic Expression (2002), the National 
Gathering on Aboriginal Cultures and Tourism (2003), and the National Gathering on 
Indigenous Knowledge (2005). These Gatherings are helping to build and enhance policies, 
programs and services that are relevant to, and supportive of, the needs of Aboriginal 
peoples. In 2004-05, planning for the final part of the National Gatherings series took 
place. The National Gatherings on Indigenous Knowledge will provide a forum for the 
Canadian Heritage Portfolio, other government departments and Indigenous communities 
to discuss a framework for the recognition, respect and celebration of Indigenous 
Knowledge and Artistic Expression, Intellectual and Cultural Properties, and Languages 
and Cultures. 


Several initiatives have resulted from the National Gathering on Aboriginal Artistic 
Expression. Among them, Canadian Heritage’s Book Publishing Industry Development 
Program (BPIDP) now provides enhanced support to publishers that hire Aboriginal 
interns. The Aboriginal Book Publishers of Canada was formed, made up of Métis and 
First Nations book publishers across the country. The National Aboriginal Music Industry 
Association (NAMIA) was created at the Gathering itself, and cross-country consultation 
sessions including round table consultation sessions in Toronto and Vancouver with 
Aboriginal filmmakers took place to review Canadian content in film and television 
productions. 


Aboriginal Culture 


Aboriginal producer Carol Geddes was contracted to prepare a Report on the State of 
Aboriginal Productions in Canada, addressing the various issues affecting their economic 
and cultural viability. The Minister of Canadian Heritage announced the Spark Initiative on 
June 27, 2003. The Initiative is a partnership between Canadian Heritage, Telefilm Canada, 
the Canada Council for the Arts and the National Film Board of Canada to accelerate 
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inclusion of culturally diverse and Aboriginal filmmakers into Canada’s audiovisual 
landscape. 2004-05 is the second year of the three-year Spark Initiative. Results for year 
one indicate that 14 visible minority and Aboriginal producers were supported in the 
development of dramatic television productions and in their participation at the Banff 
Television Festival. As well, 24 line positions were created for diverse and Aboriginal 
filmmakers, and 20 new projects by emerging and mid-career filmmakers and 14 diversity 
film festivals received support. Results for year two are expected in July 2005. Following 
the expiration of funding under the Memorandum of Understanding between the partners 
on March 31, 2006, the Department will undertake an evaluation of the initiative and 
investigate future funding. 


Development of Official-Language Communities 


The Development of Official-Language Communities program is another component of 
the Canadian Heritage official languages programs. 


This program is designed to foster the vitality of Canada’s English and French-speaking 
minority communities and enable them to participate fully in all aspects of Canadian life. 
Through partnerships and agreements with community organizations, provinces, territories, 
municipalities and federal departments and agencies, this program enhances the capacity of 
official-language minority communities to have greater access to quality education and 
different programs and services in their language in their communities. (For more 


information, see: http://www.pch.gc.ca/progs/lo-ol/progs/mev_e.cfm) 


As part of the Action Plan for Official Languages, the Department has launched new 
cooperative initiatives with the provinces and territories ($53 million over two years) to 
support the strategies for recruiting and retaining students and teachers in minority 
community schools, programs to upgrade students’ language skills, the development of 
advanced teaching methods, initiatives to bring French schools and their communities 
closer together and strategies to enhance access to post-secondary education. The measures 
launched will, in the long term, enable us to reach a higher proportion of the eligible 
clientele and offer them quality education in their own language. It is, however, too early 
to measure the impact of these initiatives. 


In 2004-05, the Department also continued its cooperation with the provinces and 
territories, investing $13.3 million to promote the availability of services in both official 
languages. In preparation for the renewal of its cooperation with official-language minority 
communities, the Department completed a series of 17 consultations across Canada, 
involving 455 representatives of community and institutional groups. These consultations 
resulted in the development of a collaboration model based on the principles of good 
governance and citizen participation that are prevalent in the volunteer sector. 
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Multiculturalism 


A Canada for All, Canada’s Action Plan Against Racism was released in 2004-05 
(http://www.pch.gc.ca/progs/multi/plan_action plan/index e.cfm). Building on 
Canada’s existing legal framework and on the policies and programs currently in place, the 
Action Plan establishes a horizontal approach across federal departments and agencies and 
outlines a significant number of new and continuing commitments to combat racism. The 
objectives of the Plan are to strengthen social cohesion, further Canada’s human rights 
framework and demonstrate federal leadership in the fight against racism and hate- 
motivated crime. 


The Multiculturalism Program supported the Indigenous Bar Association (IBA) in 
organizing a conference entitled “Hate and Racism in Canada: Seeking Solutions.” The 
IBA brought together individuals and organizations from across Canada to meet and 
explore options for appropriately dealing with and eliminating hate from our society. The 
Conference promoted a model of Canadian citizenship and First Nations/Aboriginal 
citizenship that enabled diverse voices to explore how to best build on diversity and 
eliminate the destructive forces that feed on racism and hate. Sessions involved panel 
presentations on topics of hate and racism, exploring the causes and its relationship to their 
community. The IBA worked in conjunction with members of the Aboriginal, Jewish, 
Arab, Indo-Canadian and Black communities, as well as other ethnocultural groups. 
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The IBA has continued to build a lasting and working relationship with partners/associates 
involved in the production of the Conference, and has continued to promote public 
awareness and education in seeking to find solutions for the elimination of hate and racism 
in Canada. 


Addressing Systemic Barriers: Foreign Credential Recognition 


The Multiculturalism Program worked to address systemic barriers to participation for 
ethnocultural/racial communities and to help these communities build their capacity. The 
lack of foreign credential recognition is a significant barrier to many. In addition to other 
projects, the Multiculturalism Program supported two large-scale initiatives in this area: 
the British Columbia Internationally Trained Professionals Network (BCITP) and the 
Policy Roundtable Accessing Professions and Trades (PROMPT). These projects help 
build networks for internationally trained professions in these provinces, linking existing 
networks and facilitating roundtables. The networks provide professionals and skilled 
trades people with the necessary support, education and training so that they can find 
employment in Canada. Both BCITP and PROMPT act as facilitators between internally 
trained professionals and Canadian regulatory bodies, institutions and governments so that 
realistic solutions to foreign credential recognition can be found. 


Capacity Building 


In addition, the Multiculturalism Program helped a number of communities build their 
capacity. Some of these initiatives include support to: 


e the Portuguese Canadian National Congress for a national policy and planning meeting: 
The purpose of this meeting was to strengthen the voice of the Portuguese-Canadian 
community and to empower community members to mobilize against barriers to 
participation; 


e United Way/Centraide Windsor-Essex County, Ontario, for the project “Ethno-Racial 
Community: Board and Civic Participation”: The aim of this project is to increase the 
capacity of members from the ethno-cultural/racial communities to participate in 
leadership and decision-making positions in non-profit community service 
organizations; 


e the Vietnamese Canadian Federation: “Community Capacity Building for Moving 


Forward.” The purpose of this national capacity-building project is to address the needs 
of the expanding Vietnamese population in Canada. 
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Better Statistics, Better Understanding of the Fabric of the Canadian Population 


The Program, in partnership with Statistics Canada, completed a demographic projéction 
study for Canadians in 2017, the 150th anniversary of Confederation. The study focussed 
on the total population as well as visible minorities, covering aspects such as visible 
minority status, immigrant status, religious denomination and mother tongue. The study 
was used as a focal point for a two-day policy forum in March 2005, involving 200 
delegates from approximately 35 government departments, agencies and non-governmental 
organizations. The Policy Forum provided the opportunity to analyze policy and program 
implications of the demographic projections and generate discussions on how government 
departments can better prepare themselves for the Canada of tomorrow. The Program also 
developed, with Statistics Canada, a brochure, “Quick Facts on Diversity in Canada.” 
More than 13,000 copies have been distributed to other federal government departments.

The Department of Canadian Heritage will continue to engage all 
employees through dialogue and actions that reinforce and instil the 
importance of values-based ethical behaviours in all of our dealings with 
each other and on behalf of Canadians.

Service Improvements 


The Department of Canadian Heritage has undertaken significant work to harness the full 
and evolving potential of the information and communication technologies in order to 
enable Canadians to connect and share their diverse culture with each other and with the 
world. The Department continues to advance the ability to respond to its clients needs by 
transforming services through creative and effective use of the Internet. 


The Department has continued the transformation of its service delivery. It has developed a 
Service Delivery Vision in line with the Government of Canada (GoC) Service Delivery 
Initiative and established the framework to move forward the Department’s Service 
Delivery Strategy using a business-case approach. Based on client feedback, gaps were 
identified in service delivery. To address these gaps, the Department implemented service 
improvement plans for both internal and external departmental programs and services. In 
addition, the Department has developed service standards for regionally delivered 
programs and services, as well as for user-fee-based services. 


The Department has initiated the planning and analysis for the development of a business- 
driven solution that will permit the online application and processing of grants and 
contributions (Gs & Cs) and similar programs. This enterprise-wide initiative is intended to 
improve services to Canadian Heritage clients by streamlining business processes. This 
project is using the Canadian Audio-Visual Certification Office (CAVCO) On-line project 
and others as pathfinders. 


In response to the federal government’s agenda on Strengthening Public Sector 
Management, the Department of Canadian Heritage has continued to use the 
Management Accountability Framework (MAF) to improve its overall management. 
Some improvements were made to departmental management structures and processes in 
2004-05, especially with regards to governance and performance management. 


Furthermore, as part of the ongoing renewal of its corporate planning and reporting 
function, the Department introduced new management mechanisms in 2004-05, such as the 
Integrated Mid-Year Review Process, which is used to assess and weight financial, 
performance and accountability information and ultimately helps to support decision- 
making from a more global perspective. 


Managing Human Resources, Performance and Strengthened Accountability 


In 2004-05, the Department of Canadian Heritage entered its third year of integrated 
business and human resources plans. EX performance agreements flow from business 
planning through all management levels with clear accountability for human resources 
management of a representative workforce and strong learning culture. The Department 
has developed dashboards and performance indicators to measure progress such as a 
Learning Culture Index, a Business Health Culture Index and a Fairness Perception Index. 
Progress is also monitored in the departmental ombudsman’s Annual Report. 


The Department representation rates meet or exceed workforce availability in all four- 
employment equity groups both at the EX and non-EX levels. In anticipation of workforce 
demographic changes to come, the Department introduced a 10% target for the 
representation of visible minorities by March 31, 2006. A renewed Senior Advisory 
Committee on Employment Equity (EE) and Diversity, chaired by the Associate Deputy 
Minister, sets the strategic direction for EE and diversity for the Department. The 
Department’s commitment to an inclusive workplace is also supported by six employee-led 
groups (visible minorities, Aboriginal peoples, persons with disabilities, youth, women and 
gay, lesbian, bisexual and trans-gendered staff). 


In the area of official languages, the Department implemented the new directives on the 
use of imperative staffing and set the standard linguistic profile for EX and supervisor 
positions at the CBC level. As of May 2005, all EX employees of the Department of 
Canadian Heritage met the bilingual requirements of their positions. 


Management adherence to people values is assessed through annual employee surveys. 
Follow-up sessions and dialogue between managers and employees have helped identify 
challenges and prepare action plans to address the issues raised. These actions plans are 
included in the organization’s Human Resource Plans and will be monitored. 


The Department has initiated work on a new Workplace Well-Being Strategy and Action 
Plan, which will integrate the efforts of human resources, facilities and security services to 
achieve shared organizational, physical and individual health goals. 


Increasing regional capacity on security and occupational health and safety programs was 
of particular focus for the year. The Department has also taken other steps to enhance the 
safety and security of personnel, including access control to the workplace, air quality 
analysis and adjustments and individual safety advice and measures. 


The Department has created a Modernization Secretariat to lead the coordination of all 
activities related to the implementation of the Public Service Modernization Act to ensure a 
successful transition to the new labour relations and staffing regimes. Labour management 
consultation and informal conflict management systems are in place. The Ombudsman and 
Senior Integrity Officer has been designated as Senior Officer responsible for the Informal 
Conflict Management System. 
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Performance Measurement Strategy 


During 2004-05, as part of the design of the new Program Activity Architecture (PAA), a 
set of performance indicators was developed for each program activity and sub-level. 
These performance indicators, along with those already in place for programs, will be 
refined, and a performance measurement strategy, focussing on key performance 
indicators, will be developed, implemented and evaluated.

(http://www.tbs-sct.gc.ca/rma/dpr1/04-05/guidelines/guide e.asp), the Treasury Board 
Secretariat (TBS) provided specific guidance to departments for reporting on transfer 
payments programs (TPPs). 


Departments are therefore required to report on the results of TPPs, or the progress made to 
date, against the planned results stated in the RPPs, for each TPP where total transfer 
payments exceed $5 million for the reporting fiscal year. 


The Department of Canadian Heritage, as all departments responsible for administering 
TPPs, must complete one template for each TPP, including statutory transfer payment 
programs, where the total Transfer Payments Program exceeds $5 million during the 
reporting year. 


Emphasis is placed on the reporting of results achieved, that is, reporting on how well a 
TPP is accomplishing its defined objectives, as measured against expected results and 
outcomes. 


What are Transfer Payments (TPs)? 


Transfer payments are payments made based on appropriations for which no goods or 
services are directly received. The three main types of transfer payments are grants, 
contributions and other transfer payments (OTPs). 


What are Transfer Payment Programs (TPPs)? 


A Transfer Payment Program is defined as a collection of transfer payments (either 
voted or statutory) aimed at a common objective or set of objectives. Their purpose is “to 
further” departmental objectives and strategic outcomes and, as such, relate to 
departmental business lines or program activities that reside in the Program Activity 
Architecture (PAA). TPPs leverage the strengths of communities and organizations to 
achieve specific government policy outcomes.

What is included? 


The Department of Canadian Heritage used the template provided by TBS in its Guide for 
the Preparation of 2004-2005 Departmental Performance Reports to report on each TPP 
exceeding $5 million during the reporting year 2004-05.

The Committee considered matters relating to the Canadian Broadcasting System raised in 
the Second Report of the Standing Committee on Canadian Heritage in the Second Session 
of the 37" Parliament entitled “Our Cultural Sovereignty: The Second Century of 
Broadcasting’.

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Table 14: Sustainable Development Strategy of the Department of Canadian 
Heritage 


Since 1997, all departments and certain agencies of the Government of Canada have been 
required to submit a sustainable development strategy every three years. This is a very 
important tool that serves to guide and communicate some of the ways in which the 
Government intends to meet its commitment to the continued prosperity of Canadians in a 
free, fair and healthy society. 


In developing its third Sustainable Development Strategy, submitted February 16, 2004, 
the Department of Canadian Heritage focussed on four major directions: 


e continuing to fulfill its role as the cultural piece of the sustainable development 
mosaic in Canada 


e participating in the process of building capacity in Aboriginal communities 
e assuming leadership on the social dimension of sustainable development 


e becoming more eco-efficient in our delivery of programs 


In keeping with this strategy, the Department works actively to develop a precise vision of 
sustainable development so as to clarify its role in the more general strategy of the 
Government of Canada. The work done by numerous federal departments, including 
Canadian Heritage, to explore the social and cultural dimensions of sustainable 
development has led the Department to reflect more deeply upon the extent of its 
responsibilities. Keeping in mind that development should be sustainable to the benefit of 
current and future generations and that economic growth, environmental quality and the 
well-being of society are inextricably linked, the Department of Canadian Heritage is 
working to better define the parameters of the social and cultural dimensions of sustainable 
development so as to enhance an integrated approach to decision-making.

Objective 1.1: To increase employee awareness of Canadian Heritage’s approach 
to sustainable development. 

Objective 1.2: To reduce the environmental impact of procurement. 

Objective 1.3: To operate in a more eco-efficient manner. 


Goal 2: To integrate sustainable development into Canadian Heritage programs and 
policies delivered directly by the Department or in partnership with others. 


Objective 2.1: To raise awareness of clients regarding how they can integrate 
sustainable development into the delivery of projects funded by Canadian Heritage. 
Objective 2.2: To integrate sustainable development principles into the design and 
delivery of the Vancouver 2010 Winter Olympics. 

Objective 2.3: To improve the eco-efficiency of the Canadian Heritage Portfolio.

These outcomes express what the Department wants to accomplish for Canadians. Most 
Canadian Heritage programs are in themselves sustainable development efforts on behalf 
of Canadian society, because almost all of our department’s support programs contribute 
directly to the sustainability of their particular sector. Not only does the Department work 
to protect the heritage and history of Canadians, but it also strives to ensure their 
continuity. The goals, objectives and targets identified in the Sustainable Development 
Strategy of Canadian Heritage support the achievement of the Department’s strategic 
outcomes. In this way, the programs of the Department contribute directly to the 
sustainable development of Canadian society: we protect our heritage, we work to build the 
Canada of today, and we do these things to ensure the greater influence of Canadian 
society and culture for future generations. 
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3. What were the targets of the Department of Canadian Heritage for the reporting 
period? 


Target 1.1.1: To include information on sustainable development in existing courses. 


Target 1.1.2: To develop an intranet site that features tip sheets on sustainable 
development and promotes the availability of educational opportunities covering 
sustainable development. 


Target 1.2.1: To offer employees information on green procurement as a part of low- 
dollar value procurement. 


Target 1.2.3: To increase employee awareness of the “Green Leaf” hotel program and to 
encourage employees to use this program. 


Target 1.3.1: To reduce the amount of paper used per capita. 
Target 1.3.2: To include “green” lease criteria in any leases signed by Canadian Heritage. 


Target 1.3.3: To integrate “green” criteria into renovation and construction projects during 
the design phase. 


Target 2.1.1: To distribute Sports Canada’s Environmental Toolkit for event management 
to Canadian sports organizations. 


Target 2.1.2: To develop a Sustainable Development Toolkit for event management for 
Canadian cultural organizations. 


Target 2.2.1: To conduct environmental assessments for all projects directly related to the 
Vancouver 2010 Winter Olympics, where the federal government has authority. 


Target 2.2.2: To develop a set of sustainable development principles that can be applied to 
the design and delivery of the Vancouver 2010 Winter Olympics. 


Target 2.3.1: To consult on potential approaches with the agencies and Crown 
corporations in the Canadian Heritage Portfolio to discuss how they can become more eco- 
efficient. 


Target 3.1.1: To establish a vision of sustainable development for Canadian Heritage. 
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4. What is the progress of the Department of Canadian Heritage (including outcomes 
achieved in relation to objectives and progress on targets) to date? 


On account of certain transfers of departmental responsibilities and a restructuring within 
the Department of Canadian Heritage, there has been some curbing of progress made in 
meeting the commitments of the Sustainable Development Strategy 2004-2006. The 
Department’s SDS nonetheless remains concrete, achievable and measurable. Certain 
objectives are presently being implemented, with different rates of realization, notably: 


e Developed and implemented a “green training” module within the existing contracts 
course for procurement staff involved in the purchase of goods under $5,000 and for 
project officers responsible for expenditure initiation. Awareness sessions were 
given to 232 program administrators and managers, which included the salient 
aspects of green procurement. In-depth training was taken by up to 13 procurements 
specialists in Materiel and Contracts. 


e Distributed, on a regular basis, information on “buying green” to procurement staff 
(e.g., recycled paper, energy efficient equipment, “Ecologo” certified goods and 
services). 


e Expo Pavilion Design / Build contracts over the past 10 years have included point 
values in their evaluation criteria and contract clauses geared to the establishment of 
methods for reducing, recycling and re-using all materials. 


e The Department of Canadian Heritage has developed and incorporated “green” 
selection criteria into departmental Requests for Proposals. 


e Initiatives are underway to better understand the social and cultural dimensions of 
sustainable development and so better integrate them into the federal government’s 
broader vision of sustainable development in Canada. 


e A sustainable development vision for the Department of Canadian Heritage is now 
being developed. 


e The 2010 Olympic and Paralympic Winter Games Federal Secretariat is working 
closely with the 2010 Vancouver Organizing Committee (VANOC) to ensure that 
the necessary environmental assessments are done and that the principles of 
sustainable development are respected. On this subject, VANOC has even created a 
vice-chairperson position responsible for sustainability within its organization. 


e Sport Canada’s Environmental Tool Kit for event management has been made 
publicly available on the Sport Canada Web site 
(http://www.pch.gc.ca/progs/sc/pubs/trousse-toolkit/index_e.cfm?wide=0) and is 
regularly included in information for Canadian Sports, where appropriate.

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5. What adjustments has the Department of Canadian Heritage made, if any? 


Application of the Sustainable Development Strategy 2004-2006 of the Department of 
Canadian Heritage will permit us to better evaluate the structures that are necessary for its 
delivery. Firstly, the coordination required to achieve the objectives of a such a strategy 
has to be solid, effective and concerted. Secondly, regular and concrete follow-up must be 
part of the sustained management of so important an initiative. 


The Department is therefore working to deploy the resources necessary to achieve these 
objectives and so comply with and advance its Sustainable Development Strategy 2004- 
2006.
